PRESIDENt'S WISHES 

ARE PARTLY JIET 



Authority to Be Given for Issue 
of Three Per Cent Panama 
Canal Bonds 



Waslilngton, July 17.— President 
Taft will win his light for free ad- 
mission or lower rates of duty on raw 
materials. Nearly every member oC 
the conference committee on the tariff 
bill conceded this today, ludieations 
are that when the new tarllC bill be- 
comes a law the rates on the ar- 
ticles whleh the president desired to 
come in free will be as follows: 

Iron ore free, jiresent rate 40 cents 
per ton; oil free, now protected by 
countervailing duty;, hides -7^6 per 
cent; coal, 45 cents -per-j ton,!" present 
rate 67 centd; lumber ' probably $1,25 
on rough, with - senate rates on lln- 
ished. This would be a material re- 
duction, throughout the lumber 
schedule. 

When the conferees transferred to 
the president's shoulders the responsi- 
bility of putting the foregoing raw 
materials on the free list it was not 
believed he would meet with success 
in bringing about a changed senti- 
ment In relation to these ar.tlcles. For 
several days, however, members of 
congress have been going to the AVhito 
House, and not a few came away' con- 
vinced' tl^at the ':'preBident';'.was;' right 
in; Insisting that all, the articles stand 
lower.)ralea.'\ It was riot believed that 
he .would; be able to put hides, lum- 
ber, ore -and coal on the free list, but 
it was aclinowledged ttiat any reduc- 
tion of rates of the ponding bill on 
these articles would amount to an 
administration triumph. 

In effect the president was toid by 
the conferees that if iron ore, oil, 
hides, lumber or coal were i)ut on the 
free list, or the rates reduced below 
the llguro.s adopted in the senate, ho 
would "have to ^et the votes." 

It was recognized that it would be 
impossible to put hides, lumber and 
coal on the free list if the conference 
report was to be adopted by the sen- 
ate. Neither was It believed that'.fhe 
rates oh these articles- could", b'e! re- 



a matter of common gossip about the 
capitol today. It was stated that the 
15 per cent ad valorem rates on lildes 
would have to be cut in halt, although 
some are still hopeful of retaining a 
rate as high as 10 per -cent. 

Coal Reduction. 
Coal at 45 cents a ton, it was de- 
clared, would prove satisfactory to 
every section except 'Wyoming, which 
fears that the Industry In that state 
mlglit be ruined by cheap Canadian 
coal. Two railroads are now build- 
ing froln northwestern states to Can- 
ada, which will tap the Canadian coal 
lielda. It Is understood that the 45 
cent rate. If .adopted, will provide for 
no change' In the existing rate of 15 
cents a ton -on slack, but that the El- 
klns amendment providing- that this 
rate shall apply only to natural 'slack 
shipped as such at the mines, - shall 
be accepted. , 

President Taft will win another de- 
cided victory in the Philippine free 
trade provision. Tlio sub-comralttpo 
whleh has been considering/ this-. sec- 
tion has decided to permit the free 
admission of 150,000,000 cigars an- 
nually, as requested by th« jiresident, 
instead of 70,000,000, as admitted un- 
der a senate amendment. It Is ex- 
pected that tlie Plillip|)ino section, :i.s 
approved by the sulj-coinmittee, will 
bo adopted by the conferees on Jlon- 
.day.., If provides for the free admis- 
sion .o£>300,000i pounds ■ of .wrapper, to- 
bacco, i;BOO,000 pounds of filler" to- 
bacco and 300,00,0 tons of sugar. 

AVith the oxeeptlon of rice and the 
limitation placed upon tobacco an*'' 
sugar, all articles, "tlie growth, pro- 
duct or niaiiui'jicture of the Philippine 
IslamIs," will be admitted free. The 
inclusion of the words "or manufac- 
ture," is the subject of criticism in 
many quarters. 

Bonds For Canal, 
Tlic action taken by the tatW con- 
ferees settles, the question of giving 
the secretary of tiie treasui-y author- 
ity to Issue 50-ycar bonds at a rale 
of interest not exceeding ;i per cent 
to cover the' entire cost of piirchasing 
the site iind constructing the I>an;uiia 
canal. An amendment to the tarll'L' 
1)111 giving the authority was jireiiar- 
od by Secretary MacVeagh. It was 
adopted by the conference. 

The effect of the bond provision l« 
to repeat the limit of tho authoriza- 
tion contained in tho Spooner act, al~ 
tliough not interfering with two per 
cent bonds issued under that author- 
ity to tlie amount of $S.l,8;n,l),S0. The 
estimated cost of the eaii,-il is $:i7,-> - 
201,000, which will be the ngures 
named in the iiev,' authorization, and 
hond.s at the rate ol' 3 per cent mav 
bo Issued as they are ner.|lod, tlierefoV 
to tho amount of $200,529,020. it is 
undetslpo'^'-that bonds to tho amount 
of $50,000,000 covering tho cost of the 
canal' property and the canal zone will 
be issued at an early dato In order to 
reimburse tho treasury working bal- 
ance, from which the money paid for 
the property xvaa drawn. 

There Is no longer any question that 
the corporation tax amendment will 
bo accepted. -■Vttorney-Genei-al Wic- 
kcrsham still has it in eu.stody, but 
tho draft has boon seen by some of 
the conferees, and they have found It 
satisfactory. It will tax the net earn- 
ings of corporations organized for 
profit at the rate of ono. per cept. 
Some difllculty was exporlipnced In

"In;ac~cordance with tho decision of 
the'^riatlonal council, which met today 
at Baharlstan, It will be necessary for 
a deputation from the council to wait 
upon his' Majesty,' Mohaihed All, to 
notify him of the change of sover- 
eigns. As his majesty is at' present a 
refugee in the Russian legation un- 
der British and Russian protection, 
we request your excellencies to fix a 
time tomorrow when his majesty may 
receive tlio deputation." 

The ex-Shah rejilied this morning 
through tho telephone, saying in his 
message: "His Majesty states that 
having taken refuge in the Russian 
/legation he has ipso facto abdicated; 
'therefore ho does not wish to receive 
'a" 'deputation which comes for tho 
purpose of lnf6rmjngf,hlm of. tho fact."

It- is un'derstobd In ; the. 'first 
place that the .Jlnlted Wireless Com- 
pany will ttate^iOYerjiitlie stations and 
operate thehi \fre*e7i Oi- '.charge to tho 
l^overnmerit. ' It' Is V lirid^ratood that 
Hon. Wllllarti' Tenipleman Is satisfied 
that the arrangement would be a 
good one. 

The object of the Dominion govern- 
ment In installing tho Shoemaker sys- 
tem of wireless on this coast was an 
effort to break away from tho Mar- 
coni monopoly on the Canadian At- 
lantic coast. At the time of their 
erection the government ^ivas highly 
praised for its high spirited action in 
antagonizing a company as jjowerful 
as tho pioneers of wireless .telegraphy.

Washington, July 17, — After many 
mishaps, the new Wright aeroplane to- 
day navigated tho air, making the best 
record for the AVrlgliL Brothers' ma- 
cliiae since the acciuent last fall. The 
aerojilane was guided by Orvillo 
^Vright, and, travelling at a siieed ap- 
proximately 45 miles an hour, at a 
height of from 86 to 90 fcc,t, remained 
in the air sixteen and a half .minutes, 
when the aviators , decided^ . alight, 
having encircled the .drill, grounds at 
Fort Meyer fifteen and thrge-^quarter 
times, and travelled about twel'vd''-miles 
The descent was made without' dlffl-. 
culty. At all times the machine was 
under jierfuct control. The conditions 
for a night wore ideal. The two broth- 
ers could not disguise the satisfaction 
they felt over the result, and they were 
heartily congratulated. Wilbur re- 
marked that with the increased confid- ' 
erice which OrviUe had acquired, their 
ability to meet all of the requirements 
of the government would be proven. 
Curtlss' Success.- 

Minooia, N. Y., July 17.— A climax 'to 
the frequent aeroplane flights which 
»jlen H. Curtlss has boon making at 
Hempstead Plains, L. I., with Increas- 
ing success, was reached when ho sent'- 
his llyer 24.7 miles in 52 minutes and 
30 seconds, and qualllled as the first ' 
candidate for the cup ollerod by the' 
Scientific American, 

This night is not only Curtlss' best, 
but is the longest made with an aero- 
plane In America this year. The cup 
for wliich the aviator tried today was 
offered for the longest fiight of this 
klndidurjnfe^j, the current year, the only 
ico'n.dltIpn;!;^"elhBr that the winner must 
covefi,?af5,Ueaj^t 425 ..kllonieters over a 
measured'f course before , judges of tho 
AerdACliibi-Ofi-Aiherica, -and land with- 
in 100 metre bf the starting point.. Cur- 
tlss came to earth barely; "^within i the 
required distance, and the -fudges i'lde- 
clded that he had complied with' all the 
terms of the competlt,ion. He will win 
the Scientific American cup, which he 
captured last year also, in Hammonds- 
port, N. Y., unless his night is exceed- 
ed before tlie end of the year. 

The night, although made at an early 
morning hour, was witnessed by a 
crowd of nearly 2,000 persons. Cur- 
tlss rose easily, and circled tlio course 
at a variety of altitudes, which showed 
that he had liis machine well under 
control. At times his speed increased 
to 45 miles an hour, but tho average 
for the whole distance was 2814 miles 
an hour. At no time did iio rise above 
CO, feet, and most of the time he sped 
alqng within . 15 or ,20 feet of the 
ground. At the beginning of the 20th 
round he encountered a strong liead 
wind, and fearing that his gasoline 
would fall before he could 'complete 
another round, he siiUl" off Jils , motor 
and gracefully descended. After 
alighting he found that he still had two 
quarts of fueMeft, enough to have carr 
rled him several miles further. 

To Attempt Channel. 

Calais, Franco, July 17. — Herbert 
Latham, the aeroplanist who has sev- 
eral times announced his. Intention of 
making flights ^ in . his nlonoplane 
across the channel, has returned liere 
from Paris.

John 'Nelson Gives His Impres- 
sions of imperial Press 
Conference

That the Tmperial Press Conference 
was a Ircinendous success, and that 
even its promoters hardly reniizcd the 
magnitude which it would assume, is 
tlio opinion of Jolii^ Nelson, managing 
direc(;or of the Times Printing and 
Publishing- eompany, and one of the 
Britisli , Columbia delegates who re- 
turned to the city yesterday. 

"Its effect,"-, said Mr. -Nelson to a 
Colonist representative, "has. .already 
been most far reaching. The ' greatest 
subject which came up- for discussion 
was that of Imperial defence. There 
were many different opinions as to the 
methods to be eni|)loyed, but all 
agropd. that if the solidarity ot the em- 
pire was at .stake it was necessary for 
the component parts to stand or fall 
togetlior. 

"Thi.s attitude of tiie contoronoo un- 
doubtedly had a gveat effect on Ger- 
nian.v-. The (icrnian papers printed ex- 
tensive roport.s ot the proceedings and 
cnnslderablo prominence . was' g|J^-en to 
the unaniijiity of llie conference (jji the 
t(ue.<;tiou of ■ImiieriardofGnce;" -That tlie 
lesson has been driv.-n home In,' Ger- 
many I was assured by in/lucntial men 
in Britain before I. left. 

Reassuring Statement 

"Perhaps tlio most important, and to 
•us ovpr-sca deic^jates, the most reas- 
Kin-ing statement made during our visit 
to KnglaiKl was that of the Bight Hon. 
A. .1. Balfour, leader of tlio opposition, 
when ho said that any dlscuslson be- 
tween re'preseiitati ves of the Oversea 
Dominions and thOKc of the Mother 
Country on the auostlon of Imperial 
defence wo'.ikl bo a dl.scussion on equal 
terms. 

".\t tlie naval review in the Splthead 
wo Kaw the greatest aggregation of 
lighting ships ever gathered together 
There were 144 warslilps, not one o 
wliich was more than ten years old. 
The delegates were entertained aljoard 
H. -M. S. nreadnought. In all there 
were eighteen miles of warships Ijing 
betwiHMi .Soiitlisea and the Isle of 
SN'ight. During the review wc were 
treated t,o an attack oX torpedo boats 
on .the Oroadnpuelit, a most realistic 
affair, wlilcH' created a deep impres- 
sion. 

"Duriiig our visit we heard many 
speeches. Lord Sosebery's ''V\'elcome 
Home' was a great effort, but the 
speech that to my mind made the. 
tleepost Impression was that of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the foreign minister. Wc 
knew that his utterances were more or 
less iiroplietic, as a minister ot the 
crown. In referring to the gravit.v of 
the situation In Euroiie he said tliat 
lie endorsed evor.v word that Lord 
Ro.^ebery lia.'l said. His utterances 
created a profound Impression on 
ever.\one.

H,h1- 
danc-. tbe war- secretar.v; iSir JCdward 
Orc.v, the foi-eign minister; .Mr, Bal- 
I'oiir, the leader ot the ojipositlon; 
Lord MorU'.v, the secretary for India; 
Lord Rosebor.v, Lord Northcliffe, Lord 
Biirriham. and other notables all car- 
ried on discussions with us as be- 
twocni e<iiials. ^y^l received the most 
delicate attentions.

PRESSMEN'S qPINIONS 

The visit 'of the newsiiapor men to 
Great Britain has liad, as Indeed it 
ought to have had, quite as educating 
an influence ^p,9n theii) as their pres- 
ence 'in England "had" upon those with 
whom they came in contact. Thoy seem 
to have had a great awal<ening a.'i to 
the great Jitrength anil vitality oC the 
British people'atjliomeJ As one of the 
Australian visitoVS 'expressed it, "the 
solidity, tlie activity and tlio gi^neral 
air i.if HtTiuns inirpo.si'" ^^■a.s very coii- 
Bpicuous. A Canadian editor said: 
"There's life in Britain yet," notwitli- 
standlng "the incubus of unjust and 
hurtful social and indu.strial conditions 
inlierited from tlie pa.st." One of the 
representatives from India referred to 
the miscliief being done by those people 
in England who persist in holding up 
the Motlior Country as a horrlljie ex- 
ample of decadence. He tlioiight the 
conference had laid '•the foundations 
for Imperial defence upon lines com- 
patible witli the maintenance of Im- 
perial supremacy and over-sea natlon- 
s/llty." Another 'Australian newspaper 
man said ho could not understand the 
pessimism of Englishmen about Eng- 
land, and declared hla amazement at 
tHo country's '(unexhausted and in- 
exhaustible vitality." 

AVe hope we may see a reflex of 
these sentiments upon tiie tone of 
British sentiment. Tho constitutional 
right of every Englishman to grumble 
is' admitted; but sui'ely It has of late 
tieen exercised to excess. Doubtless 
tfils has been In part due to -the bitter- 
ness of political controversy; but it 
lias a weakening effect upon British 
prestige. In these days when an en- 
terprising press is ever- on the outloolc 
for sensations, _tllfe''^xaggei'ateia/ de- 
preciation of the country, in whicli cer- 
tain newspapers have of late been 
Indulging, .have been quptijd far. and 
wide. . A. spirit, ot •Irresponslbiity seems 
to have taiten possession "o^ 'a largo 
section of tlie London press. So that 
tliey could make their political op- 
ponents appear to disadvantage^ it 
jhattered nothing to them how the 
fame of the country was injured. It 
will, therefore, be a very excellent 
thing if the newspapers, which were 
fortunate enougli to be repreaented at 
the Press Cunferencc, -will give fre- 
quent and strong expression to the 
sentiments of. the. above quotations. In 
that way they may contribute 16' a 
restoration of that repose and self- 
contained spirit, whinli belongs to the 
real Englishman, and seems to have 
been lost by so many of them, who are 
engaged In journalism.

wards, the "West, as a serious matter to 
provinces by' no nleans fully populated, 
every one wlll"agr.ee thoLt as they must 
migrate, it is' better that they should 
do so to Canadian territory, where they

SELF-GOVERNING COLONIES. 

The oldest self-governing. Colony in 
tho British Empire Is Nova' 
which camo into legisiatlvo existence 
on October 1st, 1758. P.rince Edward's 
Island and A'ew Brunswlclv were orig- 
inally parts of that province, but the_ 
first named Was erected In tO'-a [separate 
government on .Tuly 7th, 1773, and" ihe 
last named cii .Tanuary 3rd, 17SG. Six 
years later the provinces of Ujiper and 
Lower Canada wore establlslied, tiio 
spe'cUlo dates b'elnsr September 18 and 
December 17, 1792.- Newfoundland be- 
came self-governing on Jlay 1, 1833. 
Twenty years later, tliat is, on May 1, 
1SG3, Capo Colony ceased to be a Crown 
colony, and on May 27, 1854, New Zea- 
land did the same. New South Wales 
got its lirst legislature in 1855, .and so 
did Victoria, wiiile Tasmania and 
South Australia waited ' for anotlier 
year, and Queensland uiiLil 1S&9. The 
Dominion of Canada dates from July 1, 
1SG7; West Australia dates from IS'JO; 
and Natal from ISOli. 'J'he Common- 
wealth of Australia came Into being in 
I'JOl. We are without the exact'dates 
at wlilcli represefttativo Institutions 
were Introduced into the AVest Indies, 
but it was quite a number of years ago. 

Tile special interest wiiich seems to 
attach to these dates is that thoy de- 
monstrate, in a :neasure that cannot bo 
controverted, that colonial autonomy 
is not rei)ugnant to imperial solidarity. 
No one will deny tiiat the Empire is 
stronger today than at any time during 
its existence; yet generations of self- 
governlhg 'Colonials have lived and 
died, to all practical Intents and pur- 
poses, as Independent of tiio iSIother 
Country as they wore of l'"'rance. It Is 
(lulte true that it is less than half a 
century since we heard the last of 
"Downing street dictation;" neverthe- 
less, for a long period antecedent to 
the abandonment of Colonial Oflice 
paternalism, tlie idea of self-govern- 
ment was .strongly Impressed upon th^e 
minds of the people of the several col- 
onies, and though at times it caused 
them to chafe somewhat under the im- 
perial tie, all friction was in the end 
removed. There Is a lesson In this 
that ought not to be lost sight of by 
those who think the way to make the 
Empire stronger is to inalce tile lionds 
of union loss elastic than the experi- 
ence of generations has shown to be 
.necessary, J

The statement is made that at least 
twenty thousand more laborers will be 
required to harvest the grain in the 
Prairie Provinces than • are • available 
there, and the shortage will be cliielly 
supplied from the Eastern Provinces. 
Tiiis 1.S a matter of very great import- 
ance. The annual AVestern migration 
oit harvesters la. a- factor in the devel- 
opment of '. Gariada: tliat- has a double 
influence. The greater number of tliem 
remain in the West. This is a good 
thing, for it ensures tiie presence in 
.the wheat country of an^elen^ent of the 
population which stands for British 
Ideals and . is thoroughly Canadian. 
Throughout the jirairle region tliero 
are many thousands of people of Eu- 
ropean stock, and it is in every way 
desirable that with them there should 
be a strong leaven of native horn 
Canadians. It is also ;in excelli.'iil thing 
that so many of our own people are 
led to the wheatlands, especially if, as 
a contempardry says, ninety per cent, 
of them become land owners. , On the 
otlier hand the'loss of so 'many. 'able- 
bodied workers raiist be komevvhat Seri- 
ous to th'dtMttrltlmo. Ifrovlnces. For 
the last half 'century" and' more' Nova 
Scntin, New Brunswick, and Prince 
Edward's Island, .have been accustom- 
ed to see their sons rnigrate in search 
ot conditloriis'^/irioro:fayorablothah those 
to be found, at home. The movement 
was for . a long time almost wholly to 
the United States, so much so. Indeed, 
that some one not inaptly said that 
"Boston, Massaeliusetts, is the capital 
ot tlie Maritime Provinces." To got 
to Boston, which was the nearest large 
city, was the-arnbltlon of almost ail 
young men and young women. Tlie 
stores and factories provided them 
with a chance to earn wiiat seemed like 
good wages, and they were, not so far 
away from home that they could not 
gp bade every year or two to dazzle 
with their cheaii linery and city man- 
ners their friends and relatives who 
had stayed by the old home. Tho num- 
ber of Maralime ProvincS young peo- 
ple who "made good" in tho New Eng.- 
land cities was legion. It Is iiroimble 
that tho exodus would have continued 
in the samo direction if It had not been 
for the opening of the Canudiari West, 



MR. BORDEN'S VIEWS. 

Mr. R. L. Borden' was entertained at 
a lunclieon at tho Constitution Club in 
London. A number of distinguished 
guests' wore present on the invitation 
of tho host, Mr. T>. Macnamara, and 
among tiio names we note tliat of Mr. 
\Y. J. iiowser, Rojilying to tlie toast of 
his health, Mr. Borden said that the 
people of the Mother Country must 
work out the fiscal problem as It seem- 
ed best to themselves, although ho ox- 
Ii.ressed himself as strongly in favor.of 
a "policy of mutual trade relations 
throughout the ■Empire." We quote in 
full from the London Times the sum- 
mary of his observations on Imperial 
defence: 

With regard to the (luestion of Im- 
perial defence, he Wiis con\'inced tliat 
the people of Canada were prepared to 
taliu tlieir full share wiien necessary 
in securing the safety and integrity of 
the Empire. Me believed tliat the reso- 
lutions on Imperial defence which were 
passed by a unanimous vote In Canada 
liad been .n^isunderstood there, aa well 
as in this country. The subject was 
undoubtedly one of great Importance 
to the Empire and Canada. He was; 
aware that some feeling was created 
In the British Isles owing to the fact 
that Canada did not by resolution or 
by speech from tho Prime Jlinister 
vouchsafe tile offer of one, two, or tlireu 
DreadiiDiighlH. Me Ihouglit tlie resolu- 
tion. In tlu' form in which it was ijass- 
ed, wliiic Its terms might not upon 
tlieir surface seem as signillcant at the 
moment a.s tlie ol'fc^r of one or two 
Dreadnoughts would have been, laid 
down a i)erinnneiit policy for tlio Do- 
minion of Canada upon whicli botli 
parties united, ami whicli would serve 
a moro iinii'tie.il pnrposirtiian any .such 
offer of Dn-atlnouglits. The effrcL of 
the resolutlon.s which were iiassed was: 
(1) That 'they recognized the duty of 
Canada to . t'ake '.her shiare-in Imperial 
defence as her wealth and importance 
increased; '. (2). that the payment of 
regular, and-.perlodical contributions to 
the Imperial treasury was not, as far 
as Canada was, conccrncMl, the most 
satisfactory solution ot tlu' i)n)l)leni of 
Imperial, de'encp; (3) that the 1kiu.';(! 
would approve any expeiuliture neces- 
sary for the speedy I'stablislinient of a 
Canadian navy ln'clos(! relation to and 
in co-oiieration with the Imperial navy 
and alohi.;' 'tlifi • lines yuicgf-sted ' hy ' tlu; 
.'ulmiralty at the ia.st Imperial confer- 
ence; and (•!) that the Can;idian people 
would be iireiiared to m;ike .any sucrl- 
lieoK uece.s.sary for the purpose of co- 
operating wltii the Imperial navy in 
maint^iinlng the integrity, of tho 'Em- 
pire 'aiid'its.hay&lsup.reiriacy. ■

.capital ral.sed this year, Canada' has 
received more tliaii any otlier country, 
or over $80,000,000, the United King- 
dom only taking $(iO,000,000. India took 
nearly as much as the United King- 
dom, and Australia somewhat less; 
$ 15,000,000 went to South Africa. The 
most HiK-cessful foreign horrowcrs of 
(■apltal in London this year was Ar- 
gentine, which ranked next to Canada 
in amount.

On landing bacic.at Steveston Satoro 
was handed over to the autlioritios, 
and on Friday morning an inquest 
nn the body of Gordon was held by 
Coroner Jeffs of Vancouver. In the 
afternoon Satero camo up for Iiis pre- 
ll^nlnary hearing beforo .lustlce, of 
Peace Faulkner and committed for 
trial.. As the crime occurred within 
the bounds of tho county oC Victoria 
the prisoner was brought hero where 
he will have to stand his trial,

She was not siiealclhg of 
British Columljla, for she had only 
just arrived In tlio i>rovlnCe but of tlic 
countr.v. generally. 

I.s not this visitor's rriflclsm worth 
considering'.' Tlio number of very ricii 
people in this country Is not large. Is 
It wise in tile majority of tlie otliers, 
especially in tiie cities, to spend so 
largo a proportion of tlioir income on 
what cannot bo, in any sense of tluj 
word, said to he necessaries'.' Would 
wo not all be eciually haiMiy if our 
tables were furnished more simply? 

There are many women wlio wouki 
entertain their friends ofteiier if tiioy 
did not feel it necessary to furnish 
luxuries thoy cannot afford, 'i'he old 
fa.sliion of asking one's friends to 
sliare tho family meal, I.s no longer In 
vogue. To give a large entertainment 
at rare intervals I.s the custom now 
iimong most hidlcs. Tills may not In 
tlie long run,' cost any more than . tho 
little gatherings formerly held so far 
as tho table' Is concerned. But every- 
one knows .that ladles who"' have a 
large clrolbi ;;prf;'vacciualntanco must 
spend a g:reat'cieal 'rh'ore on their dross 
than was the easel when costly sowns 
were worn only at i}al)s p'r on state oc- 
casions and much ' simpler costumes 
served for the afternoon wl\on friends 
called for the evening wlien they join- 
ed the family at dinner or supper. 

It sometimes seems as it people in 
moderate circumstances are in danger 
of losing their friends either because 
they only meet tiiom in crowds or do 
not feel that they can return the lav- 
ish hospitulity with wliich It is tiic 
custom to ontertain and to refuse to 
partake of it. 



While all, and especially the young, 
must have pleasure and should not bo 
deprived of any Innocent enjoyment, 
the Canadian nation will lie stronger, 
happier and safer if we refuse to fol- 
low tlie wasteful fashions tiiat the idle 
rich have set in tlio United States.

An ihca of the cheapness ot labor in 
European countries is given by a re- 
cent consular report upon the lemon 
industry of Sicily.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR 

COLLISION ll\i TYPHOON 



Appeal of Cranley Against Judgment in 
Which , She Is Blamed for Acci- 
" '''dent* at' Hongkong Is Allowed 

Judgment has-been., given, allowing 
the appeal of the steamer Cratiley, held 
at fault In a lower court for collision 
during the typhoon of July last year 
at .Hongkong with tho steamer Van- 
dalla. 

Jlr. Justice "\'aughan Williams, In de- 
livering judgment, said it was not ne- 
cessary to go througli the facts" of tho 
case a.s tlie learned Judge had found 
In favor of the Cranley so far as lia- 
bility ot t)io Cranley was concerned, In 
every point except in one particular. 
That was that tlie ma,slor of the Cran- 
ley did not get up steam at the time 
when ho ought to have done, that was 
at the time that he ouglit to have 
done so according to the practice of 
good seamanship. Really In not getting 
up steam the master was not guilty of 
any breach of any regluation, and he, 
therefore, could not be held culpabble 
on that ground. ., It was. very essential 
for tlie Court to imako up their minds 
as to what moment the, obligation, of 
good seamanship arose, ' and in his 
judgment the earliest time WRii 2.30 
p.m., when the red signal was hoisted, 
tho signal which Indicated that some 
300 niles away a typhoon was possibly 
coming to Hong' Kong. Whichever 
way they took It, It appeared that oven 
If there ^ad been ' an obligation of 



good seiimanshlp to get up steam aris- 
ing at the time he mentioned, the 
steam would not have been aot up in 
time to prevent the collision which ac- 
tually occurred. Under the circum- 
stances It appeared to him that tho 
Court would be wrong In finding that 
llio master of tho Cranley, by,hls>negli- 
genco in any way, 'wrought About the 
collision. He gathered that even If 
the boilers had been In proper trim 
and condition to be effl(!ientiy used at 
the moment tho red signal was hoist- 
ed, then notwithstanding the fact that 
tho master by reason of having a tug 
which would take him out to sea, it 
would be his duty to get up steam.

' The conversation had drifted to tho 
consideration of tramp steamers a.n)X 
their ways of the many ports they 
visited and of the opportunity for 
gatliering experience — and otlier 
things— when Ca\il. McBride, former 
master of tho Woir steamer Katangra, 
■who is to leave in a few days on tho 
. ■steamer Suveric to take up the work 
of port superintendent for the Weir 
■ 'line at Hongkong became reminiscent. 
Speaking of tho tramping of tho 
tramps In Oriental waters said: 
Nitrogen This Time. 
"The tramp steamer Nitrogen was 
lying In the harboif ' of Kuchlnotzii, 
Japan, on time charter to a Japanese 
firm during tho latter stages of tho 
Russo-Japanese war, when her com- 
mander received orders to load a full 
cargo of coal and bunker his vessel to 
go to Hongkong^, and after discharg- 
ing his cargo there, proceed In ballast 
to Java to load a cargo of sugar for 
Japan. Two hours after his cable ar- 
rived he was surrounded by small 
sailing barges, each carrying about 00 
tons of coal, and on an average 600 
men women and children passed 
that coal on board with small straw 
baskets, carrying from Ave to 15

■ and he proceeded to sea, a well found 
ship with 18 Europeans and 20 Chin- 
ese forming her entire crew.

1 Mr. George Paisli, one t>f the editors of the 
Statist, speaking to the Royal Statistical Society 
■ the other day, said that he estimated Iho amount 
of money wiiicli the lii'itisli i)eo])le had phiced in 
other conntrics at £2,700,000,000, wliicli obtain- 
ed 5.2 per cent, return, I'"urthcr, lio cslimaics 
that new capital to the extent of £700,000,000, 
ur an average of about £100,000,000 a year, will 
have been placed abroad by this country in the 
years between 1905 and 191 1. Here are the. 
main points of Mr. Paisii's very striking paper; 

.Mr. I'aish said that the C'omuiissioners of 
Inland Revenue, recognising the importance of 
the great annual income yielded to this country 
by its investments abroad, had set out in detail 
the amount of income derived from certain of 
these capital investments, but as their statement 
was far from comprehensive he would endoav&r 
to give a more conaplete acount. The Commis- 
sioners gave particulars of the income which 
oui- investors drew from their holdings in gov- 
ernment bonds — Indian, £8,768,237; Colonial, 
'.v'j^ov--' ; I'oreign, £8,338,124, being a to- 
tal of £3 1 ,040,083. 

The income frcTui this source has rapidly ex- 
panded in recent \'ears in conseciuence mainly oi 
new loans to the Dominions and to our ally Ja- 
pan, and though our investments in the loans of 
Continental countries were tending to decline, 
this tendency might be checked if events caused 
the British market for capital to be again open- 
ed freely to Russian borrowings, as that country 
needed to raise capital from year to year for the 
extension of its railway system. 

In addition to the income derived from these 
three sources, the Commissioners also set out 
the income received from Indian. Colonial, and 
various foreign securities. £16.017,000; coup- 
ons, £13,767.000; railways out of ihc United 
Kingdom £18,736,000 — a total of ,£48, 5.: 1,000, 
whicli, with that received - from Government 
loans, amounted to £79,560,116. He had ana- 
lyzed that sum, with the result that he placed it 
at £82,777,000. 

Now, the income which the Commissioiu:rs 
earmarked as coming from abroad was that re- 
ceived from Indian, Colonial and foreign dov- 
crnent st(5cks, municipal secin-ities and railways, 
anil the great additional income the country de- 
rived from iis investments in a vast number ot 
miscellaneous undertakings of all kinds was ex- 
cluded. Jt was impossible for anyone to ascer- 
tain the income from the capital our merchants, 
manufacturers, and' others had privately placed 
abroad. There were sevei'al thousand public 
companies operating abroad that had raised 
capital publicly in this country, and to amplify 
the statement of the Commissioners he had ob- 
tained the reports of as many of these compan- 
ies as it was possible for a private person to se- 
cure, classified them, and ascertained the 
amounts of their capital and of their profits in 
the aggregate and by groups. 

Jle had ascertained the income of 2172 of 
the miscellaneous companies of which the capi- 
tal had been supplied by our investors, and he 
found that its income amounted to nearly 
£58,000,000, obtained as follows: Breweries and 
distilleries, £732,000, an insignificant sum ha\ - 
ing rogai'd t(j the amount of caintal investe'd ; 
canals aiul docks, £1.174.000; commercial and 
industrial companies, £5,000.000; electric light- 
ing and power comi)anies. £321,000; linanci:d, 
laud, and investment companies, £().ooo.ooo 
(two-thirds from the Dominions and one-third 
fro foreign countries); gas companies, £1,200,- 
000; colliery and iron ore undertakings, 
£500,000; various mining enterprises, £26.- 
000,000; nitrate companies. £1,600,000: oil 
companies, £642.000: rubber companies, 
£446,000; tea and coffee plantations, £1.794.- 
000; cable companies and telephone companies, 
£2,000,000; tramways, £t,Sog,ooo; and water- 
works, £400.000. 

Thus it the Commissioners were (o Ijring t(3- 
gether all the inconK.' of companies trading 
abroad and distributing interest and profits in 
this country, the total would be about £ 140,- 
000,000. This great sum did not include the in- 
terest upon money' deposited in Indian, Col- 
onial, and foreign banks by persons residing in 
this country, nor the large amount of income 
derived from capital jirivately placed abroad, 
though, on the othc^' hand, it w;is essential to 
recollect that foreign invest (jrs drew a go(jd 
(leal of income from capital i)laced in I'ritish 
com])anies 01 one kind and another, and in bal- 
ancing the accoiuil it wa.s essential nut to ondt 
this important ofifset. 

Having thus "drawn up the income, Mr. 
Paish proceeded to.discuss the amount of capital 
which the British people had placed in other 
conntrics to yieltl them so great a result, and he 
I'siimated 11 at £2,700,000,000, which was ob- 
taining an all-roiind return of 5.2 per cent. Of 
that sum nearly £1.700.000,000 had been ex- 
pended upon railway construction. 

He lui-ih(M- estimated that a total of no less 
than £290,000,000 has been subscribed in the 
last two yenr.s. and that Canada was the ct)un- 
Iry in v,diich the largest amount of capital had 
been placed abroad in the period from Julv i, 
1908, to June 15, 1909. For a period of cn'ter- 
prisc similar to that through which the coun- 
try was now passing he referred to the later 
eighties, when vast sums v.'crc invested in the 
.Australasian Colonies, in the United States, in 
.Argentina, in India, in Canada, and in other 
lands. At thtU time the country was not nearlv ■ 
as wealthy, nor were its annual savings avail- 
'able for investment in securities nearly as great. 
" Novertheless', in the seven years from 1884 
to 1890 inclusive, Great Britain placed abroad 
over £400^000,000 of ^capital. In the seven 
years frpiii 1898 to 1904— a period of extrava- 
gance and war expenditure in this country — 
the investments in other lands were not much 



over £100,000,000.' Since 1904 there had been 
an endeavor to inake'up' fdir -Ibsti tiine, and'iii' 
four and a luilf years Great Britain had placed 

no less than £400,000,000 of new savings in 
profitable Indian, Colonial, and foreign securi- 
ties. ■ There were good prospects that in the 
seven years from 1905 to 1911 inclusive they 
woukl place new capital in other lands to the 
extent of at least £700,000,000, or an average 
of about £100,000,000 a year. 

In conclusion Mr. Paish directed attention 
to wlvit he called the ininioiise advantages to 
ihi.s countrx- of the inve.stmeiils in other lands. 
The investments in the last sixty years of about 
£2,500,000,000 of llritish capital had occurred 
sinuiltaneously with an immense growth of 
British trade and prosperity, and in his opinion 
this growth of trade and prosperity was largely 
the result of the inviustment of British capijal 
in other countries. , By building railways for 
the world, and especially for the young coun- 
tries, Grciit Britrdn had enabled the world to 
increase its production of wealth at a rate never 
previously witnessed, and to jn'oduce those 
things which this country was specittlly di^sirous 
of purchasing — foodstuffs anil raw materials. 
.\loreo\-er, by assisting other countries to in- 
crease their output of the commodities they 
were specially fitted to produce, British invest- 
ors had helped those countries to secure the 
means of purchasing the goods that Great Bri- 
tain manufactured. 



MAGNA CHARTA ISLAND SOLD 

"Magna Charia Island has just been sold by 
])rivatc treaty. The property includes King 
John's table, on which Magna Charta is said to 
liavc been signed." So says the Evening News. 

Mr. Haldanc Macfall, in the Sphere," tells us 
something about this spot, sacred to English 
liberties, and the scene so long ago as June 15, 
1215:-- 

"T stood on the old lawn of iMagna Charta 
Island, the great walnut trees at end throwing 
mighty shadows athwart the green, the stream 
of Thames Howing by, in glittering tide to the 
sea. Brooding there the summer air seemed 
suddenly aching with clink of bit and rattle of a 
vast cavalcade of armed men ; horses, and riders 
clad in steel, stern-faced men grim with one sole 
intent — the signing of a piece of parchment. 

"They had been pouring westward along the 
old Roman road from London town all the 
morning of that I5lh day of June, 1215, on to' 
the meadows that lie at Rimnymede before the 
little island down stream below Windsor- 
dogged. sc|Uare-headcd .N'ormaii-English lords, 
with their troops of knights and great ranked 
companies of men-at-arms, all come to beard the 
Plantagenot where he scowled at Windsor over 
the ugly problem of his sovereignty. 

"On the one bank lay the king's men from 
Windsor, on to the other swarmed the barons 
and their hosts from London and the north. On 
the island between, before the gaily-bedecked 
tents. ui)on a raised pl.ace under a caiiopv that 
displayed the Ihree leopards of England on a 
scarlet ground, sat John of England come over 
from Windsor. 

"He sat scowling there as the b;iroiis and 
their knights crossed to the ishind. but when 
they came he ro.se to meet them, a smiling lie 
upon his lips, hate behind hi.s eyes. It was 
their (lay. Me got back to his seat and listened 
to them lliereafter, a grim sneer upon his 
bearded mouth. 

"L^ondon had thrown o])en her gjites to the 
barons. Scotland and Wales had apijroved with 
the drawn sword. The nobles of the Xorth had 
hurried to London with their In/sts. "S'uletide 
had seen th.etn make their deniand. Ills secret 
commissioners had returned Kj tell him that no 
man in England would strike ;i blow to keep 
the King's hand from signing the great charter. 
The King cast his eyes acros.s the river where- 
Ijiis men lay; he could tru.st but seven knights of 
;ill his following. 

"To his ears came the words that were to 
make hiiigland — whereby unwvilten custom be- 
came the written law, whereljy the rii^hls of 
iMiglishmen to justice and good govermnent 
were set down in Idack and white, wherebv the 
king shoidd swear to obey the law. and a coun- 
cil of twenty-four barons was chosen to comi)el 
him to obey it. 

"Th(> king had decided to sign the great 
charter that they demanded as the price of 
fealtv. He would sign it ; but even as he signed 
he planned the villainy to blot it. 

"Me stepped to his barge with the lithe cat- 
like stride of the .Angevius as they hailed him 
king. But when he was entered into his in-ivate 
chamber at Windsor John of F.iiglaml burst into 
fury at last; and out of the midst of the fury 
came the cry, ^They have given me four-and- 
twenty overkings,' as he flung himself upon 
the rushy 'marsh' that was the carpet to the 
lloor, gnawing and biting stick and straw and 
rush in the madness of his anger. Before the 
sun was set cunning had come back to the king. 
. . . The fever that fell upon him at .Swinc- 
head .Abbey brought death stalking to the 
chamber of the king at Newark."

1ms said .-'that the successful in- 
ventor' 'is ?usuaUy_ more'' or less .of an idealist, 
and invariably is possessed of a strong imagina- 
tion, ludging from tiie wild flights of fancy 
uiJiMi which an ei^dchj-making invention serves 
to launch the innumerable tirmy of magazine 
wi'iters, we might add that in addition to being 
'an imaginative idealist, he would seem to be 
something' of a hypnotist as well. 

As a matter of fact, although the inveiflors 
of the steam engine', the telegraph and the fly- 
ing machine were necessarily possessed of a 
creative imagination, they were essentially of a 
practical and conservative turn of mind. .Step- 
.'■hcnson, Morse, .Marconi, and the ^\' right 
brothers may have found time in the niidsi oi 
tlieir busy houi's to glance at the fiiLure, and be 
momentarily thrilled at the thought of its 
s|)leudid speculative possibilities ; bul in the 
main .they were too ceniscious of. the inherent 
limitations of their inventions, tot) strongly en- 
grossed in the effort to work out i)atiently each 
nearest problem as it arose, to indulge in wild 
prophecy of future accomplishment. 

The attitude of the Wright brothers during 
their wonderful denionstrnt ion of the possi- 
bility of mechanical flight may be referred to 
as jd-oving the truth of the above observation-;. 
-Mlliough they have created the art, at least, 
a.^ far as its practical expri'ssioii is coueerne(l, 
we doubt if anyone who has si)okeii or writto-n 
on the subject of the development of flight has 
been more reluctant to predict the achievements 
of the future, or more conservative in pointing 
out the inherent limitations of the art. On the 
other hand, it is rarely tjiat the birth of a new 
invention has brought 'fm-lh such a flood of 
preposterous and' impossible literature as has 
a|)pearcd during the last few months on the 
military and conunercial future of the dirigible 
and the aeroplane. 

Without in the least dis])araging the fine 
tichiiwemeiits of Lebaudy. Ze]ipeliii, the Wright 
brothers, Curtiss, b'armann, Bleriot and others, 
whose intelligence, ])luck, and perseverance 
have made aerial flight the sensation of the day, 
we wish to draw attention to the fact that in 
their present state of development, neither the 
dirigible nor the aeroplane has the slightest 
practical military value. The best thai can be 
said of them is that when certain inherent de- 
fects have been o\'ercome, the\' may. in a limited 
ilegree. be ])ui to un'lil.ary use. .\t thi' i)resent 
writing this field would seem to lie exclusively 
in the ilirection of scouting and the carrying of 
disi)atclics. 

In proof of this, we jioiiit to the fact that 
at present both the dirigible and th.e aeroplane, 
and particularly the latter, recpiirc, both for their 
starting and landing, the provision of a large, 
fairly level field or camjius, free from the ob- 
struction of trees, telegraph poles and wires, 
and buildings. In the case of the aeroiilanc, it 
is e\'eii necessary for safe starting and stopping 
that the surface be free from tall we(<(ls or gras.s; 
for should tiie machine in coming to.the ground 
dip suffieieiilly for one wint;- to swec]) in among 
the long gi'ass, the contact is sufficient to swing- 
it violently around across its course, at the 
risk of wrecking the chassics or runners. 
I'urthermore, the well-known relucttmce of the 
aeronaut to start into the air in anything 
s^tronger than a 'moderate breeze, particularlv 
if the wind be variable, is very signifieaiu of the 
preseni crude condition nf the art considered in 
respect of its commercial or militar\' vaiue. We 
(!o not hesita.te to affirm that there are manv 
years of patient mech;inical .dex-elopnieiit :ind 
pi'.-icliee in the ;iir ahead of us. lielore we sh.-ill 
see the jjroduction of an aeroi)lane which can 
an.se or alight fas it must necessarily do to be 
of practical value') w^ith that independence of 
time, id.icc, and weather conditions which marks 
the flight and the coming' tyul going of the birds 
of th.e air. 

Perhaps the most absurd of the military 
claims made l(jr the airship anri aeroplane is 
that of theii' ability to s;m1 over bo-lile territorv 
and destroy eitie.. foi t ilical ions, and militarv 
depots liy the I'xpedient (it dropping high ex- 
jdosives. In view of the gre.it r.oigi' of modern 
artillery, and the fact t]i;il a special i\\>r is now 
being developed to rejiel airship attack, the ma- 
chine must operate at a, height of at least a mile 
above the i-arth. if it is to be safe from shrapnel 
and the speei.d shells which will be furnished 
for its destriKiion. .At that height it would be 
a (|itestioii of the meresl chance if a bomb re- 
leased iroin the machine struck the object aim- 
ed at. rhere would be no means of 'leti.'rmining 
it tlie tort, magazine, etc.. was in exact vertical 
alignment at the moment the missile was droji- 
pcd. Allowance would have to be tn;i(]e for the 
velocity of the wind, which velocity could not be 
known to ^hose yvho were moving in midair. 
Moreover, the direction of the flight of the pro- 
jectile would be the resultant of the vertical ve- 
locity, due to gravity, and the horizontal velo- 
city of the ship itself. Consequently, to make a 
iiil, the ])rojectile would have to be reletised be- 
fore the machine was vertically over the ul)ject, 
and at a certtiin si)ecified distance .ihead of the 
vertical line. How would tlve operator- deter- 
mine the e.xact moinent at which lo let go? It is 
evideiit that even approximately accurate aiming 
;;would;^ and the limited 

■■amotet of m^^^ which could be carried, 

even by 11 large dirigible, would render an at- 
tempted bombardment the most foolish kind of 
a fiircc. The ti-incli high-explosive shells with 
which the Japanese bombarded the 
K'nssiaii fleet in 1,'ort .Arthur. fail- 
ed to inflict vital damage. It is 
now well known that the Russian shiii.s were 
sunk by the Ru'ssiai^S'!^^^^^^^ who opened 

the seacocks aiid!; flooded them. In the many 
weeks of bombardment, the Japanese hurled 



hundreds of tons of ii-inch shells on the Rus- 
.vsian fortifications, fieet, and buildings without 
bringing Port Arthur to cai)itulation. It was 
sapjjers and miners that reduced the fortress. 
The damage that would be inflicted on a be- 
leagured city by a whole ileet of dirigibles could 
never by any possibility have a decisive effect 
upon the issues of the Wiir. 

We repeat that the present indications arc 
that the airship and aeroplane of the future, 
even when they have been developed to their 
ultimate perfection, will find their field of user- 
fulness exclusively in the work of scouting and 
the carrying of dispatches, — Scientific Ailiericim.

THE PROGRESS OF INDIA t 

The yeiiily Blue Book showing the "moral 
and n;:iteri;d progress" of India (for 1907-8) 
has just been issued. 

In the year under review India's revenue 
was £71,003,275, com])ared with ,£73,144,554 
in the prc\'ious year, and her exiienditure .11 70,- 
(kj7,229, as against £7L.S55.I79, whilst the out- 
standing debt increased from over two hundred 
and thirty-four ;ind ;i bail' millions in 1907 to 
just (."ver Iv.'o hundred and foriy-si'x millions in 
lyoS. The gold standard reserve is £2^247,207. 
India's Land Revenues 

The foreign sea-borne trade of India has 
greatly increased during the last twenty-five 
years, and if the value in 18S2-3 be compared' 
with tli.it of 1907-8, imports show'an iiicrciiso 
uf nearly 160 per cent, and exports an increasis' 
of 115 per cent. In 1907-8 the imports repre- 
sented £86.571.000, and the exports £115,652,- 

000, something like two-thirds of the former 
coming from the United Kingdom, and about 
a quarter of the exports going to it. Germany, 
China, the United States, France and Japan tire 
the next best customers. 

The ijostoffice stilt istics are very striking, 
tile general correspondence returns showing ;in 
iiicretise of 47,000,000 articles .(excluding money 
orders) f(jr 1907-8, as compared with the figures 
for 1906-7. Of the adiiilional articles 17,000.000 
were jiostcards. The total inimber of articles 
recpived for deliver)-, including money orders, 
was nearly 850,000,000, of which 95.1 per cent 
were delivered, as dompared with 95.06 in tltb 
preceding year. 

Here is a jjoint of sp(>cial interest iir con- 
neelion with the new budget tit home. Proiu 
time inniicmorial a share of the ])roduce of the 
land h;is been ihc chief source of public revenue 
in India, and land re\'enue is still the main- 
stay of the governnient, consliluiing nearh' 40 
per cent of the lottil net revenue tliat accrues 
to the Indian E.xchequer. Owing lo its far- 
reaching social and political effects the ])roper 
administration of tl\e land revenue has always 
been one of the chief problems of the govern- 
ment, and the best methods of a;;sessnient have 
been keenly debated. 

The policy of long term sellleinents is be- 
ing extended, and under the svstein of periodi- 
cal revisions of the land assessment the State 
secures ;i share in the increased I'cnial value 
arising from the general progress of the coin- 
ninnity. Of late years measures have lieeu 
taken to exemi^t improvements from assess- 
ment, and generally to make the enforcement 
of the rights of the State as little burdensome 
as is possible to the nnenue-pnyer. Periodical 
re\ ision also affords the opjiortunity of reducing 
the assessment in villages or tracts which have 

1. allen off in jirosperity and of correcting in- 
cipmlities arising from any cause. 

Indian Peasant Proprietors 
■At itresent about 47 per cent of the total 
area of (i 1 3.523,000 acres is held liy petisant 
])i-o])rietors, wdiile 20 per cent i-; held Ijy per- 
ni;inently sidtled a. id 33 per cent liy tenujoraril y 
settled proprietors. The land revenue receijits, 
though there was a wide-spread shortag(> of 
crops, totalled eighteen and three-quiirter mil- 
lions, a figure which was only exceeded in 
1905-6 and 1906-7. The general increase in 
Land revenue is attributable to a variety of 
cause's — to the inclusicni of new ieri-itorv. as L'p- 
per r.iu-ma : to Ihe bringing of new land under 
ciii tival ion, as in Lower ilttrm;i, the Central ' 
Provinces, and the IHtnjab; and to the progress 
1)1 setlleiiients and re-settlements, whieli, owing 
lo the generally enhanced valims of land, usual- 
ly result in additions to the land revenue: whilst 
irrigation canals have enabled Ihe cultivable 
area to he greatly extended. 

Minerals and Home Industries 
The mineral output has shown a marked 
increase in the last five years, the estimated 
value of that for 1907 being £7,072,000 as 
against £4,550,000 for 1902, an increase of 55 
])er cent. By far the most important minerals 
are. coal and gold, the ])ror|uction of which 'ih 
10(17 was valued ;it £2,610,000 anrl £2.134,000 
resjiecliv-ely. followed by iielroleum £610,000 
and niaiigaiu'se ore £51)0.000. In recmit years 
there h;is been intieli discussion in Iiidi;i re- 
garding the advantages of encouraging manu- 
factures for the purpose of securing greater 
diversity of occupation in a country that .so 
largely depends on agriculture. The movement 
for promoting home industries has, in its legi- 
timate forms, received official support, find there 
are standing orders that stores required bv the 
government shall, as far as practicable, be' pur-\ 
chased in India. ' ''^'('V':'--' "h-

^1 to the. trees. \'hc tillage problem is the most 
If important" one that the home fruit grower is 
f called- upon to solve. Neglect of tillage and 
^ injudicious tillage ruin more fruit trees than 
ail their insect pests, all their diseases, and all 
butciicr pruning. This is a fact, readily proven 
by obscr\-atioii, not merely an opinion. 

; ■ How Tillage Saves Soil Moisture 

EveryhocI}' can .^eo that plowing and har- 
rowing the soil prepare it for the plants, ancl 
that frequent stirrings ihercafler kill the weeds 
lhat would rob the plants of food and drink. 
But stirring the soil does far more good than 
killing weeds. It saves moisture; it makes a 
^'SOib mulch." Beneath the mulch of decaying 
leaves and branches in the forest you will find 
moist soil, .even in the driest season. Beneath 
the strawy manure beneath the rows of straw- 
berries the soil is moist, in dronght, you hunt 
for angleworms beneath the chips of the wood- 
pile — it is moist there. Lift up a board of a 
large flat stone and notice the moisl soil be- 
neath. .All these are mulches. Anything that 
is put between the soil and the air, and so 
cllecks the evaporation of water from the soil, 
is a niulch. 

One of the best mulches, and usually the 
cheapest, is the soil mulch. A surface layer 
of soil, made loose and dry by frequent stir- 
ring, keeps the soil moisture from escaping, 
like the leaves, the straw, the stones. Prove 
this for yourself during a "dry spell'' by dig- 
ging in tilled ground and in untilled ground. 
This nioisttire the plants need, especially fruit 
plantSi Hence it is sometimes necessary to 
tillj even though there is not a weed in sight — 
to; save water. Covering the soil all over with 
-rocks . br boards, or leaves, chips, or straw 
wduld accomplish the same purpose. 

Tillage also makes the ground more fertile. 
Much of the plant food in the soil is like the 
nutriment in flour to you and me. It is not in 
digestible and palatable form, and so it is use- 
less to us for the time being. Tillage lets in 
the air, which acts upon this raw plant food — 
"cooks" it, so to speak — and makes it palatable 
vtp the. plant. It also puts the soil in better 

* ti^ktur'i, aiiaking it more mellow and finer, so 
that the plants have more feeding area. Hence 
it is a comrribn expression, and a true one, that 
tilling a soil may be equivalent to fertilizing it. 

The desirability of tilling fruit trees in gen- 
eral calls for no more convincing proof tlian 
that which any obser\'ing man ma\' gather lor 
himself by examining a hundred or more or- 
Qhar^s in almost any section of the country. 
Usually, but not always, it is the owner of 
the sod orchard Avho says, '"fruit growing 
doesn't pay." Usually, but not always, it will 
be noticed that the sod orchard drops its leaves 
during the summer drought, has the most 
windfalls, harbors the most pests, nourishes 
the most "fungus.'' Facts like these establish 
beyond dispute llie general desiraljility of tili- 
iljg; fruit trees. There are some cases, however, 
whire equivalent results can be secured more 
iaiidvantageously by other means ; cases where 
tillage is positively harmful. "Tillage of fruit 
trees pays," is the general rule, applicable in 
most ins'tances. "Sometimes sodding, jiastur- 
ing or mulching fruit trees is better or is more 
cxjedicnt than tillage" is the exception to the 
rule. 

Sod Orchard on Rich, Moist Land 
When the soil of the home orchard is e.x- 
ceptionally rich, and quite moist, the trees 
may sometimes be left in sod. Especially on 
bottom lands and alluvial soils. The chief 
reasons for tilling an orchard arc to supply 
moisture and to increase the fertility of the 
soil. If the soil he ricli, and sufficiently moist 
at all times, there may be no need of tillage 
for these two purposes, In fact, tillage may 
be harmful in such a case because it may sup- 
pl3' the trees with more moisture and more 
food than they need. If the trees are produc- 
tive and vigorous without tillage do not dis- 
turb them. Keep such trees in sod and pas- 
ture, or mulch them. It is rarely advisable, 
however, to leave fruit trees permanently in 
sod, even under these conditions. L'sually it is 
best to plow and till the land for one season 
everv two to five years, and then put it in sod 
a.gain ; especially after the trees get into bear- 
ing and grow less luxuriantly. 'Ihis sweetens 
the soil, puts it in better texture, lets in the 
air, promotes germ life, and sets at Avork all 
other agencies that make the ,soil congenial to 
plants. 

Trees on Steep or Rocky Land 
I'Vuit trees may occasionally be left in sod 

when they are on very rocky or very steep 
land. It is not wi.~e for the amateur to plant 
on such a site, if lie can a\'oid it. If he cannot 
it is certain that a home orchard under such 
conditions is far better than none at all. Care 
should be taken to keep the ground stirred for 
a .fei\y' feet around the young trees during the 
first two or three sea.sons at least. 
,. ' , Care of Trees in the Yard. 

A third, reason for keeping the home fruit 
trce^ in sod is that of expediency. The home 
grounds may be so small that no definite area 
can be set aside for the orchard ; the fruit trees 
must be in the yard and a part of the general 
|)Ianting. From my point of view, fruit en- 
thusiast though I am, a lawn about the house 
contributes far, more to |the. home tiian a fe\v 
■ fr'uit trees caii " evct' Mo. ' Do' libt, therefore,'' 
needlessly sacrifice the lawn to the trees; plant 
them right in sod if necessary. Yon may ex- 
pectl them to be somewhat less satisfactory 




than if they were tilled, and 3'ou should plan 
to manure them highly and perhaps water 
them in dry weather; but all tiiis trouble is 
better than having- bare, ugly tilled land near 
the house. Yet there are thousands who plant 
fruit trees directly in front of the house and 
give up all the jileasures of a lawn for a few 
bushels of fruit. 'J'he fruit can be bought, but 
the lawn camiot. Sa^"e the lawn, the fruit 
trees on the side or in back, stir up a little cir- 
cle of soil aroimd them when they are young, 
give -them liberal dressings of manure, and a 
drink in thirsty weather. 

Sodding to Check Growth 
The three cases noted above arc, in my 
opinion, the only ones which call for a more or 
less permanent sod in the home orchard. But 
there are cases where fruit trees can be sodded 
temporarily to advantage; when they are 
growing too rapidly, far instance, because of 
excessive fertilizing or heavy winter pruning, 
or from other causes. The permanent remedy 
for this condition, naturally, is to fertilize more 
judiciously, or i^rune lightly, perhaps to sum- 
mer prune a year or two. i3ut sodding the 
trees may be used as a temporary corrective 
until the equilibrium is restored. To illus- 
trate; H your tilled pear trees are growing 
luxuriantly, and hence are in danger of being 
attacked by blight, it might be wise to sod the 
orcliard a year or two. or at least to neglect 
tillage until the trees make a less vigorous 
growth. 

Pasture With Cattle, Hogs, Sheep or Hens 
.Assuming that the home- orchard is to be 
left in sod, there are still other <jueslions to be 
.-.cltled. The grass may be cut for ha}' ; the or- 
chard may be pastured with cattle, hogs, sheep 
or hens ; it may be allowed to fall to the ground 
where it grows, and return to the soil ; it may 
be cut and either allowed to lie where it falls 
or gathered up and placed around the trees, 
liach method is sncccssfid in some jilaces. 
Cutting orchard grass for hay, howex'cr, is rare- 
.Iv profitable. The grass -sucks tons of mois- 
ture and stores of plant food from the soil. If 
the sod is pastured the ]jlant food is mostly 
restored to it in the droppings of the animals, 
and less moisture is lost because the grass 
lca\'es do not get large. If the grass is cut for 
ha\', howc\-cr, llie ])lant food in it is carted 
away, and the soil is dried f)nt by evaporation 
from an immense leaf surface. 

Cow pastiu'age of the orchard is pretty gen- 
erally condemned, ft is imilonlUedl}' gocid f<'r 
the cows, especiall)' in the season of windfalls, 
but hard on the trees, The ends of the 
branches are sure to be browsed more or less 
and the compacting of soil around the trees 
by the animals is often very injurious. Mog 
pastura.ge is much better. ]"Iogs do carry on a 
sort of makeshift tillage, for selfish ends, and 
make what passes witli some people for a soil 
nndch. Of coiu'se it does some .good, but it is 
not to be compared with the mulch of horse- 
leg tillage for saving soil moisture. If corn i.s 
dropped in crowbar holes here and there the 
tillage ope.-ations of the hogs 'will be more 
zealously performed. This' is expedient, of 
course, only on a small area. Hog pasturage 
makes the orclv rd look imkcpt, and should not 
be tolerated close to the house ; but it is often 
the most expedient method of handling a small 
home orchard, cs])-cially if it is rockyj and the 
soil is strong, ' 

All things const Icred, sheep are the best 
animals to turn into 4 sod brchard. They graze 
the grass close, so that little soil moisture is 
lost^by -eyaporatibn f i*<')i3tvr'the,'leavesi Tliey-. do 
riot cbrnpa'ct'.'the ' soil") seriously". Their :drop- 
pings arc Avidely distrihitted. If the orchard 
site is hilly the droppings enrich the knolls 
where the animals i-luster at night. Sheep in- 



jure the trees but little. Some of the best New 
York orchards are sheep pastured. 

Home orchards pastured with any of' these 
animals secure the adv'ailtages. iaf having the 
wormy or diseased windfalls .eaten by the 
stock, and the droppings enrich the land. 
However, it would -not ptiy to pasture an or- 
chard for these reasons only. Spraymg con- 
trols insects and diseases far more cheaply and 
more effectively than any kind of stock pas- 
turing, and the orchard can be fertilized more 
uniformly and more economically from . the 
mktiure- pile; fertilizer bag, and leguminoils 
crop. ' I' , • 

Poultry and- the home orchard often make 
an excellent combination. The poultry stir the 
ground considerably, fertilize it, and lake an 
interest in the solution of the insect i.)roblem. 
There is rec'ijn-(jcity. The fowls need .sun- 
shine, shade, a range, scratch bed, grass and 
grit : the trees need .'-scratching and fertilizing. 
Poultry seem to be espcciall_\- \-alnahle in the 
j)liim orchard; no curculio j^laj'ing '[)ossom es- 
capes them. Which animal to use for pastur- 
ing the home sod orchard is mostly a question 
of expediency. Before yon decide this, how- 
ever, go over the whole subject again and see 
if it will not 1>e better to till the orchard after 
all. 

The Advantages of Mulching 
1 f a sod orchard is not pastured it should be 

mulched. The grass may be cut one or more 
times a seasim, tb,"s nudcliiiig the soil. , This is 
]ireferable to letting the grass gr()w up and die 
down. It also helps to lcec[> no.xious weeds 
from gaining a loothold in the .sod. Prac- 
tically all is returned to the soil that was taken 
from it except the moisture. This method is 
found to be satisfactory in sod orchards that 
produce a rather heav\- growth of herbage. 

The alternati\-e is to gather the cut ,grass 
and spread it arf)und llie trees. One objection 
to this is that the feeding roots of a bearing 
tree are mostl}- out between the rows, n<n be- 
neath the branches, so that a mulch arouu'l 
the trees does not help much. Then, again, 
there is greater likelihood of the trunks being 
girdled by mice in winter. Where the herbag.; 
of sod orchards is scanty this method is often 
satisfactory. In most cases both are decidedly 
preferable to taking the grass away for hay. 

There is no uniform difference in results 
between iiiulching ami pastui'in.g. Which 
practice should be folKnved, after it has been 
decided to sod the orchard, dci)ends more on 
expediency than anything else, except that land 
may be pastured that is too rough or rocky 
to be mown for mulching. In all sod orchards 
that are ftot on stron.g soil it must be remem- 
bered that more fertilizing will be needed than 
if thev were tilled, since tilla.ge increases fer- 
tility.' 

Do Not Plant Young Trees in Sod 
If the man who is about to plant a home 
orchard is as busy as he ought to be, he will 
be inclined to give ear to ihc advocates of 
mulching and of pasturing. It is so much 
easier to let a hog root for you than -to follow 
a harrow through switching branches. But 
wait — there is one more argument: If there is 
one orchard in a'hundred that might profitably 
be kept "in sod when of bearing age, there is not 
Qne in a thousand that can |)rofitably be left in 
.sod when the trees are planted. Sod is usually 
injurious, often ruinous, {o yoimg trees. It is 
a (juestion of moisture more than of food. 
There are some wdio claim that the grass actu- 
ally poisons the soil for tlic growth of trees, 
'by means of secretions from its roots, but tins 
is' n'bt'- generally accepted. When the trees arc 
well established in the soil, after a few seasons, 
it may be found best to seed down the orchard ; 
but rarely is it advisable to do so at once. Till 



the soil for two or three seasons, anyhow; or 
put in a hoed crop, which will necessitate till- 
age, not a sown crop, like grain, or at least 
work up the ground for several feet around the 
tree. 'I'hc safest way is to start off with. till- 
age .wherever possible, whatever may be .the 
system' of orchard management adopted later 
on. 

No man who has seen a thousand or more 
orchards, and found the neglect of proper till- 
age so almost , universally associated with un- 
successful fruit growing, could help being an 
advocate of tillage, wherever it is expedient. 
The actual methods of tilling fruit trees, and 
associated problems, like cover cropsj- canriot 
be discussed here ; the object of this article is 
to present the reasons for and against tillage, 
and the -substitutes. 

Yon may call to mind man}' sod orchards 
that bear large crops of good, fruit. IJow do 
you know that they would not: bear bigger 
ci'oi)s and. finer fruit if tillcfl? There is only 
one way to determine that. In solving the till- 
age problem for yourself be guided, not by my 
advice, nor the. advice of anybody else, but b}'' 
the conditions of your soil and the growth of 
fruit-bearing of your trees. Do not till or per- 
form any other orchard oj^eration because it 
pays im general; do it only when sure that it 
^vill pa_v in your ])articular case. 

If _\-our trees bear •well, .grow well, and yon 
feel satisfied that they are doing their best, 
(lon't disturb tlicni. lint if they are not doing 
well, the}- are not haj^py in their environment; 
something is wrong. AVhat is it? Insects? 
Diseases? Rad pruning? Starvation? Lack 
of water? Tlie\' need a shaking i;p ; and proba- 
bl\' there are two or three thin.gs out of joint. 
Carefullv study the tilla.ge jjioblem. It is at 
the foundation of snecesslul fruit growing and 
is a erininion stumbling block to llie amateur. 



SUMMER COMFORT FOR FOWLS AND 
CHICKS. 

The baby chicks of early spring are now 
nice youngsters that scratch and rustle.ia great 
deal of their food su])ply, and yet thpy have 
not entireh' outgrown our care. The hot 
summer days are almost here, and some pro- 
tection from the sun's heat must be in'ovided 
for the poultry, ymmg ami old. Jf one is s(3 
fortunate as to ha\e trees in the yards occu- 
pied by the birds, then the shade question is 
settled without any effort on our part, but if 
there is no natural shade some device ijiust be 
a substitute for trees and shrubbet'y. PVames 
built on posts placed in the ground in the 
\'ards, the top covered with boards, old pieces 
of carpet, canvas, or indeed anythin.g that can 
be stretched across them, make shady places 
where the fowls or chicks can escape the burn- 
ing ra\-s of the summer sun. If the .ground is 
sparled up beneath these covered frames the 
fowls greatly enjoy rolling in the loosened soil. 

We know the excessive heat causes thirst, 
and how refreshing and grateful Is the draught 
of water fresh from the well. The water, that 
has set in the pail for some time docs not an- 
swer our requirement. 

The i)onltry .grow thirsty even as we do, 
and the j^oor birrls are often neglected until 
they really suffer for the want of water. Three 
times a day at least during the hot weather, 
sliould fresh, cold water be carried to each 
yard, the vessels washed out and refilled. 
Place-thc drinking vessels in the - sbadCj -and 
watcli how eagerly the -fowls ■ crowd around 
them'.-- The houses and brooders should al- 
ways'' b<; kept clean, and disinfected at regular 
intervals; but especial care "should be taken to 
often remove all the droppings and fouled lit- 
iter from the floors during the summer wea- 



-ther. Dirt and filth is the breeding place of 
lice and mites, and these pests have power to 
make chicks or matured fowls so uncomfort- 
able that their lives are made^ a -4iiiscry '- to 

them. 

Manv a flock of poultry is very uncomfort- 
able in their cptarters at night, because- the 
houses arc closed up too tight. ;Windo\}rs and 
doors should be thrown open, and it woiitld be. 
even better, if perches could be.piaced in an 
o])en scratch shed, and this made/ .their roost- 
ing room. Nothing is so beneficial to our 
poultrj' as pure, fresh air, and if we shut them 
in close, stuffy houses we will soon sec their 
health impaired, and the poultry anything but 
a profitable investment for us. The chicks in 
the brooders also need to have their brooder 
houses well ventilated, else disease and death 
will deplete the flocks. These hot days, even 
the baby chicks just placed in the -brooders 
will need very little lamp flame at any time of 
the day, and during the hours when the sun's 
heat is most intense the lamp' .flame may be 
turned entirely out. 

It is so easy to overheat, and even smother 
chicks in the brooders, at this time of the year. 
Last year I had a nice little bunch of baby 
chicks in a brooder, and one day being invited 
to the home of a friend, I left my chicks in the 
care of a girl working for me, giving 'her the 
most careful instructions iti regard to 'thfinl. 
When I came home I was told that the chicks 
were found all' stretchisd out on the floor of 
their brooder, seemingly lifeless, when she 
visited the brooder in the afternoon, when the 
heat Avas most intense. She was greatly 
frightened and threw the brooder doors wide 
open, and then doused the chicks with cold 
water. Strange as it may seem they all re- 
vived, but the experience was never overcome, 
as these chicks did not grow as 'fast,' or have 
the health of miy other chicks. ""It is very sel- 
dom 1 intrust my work to others', for it is very 
difficult; to fiiid~a person not personally inter- 
ested in the fowls and the work that will give 
them the same care I myself give them. Vis- 
iting is not conducive to successful chick rais- 
ing, and indeed I do not find much pleasure in 
an outing -when there are duties at home re- 
quiring my personal attention. A feeling of 
anxiety is ever present when away from home 
if I have young chicks thfere. " If ^c'are-ehgag- 
cd in' poultry raising w'e'inust •sacHfice'''oUr.. 
own desires and inclinatibhs dftentinies'if we 
'expect to make a sudceSS bf'the work. When 
the' summer heat is so great Ave often feel mbrc 
like' resting in the shade than working" With 
and for the fowls and chicks, but it isour duty 
to make them comfortable, and wc should 
find pleasure in the thought that wc are not 
shirking that duty.^,M'att,i6''W«bsVci';''iirP6'li^

THE PEARL ARCHILLEAI . . '

The Pearl. Archil lea (Achillea Ptarmica, 
var. The Pearl), probably gives., mor.e. mis- 
faction than any other ' white-ifloweced '-hardy, 
perennial, plant that blooms during,' its seasoii, 
says M. G. Kains, in Garden Magazine.. If you 
want bouquets you may cut without stint. If 
you want a sombre spot lighted up, it is just 
the thing. Its profusion of little, fulldouble 
flowers, jostling one another-on the tall, stout 
stems, form a veritable snow bank from mid- 
summer to midautumn. If you love ' flowers, 
but have no time to fuss with them and. are 
therefore looking for a plant- that is perfecrfy 
hardy, easy to propagate and cultivate, seek. tto 
further. The Pearl is a pearl indeed. . 

It does not insist that the soil be of sotrte 
special quality, very rich, or in prime condi- 
tion. It does not refuse to give a reasonable 
handful of' blossoms, even when the ground is 
damp and cold and should be drained. Weeds 
and neglect arc impedimenta over which it 
rises in triumph to shame the negligent gar- 
dener, not you ! But to have it at its best, give 
it a dry, moderately fertile soil, a sunny situa- 
tion and such ordinary care. as yciu give to per- 
ennial phloxes, bleeding-hearts and larkspurs. 
You will not regret the- attention, being amply 
repaid by the greatly .increased vigor of 
growth. 

Nothing is easier to propagate. All you 
need to do is to buy, beg or otherwise obtain a 
clumi) from some nei,ghhor in the spring. 
Ilreak this nj) into ])ieces containing a- few 
shoots with roots attached and plant these 
smaller clnmijs in permanent quarters. In a 
year or two they will ha\'e full possession of 
the allotted space and you need (inl}- to re- 
strain them from encroaching upon the pre- 
ser\'cs of other, plants. Like quack grass, - the 
underground stems are long, white and jointed 
and turn up at the tips to form aerial stems. 
So if you cannot get an. adequate supply of 
plants make cuttings of the underground parts ^ 
grow them in a greenhouse, a hotbed, or even 
in the house like other common slips, aiul 
transplant tlicm to the .garden. From then on 
they require only an occasional weeding and 
stinin.g of the surface until they occupy, the 
ground. Could anything be easier? ■

No. 3. — Slake lime with water and add.suf- 
ficient skim milk to bring to the thickness of 
thin cream. To each gallon addvone, ounce ■ of 
salt and two ounces brown sugar dissolved . in

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GREAT INVENTIONS \ 

That a body would move more;easUy, when 
there was' something under it that'^Vould roll, 

than wlicn it lay flat upon the ground, must 
lia\c been a very ancient discovcrv. One 
would suppose that: a very little observation 
would have so familiarized even the most 
primitive races with tlial fact that the use of 
a roller in niovino- heavy bodies would ha\-e 
become conimon at a very early period in the 
development of mankind. It can hardly there- 
fore be called an invention. Inventive crenius, 
liowcver, took the roller, cut a '])iei-e off the 
cud. borerl a hole in the middle ni it. put a 
round stick in the hole .-uid made the first 
wheel. It was |irobably pretty crude. Try 
your hand at makiup; ;i wheel with ihe onliiia.rv 
appliances awiilable in an ever_\-day honsehoh'l, 
and }ou will find the result not an unmeasured 
success. But crude as the first wheel must 
have been, there were in it possibilities whose 
limitations we are not yet able to define. 
Wheels play so great a part in the life of toda}' 
tiiat no one can ]->ossibl\- enumerate their usc^. 
The pi'inciple oi the wheel is iliav it enables 
force to be con\'erted into motion, or motion 
into force. That luay not be a eery scientific 
way of expressing it, but it will do for a popu- 
lar definition. Another way of defining it 
might be to say that a wheel is a continuous 
lever, the centre beint;- the fidcrum. There 
have been some intciesting si>eculations of 
how the wdieel was evolveil from the lever, 
but the truth of the matter, if we could ever 
discover it, would doubtless be found to be 
that [I'iven abtu'c; namely, that experience with 
moving heavy bodies over round sticks sug- 
gested to some long-departed genius that the 
same purpose could be served by a wheel. 
Wlicn once this was done the way was opened 
to an infinite field for tile exercise of liumau 
ingenuity. Upon that crude foinulation nearly 
all the mechanical progress of the race has 
been built up. wSurcIy \vc may place this un- 
known in\-enlor in our scroll of fame very lit- 
tle below the genius who first discovercl how 
to convert motion into heat, and thus gave our 
primitive ancestors fire. 

At the outset of this series of articles it was 
said that we take so many things for granted 
in everyday life that we rarely pause to think 
there was a stage in human progress when 
most of them were unknown. I.et us at this 
])oint, before taking up modern apidicalions of 
the great fundametital ideas, think for a little 
while of the \-ast gulf which separated primi- 
tive man, the unclad creature contending with 
the cave-bear for such shelter as the holes in 
the rocks afforded, from the enlightened crea- 
ture, who had learned how to make fire : who 
had come to make use of the skins of other 
creatures to iirotect his own ; who had o\'er- 
come his handica]) of weakness and lack of 
speed by designing a how anti arrows where- 
with If) supply" himself with food and clothing; 
who had. learned that a hollow log would 
float him safely on the water and devised a 
way of hollowing it ; who had discovered that 
rollers and wheels would augment his strength 
in moving materials ; who had learned to pile 
rocks thus luoN'cd upon each other to make 
for himself shelters and defences; who had dis- 
covered that if he made holes in rock's, put 
I-iieces of woixj in them and prmred water on 
the wood, he could split up the rocks into 
building materials; who had not ()nl\- dcA'ci- 
oped his tacully of speech, but had devised a 
way of recording his thoughts in letters so that 
- others could know them. ^Ve are absolutely 
without any means of measuring the vastness 
of the time required to enalde ir\ankind to 
make this i')roL;ress. .\iul just here we ai'c 
brought face to face with a (]nestion to wdiicli 
no s.atisfactory ;ni--wer can be gi\-cn. It may 
be thus st.ated; Ibrw is it ih.at this progress 
has not been universal? There are people today 
who use the most primitive methods of making 
fire, who use the most elementary means 
of navigation, who have not yet devised a writ- 
ten language, whose idea-, in regard to build- 
ing are such a'- our i:iilii si .ancestors must 
ha\'e not been lung in i'\iii\ing. Whci'ein are 
we to di.-,co\-er the cau-.e mI' iliis enorm.ius ilif- 
ference between the races of men? The idea 
of a common ancestr}' seems utterly imtenable 
when we think of this difference. The gap 
between the lowest type of civilized humanity 
and the dwarfs of Central Africa seems too 
great to be bridged. It may be that in some 
resjjects the latter is belter th.an the furnur. 
The difference is not a nmi-al one; it can h.ardlv 
be called ;i menial one. W'e seem almo-i foi-ced 
to ilic t'lMudusiou that certain biTinelics "i ih'- 
hunnni race ha\'e received impulse,-, to im- 
pro\'emeiit from some source external to 
iheniselvcs. 'Jn the other hand, the races 
which have not made such material progress 
as we have, seem to possess qualities, which, 
if we have them, we <\<< not know how to em- 
ploy. A man, who liw- in the northern part 
of Viuicouvei- Island, li.id been awa\- cr'.iisiiig'' 
for more than a ninnili. ( )[ic d:i\'. ;is he was 
j-elurning home, he met an lndi;m going in the 
other (lirecti<-Mi. TIu'v h.ad ;i little coii\-crsa- 
tion and he toKl ilie Indian what hi:; move- 
.•nxents would be. The next day his wife met 
aiibther Indian, who told her where her hus- 
band was and what day he would reach home. 
There was no way by which the first Indian 
could have communicatefl with the other, .so 
far as any while man knous. Other instances 
of this kind r.aee been tohl, '['lie -wonderfid 
Dianner in wdiich ucw: .-.pre;iils among the 
tribes of .Africa is an unsolved mystery and 
every one knows hovy things are told simtil- 
tancously in all the bazaars throughout wide 
areas in India. Therefore, while the wdiite and 
yellow races have gained sci vastly through in- 



vention ami discovery, they seem to have lost 
something, or ])erl:aps they have failed to find 
something, which has been within the reach of 
those races wdio lived more closely to nature. 
Until very recent years hujuan ingenuity has 
concerned itself chiefly- with the material side 
of nature. It has avoidecl the occult side. In 
dealing with our physical infirmities we have 
confined ourselves to medicines, drugs and the 
surgeon's knife; in providing for oiu" physical 
needs wx' have confiiied ourselves to things we 
could cut, mould or otherwdse shape; in devel- 
oping power we ha\ e dealt wdth the ' crudest 
;uid most wasteful processes. Of recent years 
we have been getting glimpses of an occult 
realm, which we are beginning to turn to good 
account. Our progress therein is not nearly as 
great relatively as that made by those whose 
,i(diie\cments in invention and discovci\y h."i>(! 
lieen ;ibo\-e outlined, and, in view of this, who 
will undertake to set any limit wdiate\-er to the 
triumphs of human wisdom? Truly, we may 
well l)elie\-e that man vvas indted created in 
the im.age of the .\lniight_\' and gi\-en the right 
to dominion over all the works of the Creator's 
hands. 



A COMING REIGN OF FROST 

The Scandinavian Sagas tell of the battle of 
the Frost Giants, of an age 

"When brother made war with brother 
And all the earth was filled w^th anguish." 

Geology also tells of a Glacial Epoch. The tra- 
ditions of all nations speak of a devastating de- 
luge. We have in ]irevious articles suggested 
that reasons existed for believing that there had 
been great climatic changes even within what 
ma_\' with a little enlargement- lie called the 
historical period. .Most of us have suj^posed 
that the Glacial Age was gone never to return, 
although there have been, men of more or less 
scientific attainments, who have contended that 
the conditions which brottjht about that period 
are certain to recur and bring with them conse- 
quences of the same nature. The discoveries of 
Lieut. Shackleton on the Southern Ice Cap 
have aroused renewed inter(.'si in this subject, 
and ?iIajor Marriott, of Chelmsford, has contri- 
buted tile following interesting letter to Pub- 
lic t Opinion : 

"The i:)l)servalions of the recent .Antarctic 
expedition regartling the r^'treat of Polar ice 
ought to revive the theory of the late Major- 
General Drayson- regarding the second rota- 
tion of the et!,rth. 

"Acordirig 'to Drayson in his 'Thirty Thou- 
sand Years of the Karth's Vast History.' tin; 
earth has a seconti roialioii, wherebv the nor- 
thern semi-axis of the earth describes a conical 
niovenient round a point in the heavens riMiiov- 
(h1 some (ideg. from the I'ole star. This move- 
ment is, of course, p.artakeii In' the southern 
semi-axis. The effect of this movement is to 
cause the earth's axis to vary in its inclination 
to the ecliptic, so that the obliquity of the 
ecliptic changes from a minimum of 23 deg. 
to a ma.ximum of 35 deg. 

"If this movement of the semi-axes of the 
earth does take place the result is a gradual 
change from a period of extrmne conditions 
yearly of a tropical smnmer an<l an arctic win- 
ter in the leinperate lalituiles I'i both lienii- 
splieres, to years oi more congi'iiial conditions 
of cooler sunnners and wanner w inlei's. At the 
cokh^st time (jf this cycle, wdiicli co\'ers ^i.fjHj 
years, ihe Arctic circle, as has been staled, 
would extend to our latitude, namely, 54deg. 
34niin. i.^sec, and would include England, and 
thus we have all the conditions produced by 
which glaciers covered England from Scotland 
and Wak "; to ihe coast of Norfolk, and by which 
bouKh r- Wi re dropped from icebergs as far 
south as llognor. 

".\cording to ibis iheorv it was Ihe \'ear 
1.^,54.1. 11. ( '. when the extrcnie of the glaeiid pe- 
riod w.'is attained, and ihe vear ,tC>_'4 Ik ('. when 
the meire mild i^oudiiions beg.'Ui to superxene. 
v\liicli brings us neariu- In histoi-ic;d times. l!y 
the sai;ie reasoning, cinly some 400 vears re- 
main ahead of us, until the rnildest period of the 
cycle is reached; after this we shall again enter 
into the cycle of increasing cold. Finally, in 
9000 A. D. the now habitable lands of the mid- 
dle latitudes will be again invaded by another 
sheet of ice, probably more extensive than the 
former one. 

".At the past date oi 5()_'4 Ij. C, when the 
climate of the teinpi'rate zone eiitei'ed more me)- 
dern condilions, took place the great iingratiem 
of Xeulithic man. si)rending from the sub-trop- 
ical regions to Central Murope. The abrupt 
transition everywhere nianifesi where th;;re are 
remains of niaii, from Palaeolithic to Neolithic 
implements, bears witness-to a sudden influx of 
mor(! civilized races into regions which had been 
hitherto as inipem>trnble to them as Greenland 
is to us toda\'. h'roin m;iiiv other ])(n'nts of view 
geological evidence is ciilii'eb' in la\-oin' ol this 
ther)rv. The iiuernnngling of arctic and tr(.pical 
fossil remains i^. ju.-.i what inighl have been ex- 
pected under these ceinditions, I'lUl would be a 
jjerplexiiig feature on any other hypothesis. The 
mystery of the migration and nesting of ccr]tain 
birds over such a wide extent thus receives «i 
partial explanation, and the indications of ice 
and iceberg action in various pi, ices wdiich ap- 
pear so recent are thus gi\'en ;i dale nior(.' in 
iicordance wdth the evidence of the rock's theni- 
seh'es (ban is the very i'emole <lati\ sonii' 80,000 
ye.'U's ago, wdiich is assigneil by asti'onomers to 
ih.e last gk'iciid ep< ich. 

"Lastl^s the iiulepeiiduut investigation- by 
geologists,; based',^ori. '.the slow retrogression of 
the Niagara ■ Falls arid other phenomena, all as- 
sign a date for the ice age more in accord with 
that of Drayson, and in some cases closely ap- , 



proach the figure of 13.000 years rccpiired by 
his theory ft s^'cins that at. last we may obtain 
a measure which will serve a,s a unit of geologic- 
al time. .. . ,^ ■• , .;, ^ ti-,, e? 

"The scientific interest of tKis priieiact-amotig 
tlie many other discoveries of* .th^7Sha'ckletqn 
expedition is very great, and the hitman interest 
of it is-scarcely less so. 

"The time of the extreme of mildness, wdien 
the suninier and wdiiter climates of these lati- 
tudes will apiproach each other in character is 
only distant 400 years hence. A little consid- 
eration will show that we may expect a some- 
what sudden change in the conditions of sum- 
mer and winter, and that this change has per- 
haps already begun. 

"Masses of ice have the property of not be- 
ginning to melt imlil the whole mass is warmed 
up to 3-'deg-. 1'"., so thai there will be a critical 
period when thi! iirclie spi'ing begins to over- 
come his resistaiiee of I he ice to physical change 
(the so-called latent heal), and the change will 
then occur wdth great rapidity. 

"Of late years the fishermen of Grimsby and 
otlnn- ports have met great quantities of floating 
ice round the Faroe Islands and near the .Arctic 
Circle /in regions hitherto free of it, indicating 
a more rapid nudtiiig of northern glaciers. This 
detiu-hed ice flrifls south and makes our springs 
colder. Is not this in acct)r(lancii with mir ex- 
perience ejf warmer winters generally and colder 
springs? Is it not the beginning of a change 
which will become more and more punctuated 
every year ? 

"Carry the imagination past the 400 years to 
come into the Icnu years of increasing glacia- 
tion. 'What then? The significance of the ice 
age is this, that whatever the cause it is bound 
to recur. When the ice age has these latitudes 
again in its grip, how will it have been met? 
W'here will tlie activities of the northern races 
have been centred? \Vho is to reap and gather 
in the narrowed world of the tropics? The white 
man or the yellow 'i* Imagination fails to grasp 
the changed aspect of the world. Can it be that 
in this wonderfully balanced world of ocean, 
continent, and atmosphere, of conditions cer- 
tainly uniciue in the 'olar system, it is part of 
the scheme to thus put a term tc the destiny of 
man? Or will it only serve to mark the begin- 
ning of another chapter in the evolution of the 
luunan rafe? 

"The dictum of jislronomy that 'the pole of 
the ecliptic described a circle round the pole of 
the heavens as a centre, but constantly varied 
its distance from that centre' a[)peared to Dray- 
son so far from satisfactory that he set himself 
to find what actually \yas the central point,. and 
thus was led to iliscover, after many years of 
computation and research, the second rotation 
of the earth, requiring 31,682 years for its com- 
pletion." • 



NASEBY 

The battle of .Xasidiy, which is a village near 
Noi-tliampion, I'.iiglaud, was fimglit on June 14, 
1645. Charles 1. and Prince Rniierl ct)mmaiid- 
ed the Royalist: Cromwell and Fairfax the 
Parliamentary forces. The armies were of 
about equal numljcrs, neither exceeding 11,000. 
Cromwell we)n the \dctory by rui impetuous 
charge of his cavalry, h'ive thousand Rcsyal- 
ists were taken prisoners, d'he King fled lo 
,*>cotland. h'our years later he ^\■as executed. 
Though .V.'iseby ilecided the fate of the King'', 
il was not so gre.u a l)aiile as that at Alarslon 
.Moor, which ;)ccurred during the previous 
}'ear, when 24,000 Parliamentarians and Scots 
defeated 22,000 Royalists. These two battles 
marked the beginning of a new epoch in Eng- 
lish history. 

W'c have scon how llenry held the 

crr)wn in part by right of inherit ;ince, but 
chiefly b\- parliamentar)- title, ami how llenry 
\'ll. ruled under no other sanction wliate\'er 
th.'in bis defeat di Richard IH. at Hosworlli 
h'ield and a snb-i-.ineiil .Act of Parliament. W'e 
have also seen how the strength of the com- 
monalty gradually increased, as the nobility 
was to a large extent obliterated by the Hun- 
dred Years War and the Wars of the Roses. 
We have mentioned how the defeat of the 
.Armada left the i)eople of Pngland free for a 
long period |.i wurk- <.]iii unmolested the prob- 
lems of self-,go\ ('rnmenl. ll may he remem- 
bered lh;it a minister of llenry 1 \'. ga\'e tlnit 
King a detinition di' limiled monarchy, which 
could not he imprcua.-d upon e\'en today, and 
there is no doubt that the English people at 
that very early period had progressed far 
ahead of the nations of Continental Europe in 
their aiircciaticm of the ju'lnciples of personal 
liberty ami their claim to control the sover- 
eign. Rut societv had mU yet adjusted itself 
to this umlerst;inding ai the relatienis between 
si.i\'ertMgn and snhjecl and \'arious causes, one 
of which was Ihe lack of a strong baronage to 
hold the iiionarcli in check, enabled Henry 
A il. and Henry VIII. to restore. a great deal 
of the personal government, Avhicli had pre- 
vailed in former days. Edward \^I. was too 
short a time on the throne to influence the 
pro.gress of events, k')uring the reign of Pliza- 
ixuli e\'erylhing connected with the state was 
so prosperous th.'il little reg;u'd seems to have 
been |)aid lo distinctions between the rights of 
the ruler and ih'ose of the people. The reign 
of Alary saw the country distracted with re- 
ligious turmoil. James was a sovereign of no 
great strength of character 'uul willing to yield 
much in order to secure from parliament 
money necessary' for his foreign policy, and 
liefore he died it had been very clearly estab- 
lished thai parliament, and not the King, was 
the first ])ower in lli(> slate. When Cliarlcs 
came to the throne he found himself confront- 
ed with difficulties. He cherished exalted 
ideas of the kingly office, and was also strong- 



ly attached lo the Duke of Buckingham, whom 
he had chosen as his minister, but who was 
cordially detested by Parliament. A scries of 
(lisasti-ous ' expeditions further estranged the 
people from ith'e King and matters wej^e, 
brought to something like a climax when, two 
years after his accession, Charles attempted to' 
raise a forced loan. This led to the prescrita- 
liou of the famous Petition of Right, which 
shares with Magna Cliarla the premier jilace 
in the minds of the i.»ritish i;ice. By grant- 
ing this Pcliiion the King agreed to forego 
the right. of raising forced loans, to billet sol- 
diers on the ])eoj)le, to enforcie martial law 
without the consent of parliament and granted 
freedom from arrest unless under due process 
of law. 'i'lierc Iiavc been struggles 
after the execution of Charles be- 
tween the i)eop]e, on the one hand, 
and the sovereign, on the other, over 
the extent of the prerogative, but since Naseby 
there never has been any real doubt in the 
mind of any k'nglishman that the King reigned 
only by the wdil of the people and that his 
powers cm onl\' be constitutionally exercised 
llirou.gh the rnedium of ministers tlirectly re- 
sponsible lo I'arliament ami through I'arlia- 
meiit lo the peo]>le. It was because he refused 

10 concede this princiide in its application {o 
the Colonics that George HI. lost the posses- 
sions q£ the Crown in America. The Revolu- 
tion of 1776 was not at the outset a revolt 
against British rule: il was simpl}"- a protest 
against an abridgment of the liberties of the 
I.'aiglisli peo;)les wlu) li\'e(l beyond the seas. 

ddiere have been biUtles 011 Ih-itish soil since 
Naseb}', but none in which it can be said that 
ail}' great principle of self-government was in- 
volved. Of the course of the Parliamentarians 
after their victory many things can be said in 
criticism. It is ^liiRficiilt, no matter, how demo- 
cratic our views may be to justify the execution 
of Charles. There seems to have been a need- 
less exhibition of cruelty in that act, for 'ial-« 
though the king had undoubtedly justly forfeit- 
ed the conlidence of the people and was proper- 
ly stripped of his Icingly powers, there is no 
reasonable doubt that he believed himself to be 
acting within his constitutional rights. Today 
we hear a cry raised in England for the House, 
of Lords to assume to themselves the right to 
forbid the people to exercise !their constitutibnal 
right to determine what the taxes of the realm 
may be. No one doubts the sincerity , of those 
who take this position. They are doubtless, in- 
spired by a love of their country and by the' be- 
lief (hat the new methods of raising a revenue 
will spell ruin to the stale We have no doubt 
that there were men w'ho said conscientiously 
of Croimvell, Hani])den, .Fairfax and all the 
other great Parliamentary leaders of those days 
things similar to what are being said of Mr, 
Asquith and .Mr. Lloyd-Georgc today — that they 
are purposely planning the destruction of the 
realm. Men may change in their manners and 
customs as the generations pass, but they do not 
change much in llicir natures, and as no one 
woidd regard either of the parlies to the present 
political controversy in England as worthy of 
death, so from the modern standpoint il is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, lo juslif\' the execution 
of Charles I. A'ct that niolaucholy act estab- 
lished a principle that must ever play an import- 
ant part in the history of the British race. It is 
that the people are absolutely supreme within 
this realm, that they may and will resist to the 
extremest Hmit all efforts to deprive them of 
their ancient liberties, h'or be il remembered — 
and this is a .goc^d lime to mention it, seeing 
that \Ne ha\'e now traced the evolution of the 
luiglisli democracy through the battlefields of 
histor}- — thai r.riiish liberty is no new thin.g. 
From time immemorial our race has asserted 
that its libert}' was ancient. Magna Charta was 
an assertion of ancient rights, and long before 

11 was signed there had been assertions of sim- 
ilar riglils as the ancient possession of Ihe peo- 
ple. .Among the Rritish ])eo])lc alone has the 
principle of individual lilierty been preser\-ed 
from dixya precediuf^ the dawn of the historical 
period of Central Europe.

wdth the sufferers, and':'the universal hope ia 
that a boiler and a ha ppicr .order of tilings 
ma}' soon prevail. » 

I'listoriatis tell us thit the Irish are the most 
ancient nationalitj' of (Western Europe. Their 



antiquity and llicir high degree of progress in 
antiquity are evidenced by the relics which are 
exhumed from the ancient ruins, and which 
prove to us that ; v\{h«n 'Greece was still in a 
state of barbarism, and before Romulus laid 
the foundation of his great cit}', Ireland knew 
much of the arts and rcfinemenf.';' of civiliza- 
tion. .Anoil'jer proof of the advanced order of 
things whicli must have existed at a very carl}' 
day, is found in the old annals and histories of 
which Ireland has a larger number probably, 
than any other cotmtrj; in the Avorld. 

At the earliest pcri(.i(l the island was oc- 
cu])ied by a sparse population known as the 
"forest tribes," who inhabited the .country 
l^rior to the coming of the Celts. The first 
records we have of the government tell us that 
the clan system prevailed. The highest in 
office was the Ard-Rigli, or supreme monarch; 
next to him came the provincird kings, and 
after them the subordinate chiefs. The clan- 
nish spirit showed itself in the absolute au- 
thority of every chieftain over his own clan. 
The latter were supposed to be of the same 
blood with himself, and this tie of relationship 
constituted him as a sort of father to them all, 
and hound lluni lo him al all times, particu- 
larly in [periods of a(h"ersily. It engendered 
also a feeling of eepialily which was conducive 
lo the happiness of e\eryonc. In regard to 
the distribution of land, each chieftain had a 
certain amount of the territory of the kings 
assigned to hiim, part of which was for his 
own personal use as long as he remained in 
office,- and the rest of wdiich was held in com- 
mon by the clansmen. There was a general 
assembly of the nation, lermed the Feis, wdiich 
was held every three years, and where im- 
portant matters were discussed and decided 
upon. 

The most interesting class among the an- 
cient Celts was the class of learned men, the 
highest of whom were known by the name of 
"Ollamh." The Ollamhs enjoyed many and 
various privileges, which Pi"of. Curry de- 
scribes as follows: "Every one of them was 
allowed a standing iiicome of twenty-one cows 
and their grasses in the chieftain's territories, 
besides ample refection for himself and his at- 
tendants, to the number of twenty-four, in- 
cluding his subordinate tutors, his advanced 
pui)ils and his retinue of servants. He was en- 
tilled to have two hounds and six horses — • 
and the priyilege of conferring a temporary 
sanctuary from injury- or arrest by carrying 
his Wairid or haviiig'.it carried around or over 
the person or place to be protected. His wife 
also enjoyed certain other valuable privileges. 
(This old custom of w'aving the wand has 
come down lo us in our fairy tales.) But in 
order to retain these advantages he must pre-j 
serve himself pure in regard to learning, p^ure^ 
in regard to speech, to keep his hands xjieaiiij, 
from theft and bloodshed, to , perform faith- ' 
fully his marriage vows and to have but 'one 
wife. Under the" Ollamhs were the Shan- 
achies, who were the historians of the chief- 
tains and their tribe, as the Ollamhs were the 
historians and usually the advisers of the mon- 
arch's and the minor kings. The Shanachies 
were bound lo preserve the same degrcc^of 
purity as the Ollamhs, or else lose half their 
dignity and income, as well as incur severe 
penalties. Next in order of literary rank came 
the File, which means poets. The poets were 
also always attendant upon those in au- 
thority. Very naturally where the litcrar}' 
class was held in such high esteem there were 
many candidates for the different offices held 
by them, until we arc told that by and bye 
they became a nuisance to be abated; some- 
times as many as 1,200 jiocts meeting in one 
company, ami probably all desiring to make 
their talents knov/n. The harp has always 
been the national musical instrument of Ire- 
land, and its age can be attested by the .fact 
that it was used more than six hundred years 
before Christ. In the old days it was as com- 
1110,1 an instrumenl with the Irish as^tlie piano 
is with us now, and the players upon it attained 
such proficiency that the native musicians be- 
came famous all over Purope. 

.As lime went on so popular became the 
poets that they atlaineil a position of unique 
significance. An Irishman is probably the 
most emotional of beings, with the exception 
perhaps of the French, and the singing of liie 
bards with the harp acconi])animent could ih- 
spirc in a iiioment love, hate, fear or cour- 
age, according to the llieine of the song. It 
is" little wonder then thai the poets became the 
most powerful allies of patriotism, and at a 
gathering of the chief and his clansme.n 
cap;ihlc of swaving the throng until they were 
ready for any deed of daring. In fact, their in- 
fluence was .so fully recognized' by Ireland's 
enemies that in times of trouble or invasion 
a price was set upon the heads of all singers 
and harpists. .And there mtist have been many 
among th.em wdiose valor was quite equal lo 
their literary and musical ability, for Montal- 
emliert wrote: "They made music and poetry 
we;i|)ons against foreign op])ression; and the 
oppressors used the bards as they liatl used the 
priesks and nobles. But while the last scions 
of the noble and royal races, decimated or 
ruined in Ireland, departed to die out under a 
foreign sky' amid the miseries of exile, the 
.successor of the bards, the minslrel, whom 
nothing could tear from his native soil, was 
l-iursued, tracked and lak'cn like a wild beast, 
or chained and slaughtered like the most dan- 
ger' mis of rebels."' It follows as a matter of 
course lli.it the harp has remained the emblem 
of Ireland. . , '. . '

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WANTED— AN AMERICAN COSTUME 

■ ' For over two thousand years the statues 
of the women of Greece have been admired as 
ideal types of beauty, both in feature and 

■ • 'iprm; perfect types of loveliness, depending npt, 

'at' all ■ on the picturesqueness of their sur- 
roundings or upon artificial adornment, their 
costume consisting of a simple skirt and tunic, 
their headdress their own softly twisted hair, 
bound about with a ribbon or a circlet of gold. 
Tlie Grecian women, of whom these statues 
are the types, were the women of paganism, 
during the years before the emancipation of 
' the sex. According to the old histories, there 
was little change in the fashions then. Women 
depended upon their own personal charms to 
attract, rather than upon any impression that 
they might create by the donning of trans- 
forming gowns, wonderful achievements of 
millinery or marvelous puffs and pads, braids 
and curls of hair. And yet, though today, the 
girls in the schools are shown the figure of 
the Venus of IMilo-and taught that they should 
develop their bodies according to the beautiful 
example, the incongruity of such teaching must 
surely appeal to them, when they see their 
own mothers, who it is hoped stand to them 
as the example par excellence of all tliat is 
wise and lovely, clad in a costume which no 
power of magic could contrive to fasten about 
" the heathen woman's perfect proportions. 
Since Christianity first dawned' .an^^wptnan, 
according to the enlightenment of its teaching, 
was set free from a bondage which, while it 
did not enslave with tangible chains, bound 
her down none the less in body, soul and 
spirit, the sex in general seems to have gone 
a little mad on the subject of its adorning. To- 
day we have reached a state of things when 
the costuming of women is about on a level 
as far as artistic beauty is conCemed; with all 
other professions which have'for their a;im-the 
giving , to the public of something new, no 
matter how startling, as vaudeville acting, the 
■writing of popular novels, the writing of popu- 
lar songs. Is there a sculptor on earth today 
vv'ho would undertake to make a statue of the 
modern society woman, modernly clotlied, and 
hope his production would be anything but a 
laughing stock for the future generations? 
1- There is not a heathen country in the world 
•where the women do not dress more sensibly 
than they do in America. We are even a little 
worse here than they are in Europe, at least 
they'liave the merit, such as it is, of originality. 
But our poor part is merely to ape and to im- 
itate, and tliat not always successfully. For 
instance, a few months ago some man with an 
over-developed sense of humor perhaps, cer- 
tainly with no sense whatever of the fitness of 
things, constructed those monstrosities in the 
way i of millinery which resemble liothing so 
iriiuch as the old-fashioned bee-hive. The style 
I .'was a, little tob grotesque for even the most 
csxtreme of the French patrons, so the chapeaux 
vv'ere bundled off to America, stamped Paris- 
ienne, and were eagerly bought and exploited 
by an unlimited number of females in the 
happy delusion that in wearing them they 
were acquiring a most enviable chic and for- 
eign style. 

('-A year or so ago it seemed almost as if 
we had come to our senses at last and were 
going to dress sanely, for the skirts were short 
and tile blouse gave plenty of room for the 
body, while the "elbow sleeve left the arms 
free. Then Fashion, as though aghast at_ her 
own temerity in venturing to be sensible, 
rushed to tlic' other extreme, and re-introduced 
the Directoire gown, telling us gravely that to 
have any contour of figure was in the worst 
of taste, and that if nature had not blessed us 
with lathlike forms, Dame Fashion had in- 
vented a corset which, while of course it must 
cause a 'certain amount of torture to the wear- 
er, would in time produce the effect desired. 
Many bewildering sights arc a result of this 
latest dictum of the modistes. Surely nothing 
can be more ludicrous than to see the short, 
stout woman in a sheath gown, and the tall, 
gaunt woman so attired is almost a pathetically 
sorry figure to look upon. "The latest nov- 
elty in the fashion world," says Punch, "is a 
sash worn over the dress just above the knee- 
line. It seems almost incredible that it should 
not have occurred to anyone before that this is 
tiic most ideally absurd position for a sash." 
The Illustrated London News shows us some 
of the costumes worn at Ascot, which exactly 
carry out the idiosyncrasy described by Punch, 
There are some photographs of the fair fre- 
quenters of the race track in this latter maga- 
zine which show such ridiculous exaggerations 
of dress that we wonder to just what extremes 
a woman will go in this matter and still have 
the courage to stand face to face with, herself 
in the looking-glass. 

We have made very great strides in civil- 
ization since the days of Sappho and Hypatia, 
or presumably the most of us think we have, but 
perhaps in the matter of dress it would be just 
as well if we did not try to advance any further, 
but instead rhake a retrogressive step for a 
change, imd compromise, say, between the 
ancient costume of the pagan Greeks and the 
dress of the heathen Chinese women, cither of 
which is a vast improvement on our own mod- 
ern garb, which hasn't the ghost of a claim to 
modesty or beauty.

; IN THE .EEALM OF MUSIC 

y .. .When wc see the easy naturali^ss of the 
■; dancing of the ballet in the operas and musical 

■ comedies, it is difficult to realize that such a 
condition of graceful perfection is, only arm^ 




at after long and strenuous training. It all looks 
so very simple and easy that most of us flatter 
ourselves we could accomplish as artistic re- 
sults with very little preparation. The follow- 
ing article from Musical America will give an 
idea of the many difficulties to be overcome 
before a dancer can be even admitted t6\ the 
rorks-of the ballet, and we can perhaps. api)re- 
ciait a little of what, a long course of trairimg 
it muit take, and what an unlimited amount of 
palience one must have, in order to become a 
premier danseuse. 

The class of young ladies mentioned in the 
article are in training fc- the ballet for the Bos- 
ton Opera House. 

Manager Ralph Flanders began preparations 
over two mouths ago, advertbing at that tune 
for twenty-six y9ung ladies with the proper 
figure, temperament, eyes, ambition, interest 
and persistence. A large number were rejected. 
Sometimes it was overweight for such arduous 
work, sometimes it was age or lack of supple- 
ness. The minimum age was fifteen years ; the 
maximum, twenty-one. 

Eventually the ballet mistress, Mme. Mus- 
chietto, Austrian by birth, graduate of the Vien- 
na Hofoper, former prima ballerina of the 
Prague Royal Opera House, the ballet mistress 
of Covent Garden and of the Metropolitan 
Opera House under the late Heinrich Conried, 
took charge of the girls. 

They were as ignorant of what ballet danc- 
ing was as the veriest country girl. From va- 
rious parts of the city they cnuie-— one a cash 
girl in a department store; another a sales- 
girl; a third, apprentice to a seamstress; an- 
other a domestic, and still another a milliner, 
and so on through a list of wage-earning occu- 
pations, . each- ambitious and enthusiastic to be- 
come not only an efficient member of the Bos- 
ton organi/aiion, but even a prima ballerina. 

Thev have le-imfd the movements not only 
of "La Giaconda," but "Aida." But the secret 
of what has been done with these pure novices 
in this highly complicated art is something 
which they shrire in part only. The rest is held 
by the ballot mistress and her assistant. Mile. 
Maria Poperello, who see faults where others 
would not notice. 

Still, the young women have taken hold of 
their dancing in a way that has been a big sur- 
prise even to the optimistic manager of the 
Opera House, and even to the teachers them- 
selves; 

It was necjsssary first to bring the candi- 
dates up to a perfect physical condition to pre- 
pare for the exhausting work of ballet dancing. 
Accordingly they were first given calisthenics, 
apparatus work and allround gymnasium in- 
struction to strengthen their muscles and tone 
up generally their health. It was hard, weary- 
ing work at first, but the girls pluckily kept at 
it, coming back every evening in spite of sore 
muscles. 

The class is given not quite a full hour of 
instruction before a fifteen minutes' rest is call- 
ed. They then start again. Mme. Muschietto's 
training is comprehensive. It covers not only 
the precise movements of ballet dancing gen- 
erally, but specific features of this and that 
opera. Moreover, it journeys into the realm of 
interpretation, for, of course, that is one of the 
fundamental features of the ballet. Members are 
taught individually by threes and fives and en 
bloc. Sometimes there is purely individual in- 
struction, each member taking her turn at the 
front of the stage in trying to master the steps. 
Says General i\Ianager Ralph Flanders : 
"These American girls are just as good look- 
ing and graceful as any of the foreign girls we 
have seen dancing in die ballet of the different 
grand operas produced in this country and I 
see no reason why we should not put on our bal- 
let with competent American dancing girls. At 
any rate, we have decided to establish a school 
here in Boston for the training of ballet girls 
and do away with importing Italian ballet girls." 

Mme. Scmbrich took part in two concerts 
at the house of William Waldorf Astor in Lon- 
don, the first on the evening of June 25, and the 
second on July i. With her appeared Ignace 
Paderewski and Signor Ansclmi, all Polish 
artists. Mme. Sembrich returned to her home. 
Villa Le Verger, Chamhlandes, Lausanne, on 
July 7, and will remain there until September, 
when she goes for two weeks to Paris. On Sep- 
tember 29 she will leave for the United States 
to appear in concert. 

The Leipsic Musical Society is authority 
for the statement that only 2,000 in 50,000 musi- 
cians in Germany make more than $1,000 a year. 
The average salary that can be earned by n 
rank-and-file member of an orchestra is_ $37.50 
a month. 

The Welsh Eisteddfod, or to put it more 
plainly, the Welsh musical festival lately lield in 
London must have been a most unique and in- 
teresting event. It is not the first time that 
the Eisteddfod has been celebrated away from 
Wales nor will it in. all probability be the last. 
It is a very ancient institution and to fix a pre- 
cise date for its origin is impossible. It may 
have flourished before the Christian era, but we 
have definite information that it existed over a 
thousand years ago. It was literally a "session" 
of poetry and music distinctly Welsh and in 
the recent revival the white-robed druids, the 
bards in their flowing robes, the singers and all 
the quaintly garbed musiciiins, as well ag the 
poems and .the. sonjgs, took one back'in imagina- 
tion tp -the middle ages., sind^all the pomp and 
the pageantry ^licli characterized those ro- 
mantic times.., 'The fi^lipwing is from the London

• j„Mr.' AsquitKihas tpld the Eisteddfod;-, which 



concluded yesterday its picturesque and suc- 
cessful session in London, that the time has 
long passed since English critics and nev/s- 
papers Avorc disposed to make fun of this great 
Welsh institution; and he quoted Matthew 
Arnold to- the effect that its mere existence , 
'showed "that there was something great, some- 
thing spiritual, something humane, in the 
Welsh people, Wc doubt whether there is really 
an end to the fun that has been made about 
Eisteddfods, for every people is invetcratoly 
disposed to be amused by the manners and cus- 
toms of other peoples if they happen to differ 
from its own; and certainly the Eisteddford is 
very unlike any English institution. Our poets, 
both major and minor, ire. more shy than 
Welsh bards J and we should -all^ feel that it 
would be almost an act Of cruelty to catch a 
number of them and expose them to the public 
gaze dressed in robes of blue, or even to crown 
the victors among them with crowns of silver. 
Wc do not pretend that this shyness is a virtue 
or a sign of higher poetic genius; .very likely 
Pindar was no shyer than a Welsh bard ; we only 
remark upon it as one reason why Eisteddfods 
are impossible for the EngUsh, and why the 
English are inclined to be amused by them. No 
doubt, when we think of an Eisteddfod, we 
think of what it would be if it were English, and 
of the kind of poet who would insist upon read- 
ing his verses to the assembled multitudes. One 
could, indeed, make a list of the poets who 
would bo probably most prominent at an Eng- 
lish Eisteddfod; but since (hey arc not in want 
of advertisement, wo refrain from doing so. 
Boswell relates how he brought an ode to 
Johnson whic|j the author had recited in a 
public room to an audience which had paid to 
hear it. Johnson's judgment upon it was that 
braver words' had never been joined to more 
timorous sense. Perhaps he was prejudiced 
against the work because he knew that the au- 
thor had recited it in public. If so, he showed 
a common English prejudice from which poets 
themselves are not free. The best of them are 
glad to have readers, but as a rule they do not 
want either to see their readers or to be seen, 
by .them. 

The following anecdotes regairding the won- 
derful child pianist, little P'epito Arriola, are 
quaintly interesting: 

Little Pepito Arriola, the Spanish wonder 
child pianist, is again amazing and delighting 
London audiences, and even the critics. It is 
three years since he made his London debut — 
a seven-year-old sturdy boy, with no sugges- 
tion of having been overworked to accomplish 
the marvelous results. 

■ It was Maestro Caiiipanini who first /dvised 
that the child study seriously the piano, which 
instriunent was already Pepito's favorite diver- 
sion, and it was Mme. Campanini who brought 
him to her husband's notice. The artist pair 
were then — some seven years ago — in Madrid, 
where the maestro directed the opera, and his 
wife was first dramatic soprano. The proprietor 
of the hotel where they were staying told her 
of 11 remarkable child not yet three years old 
who played the piano amazingly, and asked if 
she would not like to hear him. But the prima 
donna was somewhat skeptical. She had heard 
of and met too many of these wunderkinde who 
so freqi^ently failed to justify their friends' 
boasts. But the proprietor said so much that 
finally she mentioned the child to her husband 
and he said: "Let us have the child here and 
see what he can do." 

So one day little Pepito camo with his 
mother. lie marched into the room quite un- 
abashed and demanded of the maestro: "Am I 
here to |)lay for you?" 

Campanini, much anuiscd, said yes. There- 
upon the child climbed up on the piano stool 
and played something. When he had finished 
the maestro asked. 

"Why don't you play something else? Is 
that all you know ?" / 

He was curious to see what this self-pos- 
sessed midget would reply. The answer came 
promptly enough : 

"But I am only a little boy. Mow could I 
know many pieces?" Then he added: "You play 
something for me, and afterwards I will play 
it for you." 

Signor Campanini, highly amused, complied 
with the request, the boy standing close beside 
-him, listenmg intently, his brows contracted in 
a droll frown of absorption. When the maestro 
had finished: "Play it again," said the child. 
Companini complied, and then Pepito took his 
place and played by car, of course, but with ab- 
solute accuracy as to melody the i)iecc which he 
had hoard for the first time that day. Llis tiny 
hands could grasp but the simplest chords. 

"It was droll to see him," said Mme Cam- 
panini, in speaking of it recently. "He would 
play one note with his httle fifth finger of the 
left hand and then carefully reach for (he third 
and fifth above it and strike tliem together." 

Signor Campanini declared that the child un- 
doubtedly had decided musical talent, and ques- 
tioned his mother about him. She was a piano 
teacher. Her first intimation that she had of 
the boy's gift was one day when he was about 
two ye.'irs old. She was alone in her apartment 
wiih the child and a maid. She had not noticed 
that the boy had left her room when from the 
adjoining room camo the sound of piano playing. 

"Who is in the drawing room?" she asked 
of tin; maid who was with her. 
■ "No one, n^adame." 

"Certainly there is some one, dp ypu not 
hear the piano?" ^ K 

"Madame, there is no one in 'the apartment 
but. Pepito and ourselves." 
■■' ;. The mother went soiftly to the door, and 



peeped in. There was Pepito standing on a 
stool by the piano and carefully supplying bass 
notes to a melody heard somewhere, .:nd which 
he was playing with his right hand. . "You 
should 'teach the boy," said Campanini, when he 
heard that these attempts '^ere the tiny child's 
chief diversion. "Not regular lessons, but one 
day show him a scale, another day another." 
The mother explained that she had been afraid 
of impairing his health. But she took the maes- 
tro's advice, and the results were remarkable. 
The Campaninis left Madrid soon after, but not 
many months later Arthur Nikisch came on a 
concert tour. He, too, heard the boy, and was 
so impressed that he offered to superintend his 
musicat education if his mother would let little 
Pepito come to Germany. Through the kind- 
ness of the Dowager Queen of Spain, who was 
also much interested in the child, and had re- 
ceived him and his mother several times, and of 
the Princess of the Asturias, an allowance was 
made the mother sufficient to enable her to leave 
her lessons in Madrid and accompany her gifted 
child to Germany. 

Pepito is- a sturdy, healthy child, and when 
he is not practising on his beloved piano — an 
instrument made especially for him, for his 
hands are still too small to reach an octave on 
a normal sized piano — he plays and amuses 
himself like any other boy of his age. He vigor- 
ously objects, however, to ladies who try to kiss 
him and pet him. Even when lie was much 
younger he objected, for, as he told Mme. Cam- 
panini, "I am a man, and ladies must not kiss, 
me. I don't like it." He has studied harmony 
and composition for several years along with 
piano and at,present is busy writing a symphony 
for orchestra.

WITH THE PHILOSOPHERS 

Oliver Wendell Holmes / 

In all the range of modern philosophy we 
do not find keener wit, more sound good sense, 
or a truer understanding of human kind than 
in the books of Oliver Wendell Holmes. His 
style is delightful, simple, forceful and direct. 
His diction always rhetorical and the little 
anecdotes with which he sprinkles his works 
never misplaced. This gifted author was born 
at Cambridge, Mass., in 1809. He was a grad- 
uate of Harvard and studied medicine after giv- 
ing up the study of law. He held several pro- 
fessorships in colleges, was for many years a 
popular lecturer and also distinguished himself 
as a poet of great merit. His prose works are 
his best however, and among the most noted 
of ■ these are, "The Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table," "The Professor at the Breakfast Table" 
and "The Poet at the Breakfast Table," from 
which the following extracts are taken : 

"Self-made men ? — Well, yes. Of course 
everybody likes and respects self-made men. It 
is a great deal better to be made that way then 
not to be made at all. Are any of you younger 
people old enough to remember that Irishman's 
house on the marsh at Cambridgeport, which 
house he built from drain to chimney top -with 
his own hands ? It took him a great many years 
to build it, and one could see that it was a little 
out of plumb, and. a little wavy in outline, and 
a little queer and uncertain in general aspect. A 
regular hand could certainly have built a better 
house ; but it was a very good house for a "self- 
mado" carpenter's house, and people praised it 
and said hoAv remarkably well the Irishman had 
succeeded. They never thought of praising the 
fine blocks of houses a little further on. 

Your self-made man whittled into shape with 
his own jack-knife deserves more credit if that 
is all, than the regular engine-turned article, 
shaped by the most approved pattern, and 
French polished by society and travel. But as 
to saying one is in every way the equal of an- 
other, that is quite another matter. The right 
of strict social discrimination, of all things and 
persons, according to their merits, native or ac- 
quired, is one of the most precious republican 
privileges. I take the liberty to exercise it, when 
I say that other things being equal, in most rela- 
tions of life, I prefer the man of family. . . . 
1 go (always other things being equal) for the 
man who inherits family traditions and the cum- 
ulative humanities of at least four or five gener- 
ations. Above all things as a child he should 
have tumbled about in a library. All m.en aDC 
afraid of books who have not handled them from 
infancy. Do you suppose our dear Didascalos 
over there ever read Poli Synopsis, or consulted 
Castelli Lexicon, while he was growing up to 
their stature? Not he; but virtue passed 
through the hem of their parchment and leather 
garments whenever he touched them, as precious 
drugs sweated through the bat's handle in the 
Arabian story, 1 tell you he is at home when- 
ever he smells the invigorating fragrance of 
Russia leather.

stick on so easily, when you work that soft 
material, that there is nothing like it for model- 
ling. Out of it came the shapes that you turn 
into marble or bronze in your immortal Ijooks, 
if you happen to write'such. 'Or to use another 
illustration, writing or printing is like shooting 
with a rifle ; you may hit your reader's mind or 
miss it; but talking is like playing at a mark 
with the pipe of an engine; if it is within reach 
and you have time enough you can't help hit- 
ting it. ^ ^

IS PRANCE ON THE BRINK OF A REVO- 
LUTION? 

Englishmen lately returned from Paris tell 
us, says the Spectator, that respectable French 
people arc alarmed at the frequency and vicious- 
ncss of labour riots, shake their heads at the 
signs of the times, and .speak of another revolu- 
tion. But we cannot help feeling, though we 
do no more than oppose instinct to evidence, 
that there will be no revolution. Paris would 
not ba so foolish as to deny themselves a very 
great pleasure for a very insufficient reason. 

As opposed to the optimistic note of the 
Spectator we find the pessimistic Saturday Re- 
view expressing its feelings thuS: '' 

"There is no gainsaying it, France is in a 
condition of hopeless instability. A majority 
which proceeds from Ministerial pressure and 
intimidation cannot be strong, nor can an (!xec- 
utive whose decrees can only be enforced by dis- 
contented subordinates citcctivoly hold its own. 
It is all very well to areue that public servants 
must be in harmony with the government who 
pays them; but their salaries certainly do not 
come out of the private pockets either of the 
Ministers or even of the members of Parliament, 
but from the public purse, whose contributors 
,are the taxpayers without distinction of class or 
creed. And yet as matters now stand Govern- 
ment officials are in a position of abject slavery. 
They arc deprived of all liberty to practise their 
religious or moral duties, to choose the friends 
with wdioin they consort, the schools where 
their children arc educated, or even to vote as 
they please at the poll. Their actions arc re- 
ported and duly noted. Dissatisfaction is con- 
sequently rampant throughout the .Army and 
the public service.. 

"The government official knows that his 
career is at the mercy of the Government jack- 
al, of the local potentate who has based his in- 
fluence on the patience and toleration of his 
victims. He knows that he may be- removed 
from a spot where all his interests and affections 
arc centred to another hundreds of miles away 
from his home and family traditions. lie knows 
that his promotion may be arrested or he may 
be dismissed the service because it has been 
whispered, that he has consprted .with the ene- 
mies of the Republic', that he has sent his chil- 
dren to-a religious school, or even been seen at 
a place of worship on Sunday. This tyranny is 
not only lowcriii.tr the character of its public 
service, of its Army and Navy, l.nit fs a 
constant irritant which may break out before 
long." 
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,HE first glimpse one gets of India is 
at Colombo — altlioug'li Ceylon is no 
more India than New Zealand- is 
Australia. It is a inar\-cllously beau- 
tiful city, although you are carefully 
and officially warned not to go near 
the native quarter or you may catch lots of 
things not on the bill-of-farc. 

In many respects Colombo suggests Hono- 
lulu, only that it has in addition to the rare 
beauty of sea and sky and tumbling, white- 
crested surf and tropical foliage everywhere, 
the mysterious charm which Honolulu has not, 
and which is intangible and illusive, but an es- 
sential part of the mag-ic of the old, old Orient. 

Talk about the ancient castles and historic 
landmarks of old England ! There is a vener- 
able cowshed or temple or something of the 
sort within half a mile from the big hotel at 
Colombo that has been just as it is now for 
something more than a thousand, years. And 
the people carry you back quite that far, un- 
consciously. The whole kaleidoscopic panor- 
ama makes one feel as if it were all a wonder- 
ful dream tinted with the bizarre, riotous col- 
o:(i5 of a gorgeous sunset: when you start in 
to analytic it It doesn't seem strange or for- 
eign or surprising- either! Perhaps it was be- 
cause I had been Kipling-saturated and he has 
caught the local color and atmosphere of all 
India inimitably. Perhaps I lived there in 
some previous incarnation — you tjuitc belic\-e 
in all such theories when you are in the laud. 
But everything is just as one has imagined it 
v.'oukl be without expecting anything in par- 
ticular. 

You don't land at a wharf in Colombo. The 
ship feels her way around a long breakwater 
on which the sea pounds white, with a boom to 
be heard for miles. Suddenly your craft stops 
out in the black velvet of the night and lets 
go her anchor chains with a running rattle 
while hundreds of fireflies, that prove upon 
closer acquaintance to be small boats, lunibie 
and crowd around her. Then the spectacled, 
skirted and severe customs, medical and other 
officials come aboard, and the bronze, almost 
naked porters, with the usual throng of petty 
traders of all nations, swarm everywhere, and 
the Tower of Babel gets its second innings. 
You anxiously sort out your luggage as it 
comes up in the slings from the yawning 
hatchways, or as you sec it go by daintily 
poised on the head of some chocolate-colored 
male or female statue. The hotel commission- 
aire takes it in his charge and shouts into the 
promiscuous darkness for the boat for the 
Galle Face (it isn't Gally-fasse as one would 
think it should* be pronounced, but just the 
plain common or garden Call and Face), and 
a boat shoots from somewhere out of the mitl- 
dle-distance, and everyone shouts and jabbers 
and squeals sinuiUancousl\-. 

■You get in the boat a.'id llu: rowers lilt it 
grandly through the water, in and around and 
among the twinkling harbor stars, and finally 
with a great fuss and a melodramatic finishing 
spurt, they land you at the jetty. A dozen or 
so squabblie for the honor of helping you step 
ashore and the rowers plead with iron lungs 
and camp-meeting earnestness for bakslieish 
for their wild race of a niile or so. You give 
them largess to the equivalent of five cents 
to divide among the crew of six, and the>' 
forthwith decide that it is Rockefeller himseli 
travelling incog. The coinage is Sinhalese 
and ludike any otlicr in the I'"ar East. One 
hundred cens make one rupee, and a rupee is 
thirty American cents at the current exchange. 

At the jetty there are scores waiting for 
you to sell 3'-ou anything they've got from lace 
to dancing girls, or to simply beg from you 
or to try and get a tip out of }-ou by any old 
pretext. You have to shake them all off or 
lay a stick to them if they get too persistent, 
for if you gave anything to one of them all 
of the others, would be down on you like a 
flock of starving crows. 

Getting through the crowd — bronze, sweat- 
ing bodies; white rolling eyes; pearly teeth; 
black hair, long and coarse and done up in a 
little bob behind; with usually just one litt'e 
scrap of clothing, and that of the most vivid 
color — 3'ou first catch the ine\ifable customs 
official. I had hcccjine gilt-edged in bluffing. 
So I rushed the Eurasian .Vigl.U Inspector and 
told him how im])ortani it was for n-ie to get 
our stuff through at once without examination, 
as most of it had to go up to Government 
House. He salaamed till 1 was afraid he 
would get slivers in liis face from the jetty 
floor. 

"If the honorable Sahib Would condescend 
to say how ni;niy jjieces and how marked, the 
slaves would forthwith get them if they had 
to throw ever)b()d\' else and their things o\-er 
the side." 

It was something along this line tlial he 
handed me bade, and so 1 ga\c him the de- 
scriptive marks, number of packages, etc., in- 
cluding a big bnntlle of bill-board paper on 
which I should have paid full duty. The lit- 
tle Government House oration had a pull like 
ari old-style mustard plaster. Then as I sawr 
a second-edition Sandow marching proudly up 
with about 300 lbs. of printing balanced neatly 
on his turban, and my work began to look 
awfully coarse in my own eyes, I got the cus- 
toms man to one side and gave liim a cigar 
while I told him confidentially how restful it 
was to strike a place where the officials knew 
their business from the gi;ound up. He swelled 
liirnself like a wise toad and amiably cursed 
the -porters, for not breaking the running rec- 
ords' with "my packs on their heads. 

Just outs'ide the jetty gates squatted a row 
"of greasy money-changer.s-^-the same tribe of 
Shylocks that Christ drove out of the Temple 
in the long ago! They are not allowed on the 
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wharf either. They exchange any country's 
money for coin of Ceylon and only charge a 
pemi}' for the accommodation, which isn't bad 
for Hebre\v bankers. 

Then you take a 'rickshaw, and twent}' or 
more fellows spruig from somewhere and run 
after you as you get in the over-grown baby 
carriage. 

"^la)- 1 not push behind, Jilastcr? — I am 
most strong, Master — We sljall go like the 
west wind," etc. 

They are all so ver}' anxious. 
But 3"Ou shake them all off as the coolie 
you are honoring with your patronage gives 
■ a little grunt, settles himself in the shafts, and 
goes off at an easy lope. I don't suppose it is 
more than six miles an hour, but it seems eight 
or nine. As your bronze-skinned trotting man- 
horse springs nimbly around a mndhole ad 
ambles up the street, with the electric lights 
spluttering under the great over-arching 
tropical trees, already dropping dew in great 
hot tears, a little lithe copper-colored boy with 
laughing eyes and teeth romps alongside. 

"Penny for the pretty flowers," he cries, 
waving at you a handful of white and criiti- 
son and purple orchids. You pay no attention. 
He tries it three or four times. You sit stern, 
silent and sour. 

"Take the pretty flowers -anyway,"' he fin- 
ally shouts, "take them just for luck" — and he 
goes laughing back into the witchery of the 
velvet night, while you wonder if yon haven't 
been too careful for once 

The 'rickshaw man-horse trots on, edging 
in and out — now to cscajie a muddy place , or 
the next niinute to avoid a homeward-plodding 
corporal's? guard of work elephants tired out 
from a hard day of shifting big timbers at 'thcf 
docks — every few minutes making a swinging 
half-circle to pass a lumbering, thatch-roofed 
carl drawn bv two patient, plodding little In- 
dian oxen, scarcely bigger than Newfoundland 
dogs, a black or brown wild-eyed savage 
hunched up on the long tongue of the rude 
vehicle, poking persistently at first one and 
then the other of his team— past, water buf- 
faloes in harness, great clay-blue, wide-horned 
monsters, or an occasional dockery, the blood- 
ed stock of the Sinhalese roads — past vivid 
and animated bazaars, business and pleasure 
just beginning for the night, and everyone out 
of doors — past grey-bearded men of ever}- 
shade of black or mahogany, garbed in every 
tone nf \nnk. crimson, magenta, brilliant blues 
and greens, orange and purples, half-naked, 
skirted or (|uaintily uniformed — past innumer- 
able recumbent forms in doorways or on the 
roadside — past an old, old Buddhist temple 
where the priests have watched and waited 
and studied 'and practiced their philosophies 
of life, the door never closed nor the shrine 
deserted since long, long before ColumlMis fis- 
ted out his little fleet to probe the mystery 
of the Western sea — pasi the great white 
clock tower and lighthouse, rising in the cen- 
tre of the busiest street— through a short na- 
tive alley where the potter and the carver of 
brass and the smith and the baker work prim- 
itively at their several trades as they and their 
fathers have lor centuries unnumbered — out 
along the groat ]\Iarine Piuade with its close- 
shnvcn lawn of three hundred acres, on the one 
side sloping to the thundering sea — then with a 
sliowv sprint up under the pur[v cochcre of the 
"finest hotel in the Past," where tw^-nty or thir- 
ty jabbering servants fidl o\-er one another in 
wcdcomitig you. 

The 'rickshnw man w(jrks it out that he has 
teamed you six miles and il has taken him a 
few minutes less than an hour. So he. calls it 
an even hour and taxes you 20 cens, a sum 
worth 12 cents of good .American coin. When 
you give it to him in cash insteatl of suggesting 
a thirty-day note, he proceeds to do a little im- 
promptu i^rayer slunt for the generous giver — 
which is you. 

It's almost g o'clock and the dusky hotel 
clerk tells you dinner will be served almost at 
once — in your room if you wish or in the big 
dining hall until 11. It's the usual big dining 
hall with scores of fashionable women guests 
and their pied-rnvon companions, also with dou- 
ble scores of dark, silent waiters, each with his 
.little kilt-like skirt ilajjping abovd bare brown 
'legs, his oily black hair topped with an almost 
circular tortoise-shell comb, for all the world 
like those mysterious little haloes wherewith 
(ho artists of other days facilitated the identifi- 
cation of the Saints. 

Coffee and cigarettes are served on the Moor- 
ish verandahs, thirty feet wide. Then you go to 
bed if you're tired, and inost travellers are. That 
is you start with no other intention than that of 
seeking- the feathers. There is your nice big 
bed all reafly for you^ with its snowy sheets ancl 
two fat pillows, the bed all boxed in wUh net- 
ling like a little square ' tout. The legs of the 
bedstead ' have smiillanverted funnels on them, 
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like anlclets, a foot from the polished floor. That 
is so that no holidaying snake will get the 
chance of sharing the brd with a paying gufcst. 
You glance up at the wall antl notice a nice lit- 
tle pink lizard some six inches long sprinting 
towards the ceiling after a bug or spider that 
looks good to him. They won't hurt you — tlio 
lizards — so it's all right and proper for them to 
have the nm of the place and make your walls 
their hunting preserve. They are even encour- 
aged and subsidized, for they keep bugdom from 
the dangers of congested population. 

There is no bedclothing other tbai-i the sheets 
vou sleep on. More is iic\'cr needed, for Cc}-- 
lon is nnich hotter tli.'in India even, being more 
neighborly with the e(jualor. It was only 108 
during the wintry day 1 was- there — and that 
durin.g ii pouring equatorial rainstorm. But 
they say it does got really warm in the summer. 

After you get into your pajamas you turn 
out the light and sit i)y the big open window 
and listen to the chatter of the monkeys and 
the flying foxes somewhere u]) in the ([uivering 
palm tops, and look lazily at the twinkling 
'rickshaw lights as they come and go jiggoring 
np the road and down. Yon listen to the dolor- 
ous sighs of a complaining camel out in the 
background of tlie damp, sticky night, and the 
hi-yi of the 'rickshaw-man and the creaking of 
an old ox-cart— while lights twinkle from 
shadowy, fantastic houses and ,gloam from 
roadside forges, ancl over the sleeping town the 
long white arm of the revolving searchlight 
swings ceaselessly. 

.A.nd then the constant pounding of the surf 
.sends you to sleep and you manage to snooze 
somehow through the stuffy, sticky, sweltering 
night. You must sleep, for you dream, and the 
dreams are all topsy-turvy and fantastic in their 
admixture of the gravo old East.and the. young 
and frivolous West — the dim ages of.-ihe p^st 
and the chattering of today. ' . ■ - 

Then you begin half-corisciqusly to wonder 
what makes it rain so tremeiidpii'sly hard and so 
steadily, until by and by you remember lhat it 
is the pounding of the .sea just outside your 
window, and you get up and look out in the first 
■light of the dawn. - 



The line of waiting 'rickshaws is still there. 
And there is a little huddled hea]) under or close 
to (\'ich. That is the patient nian-liors(> w.'iiting 
to awaken upon the instant and run miles with 
you for his penny fare. There are Innidreds of 
other little huddled heaps oyer on the great 
lawn — along the walls — in the doorways — every- 
where. 

Then comes a long procession of rush-hood- 
ed carts drawn by (juaint, patient, little oxen 
with their funny hump just l.)ack of the neck, as 
though meant by nature for the litting of the 
yoke— and their wild drivers squatting on the 
tongue. A philosophical camel comes ambling 
silently, its long neck swaying from side to side, . 
chewing, chewing, chewing thc'xud of reflection 
— a few early work elephants, luinberiiig along'; 
the big white arm of light still swinging rotmd 
and round over Ihe silent, city, completing its 
"nightly vigil in the grey of the dawn — a cool, 
refreshing breeze; the twitter of early birds ;uid 
and the raucous protest of an ancient crow — ■ 
and then, suddenly, it is full morning and (he 
teeming' world is wide awake! 

You step out of your room, iiy alni.osi every 
door the servant of some guest is stiil curled 



upon, his mat like a faithful dog. Other dusky, 
silent-footed shapes flit spectre-like along- the 
dim corridor to take up their work in the dis- 
.tant kitchens. You cross to the bathrooms and 
take a plunge. — for the bathrooms here open 
into a swimming pool sixty yards long and 
twenty in width, forming- the central court ot 
the servants' quarter. Then you dress and again 
look from the window while breakfast receives 
attention No one breakfasts in the big room. 

The promenade of the day has begun. Little 
ox-carts of every kind pass to and. fror— car- 
riages with tiny ponies shining like satin^ — 
'ricksha-ws — ayahs and babies — servants airing 
straining dogs in leash — more babies "in 'rick- 
shaws, their moth.er:; beside thiMii on bicycles — 
cantering couples on hm-scback — a troup of na- 
tive cavair}- with their ci'iiiisoii turl")aus anil 
lances, [jennon-deckcd. clattering across tin; 
plain — and everywhere the bright mosaic of hu- 
manity taking closer pattern and yet more bril- 
liant ever-changing colour. . , 

In these hot countries it is in the early morn- 
ing that all the world takes the air.

July is usually rather a dull month for the 
angling fraternity, and there do not seem to 
ha.ve been many big baskets made amang^ the 
trout fishermen lately. From Cowichan Lake 
I some big fish have. been taken by trolhng m 
V'the hcadwaiters of the big lake. A few days 
5ago a Victoria-gentleman brought one down 
ffrora there which' pulled the scale down to six 
■'''pounds and ten ounces, a beautiful fish ui first- 
class shape. He reported having a tussle Avilh 
another which broke him and which he believ- 
ed to be even larger. Other anglers, by the 
same mctiiods, in the same waters, have made 

• some very good catches. 

In the upper reaches of the river not much 
has been done during the last week or so. 
/fhe writer had quite a nice lot of smallish 
' trout.frdm there a few days ago on the fly, but 
nothing of any vcrv great size. The Cowichan 

* river is a good deal higher than it was at this 
time last year, and tlie rain which has fallen 
lately probably accounts for the fact that there 
are few trout at present to be caught in the 
.salt-chuck at the mouth of the river, as they 
have apparently all run up into the lake ; a lit- 

. tie later there will in all probability be another 
run of sea-trout, though once the salmon ap- 
'pear there in any great numbers, trolling for 
trout in the sea at the mouth of the river 
'seems practically useless. A few good spring 
salmon have been caught by anglers there and 
'elsewhere, but, as yet, this sport is rather un- 
certain, though there are millions of small 
•grilse" in the waters of the bay and a big 
basket of these may be made with ease on the 
•rising .tides for. preference. 
') kused to have scruples about killing these 
.'sihali fellows until I noticed that every one I 
'hooked "was gorged with still smaller fry of its 
■'own species, since when I have no mercy, and 
•they certainly do make most excellent eating, 
,' though the present run averages rather too 
i'sliiall to give very much sport in the catching. 

Sportsmen are beginning to make enquiries 
as to when the shooting season is to be declar- 
'ed oipen this year. Enquiry of the game war- 
.■*deYi oii this p^int ehcited the' reply that as 
./■sioba''as" he. returned from the trip to East 
"Kodtenay on 'which he was just about to start, 
he was going to take this matter up and ga- 
ther opinions from various districts as to what 
■it would be advisable to do in this matter. 
Various rumors have been- current as to. the 
opening date which is to be fixed by the.Gov- 
crnment, Init as a matter of f act .hothihg has 
yet been decided on. ,'The usual reports have 
isl?^e9A-Q9,>pinM, toJritUiisiasts as to the 
•^I.i#,gr6iise thick m, various districts; my own 
i^bS^i^atign leads nie' to the belief that they 
•We -ii'ot 'generally as plentiful as last year and 
arc rather more backward owing to the cold 
spring and the lateness of the season generally 
■this year. I certainly think it would be a wise 
polic"}' to keep the season closed again this 
■year until October ist for everything. It 
seems pretty certain that- the' mistake of last 
year of allowing decr-shooting a full month 
•before the grouse were ui will not be repeated. 
•Given a' full September and no guns in the 
woods to disturb the birds, and there is no 
■ reason why we should not have a short but 
•lively grouse-shooting season. .'Vs to pheasant 
' ■.shooting 1 confess I am not so well posted, 
though of course these birds would not be shot 
before October; if everything comes into sea- 
son at the same dale, the grouse may escape 
quite such a merciless hammering as they have 
^been subjected x.o in former years. 

The way of the transgressor against the 
game laws'is getting harder. .-K conviction 
has been obtained and a fine of fifty dollars 
imposed for shooting deer out of season. 



its intended purpose if it were made entirely 
symmetrical is a- matter open to decision here- 
after. The slight, raising of the line of sight 
would be an advantage,, rather than a disad- 
vantage, if reasons existed for excusing 'the 
more .cumbersome arrangement involved. 

Tlie various, questions concerning the effec- 
tiveness and practicability of the device under 
consideration present one of the most interest- 
ing problems which has ever .arisen in connec- 
tion with rifle shooting, equalling perhaps in 
importance the conundrums brought into be- 
ing l)y the Spitzer system of pointed bullet. 
At the present stage the most essential ques- 
tion of all others is whether the silencer actu- 
ally, does, or does not, diminish the noise pro- 
duced by the discharge of firearms. The first 
demonstration Avas given on Friday of last 
week at an underground shooting gallery in 
Jermyn street, situated in premises shortly to 
be opened as the King's Club. It then became 
apparent for the first time that a considerable 
rearrangement of ideas is necessary before a 
reliable judgment can be formed of the nature 
and origin of the sounds produced by the dis- 
charge of a rifle. Firing in restricted sur- 
roundings, the impact of the bullet makes a 
quite respectable noise of its own, which is 
easily mistaken for the sound of discharge. 
Mr. Maxim has accordingly set up a coffin- 
shaped trough, lined with felt in a peculiar 
manner, to deaden to the spectators' ears any 
sound that may be thrown back by the impact 
of the bullet into the sand beyond. In a nar- 
row basement, surrounded by brick walls, the 
discharge of a full-power rifle is an experience 
which no one cares to repeat. With the sil- 
encer screwed on to the muzzle of the gun, the 
whole of the distressing aspects of rifle dis- 
charge absolutely disappeared. The expcri 
ment was carried out witli various rifles, mili- 
tary, mid-range, and miniature, and the ex- 
perience was every tinie the same, and appar- 
ently without tlie slightest opening for trick- 
ery or deception. Even so, the sufrounclings 
were unusual, for- the. impact 'silencer' might 
conceivably have" had a share in the result pro- 
duced. Consequently, IMr. Berg and. Mr. 
Maxim were asked whether they 'would be 
willing to attend at the Field experimental 
shooting .ground on the following iMonday 
morning to repeat their demonstration inde- 
pendently of complications due to restrictions 
of space. The invitation having been accepted, 
the experiments were repeated last Monday, 
with most interesting variations of the pre- 
vious results; everything still confirming the 
claims 'put forward. ' 

Shooting was first of all conducted with an 
, 'ordinary .22 Winchester rifle, firing Rheinisch 
.■ cartridges. These, it will be remembered, 
were shown in a reccnt article to give a veloc- 
ity of about 1035 f. s. over twenty yards. At 
first there was so rnuch noise that the silencer 
seemed to be producing but little effect, and 
when Mr. Maxim assured 'us' that. the ' sound 
caine from the impact of the' bullet 'on the 
mound situated fifty yards[a>vay the notion 
seemed incredible. He then asked that the di- 
rection of fire should be changed to a small 
hillock about 200 yards away. The extraor- 
dinary absence of sound at once confirmed the 
previous explanation. Other shots fired in the 
air gave so slight a report that they were 
thought to be misfires until the empty smok- 
ing cartridge cases proved that this was not so. 
Other shots were fired at the heap of empty 
cartridge shells, which is a feature of the West 
London Shooting School. These were sodden 
by a night's rain, and the bullets struck with 
a dull "flop," which revealed a state of practi- 
cal silence at the firing point. A very curious 
observation was then made. Mr. Maxim's 
own cartridges, U.M.C. smokeless, of the kind 
which recently gave 899 f.s. over twenty yards, 
produced a sound no louder than the act of ex- 



pectoration, Mr, Majci.m tlilriks'that tiiere is it

All questions.a^ 't!S\the effectiveness of the 
silencer were sec'asideAby |>assing to weapons 
of the military •.type,v.,: ;Mearitimc, in respect 
even to high power .22 rifle cartridges, it was 
certainly observed that, tlio-uj^h the imiiact of 
the bullet might make a sharp sound when 
striking the butt, mistakalile by the nninstrncl- 
ed observer for the ordinarsMinizzlc report, at 
the same time, there was a complete absence 
of the sensation of shock iiiid injury to the ear 
drum, which even the. .22 rifle is capable of 
producing. PracticftiljrA'.spcalcing, all shooters 
are more or less 'dcaL^ahd the origin of their 
deafness is the iih-j^act^of tine sound wave, as 
produced by, an'd^iprqpagSfced fl'or^i, the blast 
of high pressure ga.s, whidi. pas-ses into the air 
with exjilosive violence as soon as the bullet 
has left the muzzle. The ^laxim silencer un- 
doubtedly catches'tliis blast, and by the inter- 
position of h-ictional resistance prolongs tlie 
period of expansion, and timereby destroys tlie 
power of the gas to initiate a sound wave. 
What the bullet does is qiii^tc another question, 
but no one's ears -would be injured by bnllet 
noises short of lying inside a locomotive boiler 
whilst shooters were peppering it from the 
outside. 

The actual testsA^itlv the service rifle com- 
prised firing it in an open field into a hillock 
some 200 yards away, The rifle was use(l al- 
ternately with and withouE: the silencer. The 
various persons i)rcsent very soon vetoed any 
further experiments to prowc; that, wdthout. the 
silencer on the rifle, an extremely .unpleasant 
noise was produced liyV' ttw e.^:tra pow'efful 
match cartridges, wh)Chdj>ajJ;^bcen broitght on 
to the ground by th^|P^^l<l'expert 'with; ; the 
idea of 'majcirig ■thc^itrfel'^a--is. severe as ppssible.

The entire al)olition of the mwzzTe report 
was finally and conclusively proved by dis- 
charging a shot vertically into the air.

A very 
similar effect was produced by firing into

It is early as yet to know just what place 
to give to the new arrangement in the region 
of practical accomplishments. Other tests 
nn-ist be conducted to prove that accuracy over 
alL riLiiges remains undiminished, and that the 
de Ticeitself/iSv'capable of withstanding ordin- 
arjf service •conditions. One scientific experi- 
ment was •conducted for the purpose of estab- 
lislihag recoil. The Americans have had first 
"j^o" af the invention, and have accordingly 
cxraiiiiucd most of its properties. On the sub- 
je<i of recoil they are, however, vague and al- 
m-ost inconsistent. They variously attribute 
tli_c diminution of recoil when the instrument 
is Hsed to 50 and 60 per cent., whereas theory, 
as understood on this side, suggests that the 
enitir« abolition of muzzle blast could not pro- 
duce so great a difference. The addition of

Velocity of recoil mul- 
ti plied by\he weight of the weapon gives mo- 
locntutn, and momentum is a constant value 
independent of the weight of the firearm. The 
eatperiincntal results as detailed below show 
ttiat, though the velocity of recoil, using the 
a-ttachmcnt, is decidedly less than that of the 
plain weapon, the bulk of the difference can 
l>c accounted for by the added weight. On the 
fvthcr hand, the Americans report that the 
\-clc»city of the bullet is greater when 
tlic silencer is used than without, due to the 
;udditional distance over which the cases may 
a.ct on the base of the bullet. Time did not' 
permit of separately ascertaining- the velocity 
cjf tlic bullet, but it is quite feasible that the 
extra velocity which the silencer imparts to 
t he bullets adds to the recoil approximately 
Lhc amount destroyed by modifying the' out- 
i-iisH of gases. 

ZNlan}' other experiments will have to be 
niacle before an unqualified verdict of approval 
craii he passed. In the meantime it really looks 
astliough success has been achieved in abolish- 
Lng ■what has hitherto been regarded as one of 
the necessary evils of shooting. Whether- the 
Edea. can be applied to shotguns is far more 
prolilematical than in the case of rifles. There 
are many reasons for supposing that the .muz- 
zle blast is the prime factor in producing the 
dispersion of a charge of shot, and that die 
shot charge becomes .subject, to lateral expan- 
sion practically from the .very jnonient when 
atleaves the muzzle. To be.effectiye with shot- 
guns it would^ be necessary that the silencer 
"should not accidentally catch some of the 
chjirge, and since no one is quite certain exact- 
ly ^vhat happens during the first few inches 
of travel after the shot leaves the muzzle, the 
subject remains open until working models 
liav-c been produced. Instantaneous photo- 
graphs taken quite close to the muzzle, as a 
rule, show only a blurred mass of smoke.

THE MAXIM REPORT SILENCER. 

The Englisii Field, the recognized author- 
ity in the Old Country on all matters relating 
to sporting gunnery, and which has special 
machinery and equipment for carrying out all 
kinds of tests and experiments relating to 
small arms, has lately been testing the Maxim 
Report Silencer on different types of rifles, and 
has publi-shed a very interesting rcjKjrt on the 
result of their investigations. They say : — 

Barring unforeseen difficulties, the Maxim 
arrangement for diniinishiug the report of 
firearms seems destined to work important 
changes in the conditions of rifle shooting. 
Newspaper accounts and the |)ublication of pa- 
tents made everyone familiar in the early part 
of the present year with the details of the de- 
vice by which it was emphatically reported 
that the noise of firearms had been abolished. 
But it was essentially a case where seeing, or, 
rather, hearing — better still, not hearing — is 
believing. Mr. Maxim's original patent was 
concerned with an arrangement which seemed 
to be hostile to the known behavior of powder 
gases, an objection which certainly ceased to 
exist when the radically different method of 
the present device came to be disclosed. 
Briefly, the idea consists in attaching to the 
muzzle of the rifle a tube containing a series 
of stampiddiscs of peculiar form, whose in- 
tended purpose is to modify the out rush of gas, 
which ordinarily takes place immediately after 
the bullet leaves tiie muzzle. A clear longitu- 
dinal space permits the free passage of the 
bullet past the scries of chambers or compart- 
ments of which the silencer is coiiiiio.sed. To 
prevent undue obstruction of the line of sight, 
the biilUn passage is situated excentrically with 
reference to the axis of the silencer. Whe- 
ther the arrangement would not better fulfil

GROWTHZ OIFTTHE BRITl'SH FLEET - 

The mim-ic -nvif - of the 'British fleet this 
year is notevwortSliy t for more reasons than one. 
The scene an-dp-olan of the operations are high- 
ly sighificantz ol ' tlies .source from which actual 
attack upon tlies IJir iiilcd Kingdom is deemed 
most probabTlc, or lUeast improbable. Ihe re- 
vival of the rnr:!, u-vhite and blue divisions is 
interesting riroi-ni Imistorical and seritimental 
points of vie-^v, Hio e discipline and the, secrecy 
wliich are beiii^ msaintained are strongly sug- 
gestive of tfcnc •coijcxlilions of actual warfare. 
Ii'Toreover, tlncerxpecKlition with which the ships 
wei-'' put in-to ocoiicxlilion for action and Avere 
equipped wi-tli : full war cnmplements of men 
must have b ceiLQKoicccdingly gratifying to the 
administrati^'c cxifcers of the Admiralty, and 
must liavo .t^-om. = iir - toward correcting the sus- 
picion of in--ia -din^ss. 

The mos-tstrifei iiig feature of all, however, 
is probably ilies iiuEJiiiber of ships engaged in 
the manocu-vrers air 11(1 the enormous increase 
over other r cccr iila.^sscmblages of the Imperial 
navy.

That is to say, with- 
in ten years Gi-rcat Britain has put into commis- 
sion at least ,^2l)=-altleships, 20 armored cruis- 
ers, scores of : ilc =,slroycrs and tf^rpcdo boat.i 
ami more -tliar 11 Iv'-wi dozen submarines. The 
present fleet it^s ill. -erefore not only the greatest 
in numbers lliaal teas ever been assembled, but 
also the iie=W2srar;m! thcrefoi-e presumably the 
most up-to-ilaalc i and most efficient. In the 
face of suclia .slioowing Britannia may certain- 
ly have soraico(|c5i-a-cc of confidence, that at least 
for a cons iJcitrabU :c time she will -continue to 
rule the \vavc=s,, 
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My subject is the inconclusive conclusions 
of Old Testament Critics. But I wish it to be 
clearly understood at the outset that I am not 
quarrelling with the application of Criticism 
to the Books of the Old Testament ; nor that 
I am insensible to the good that may come, 
and indeed has come, from the patient and 
truth-seclving- examination inlcT tlie iiistory and 
exact signification of every word of the sacred 
Text, which is called the "Lower Criiicism," 
nor from a similar enquiry into the nature, ori- 
gin and date of the documents which make up 
the Bible, and into the histoirical value of the 
statements which they contain which is known 
as the ■"Higher Criticism." We who believe 
the Bible to be indeed the Word of God can 
have no fear but tliat it will justify its Divine 
origin whatever stringency of enquiry may be 
brouglU to ijear upon it, so long as that encinir)- 
is conducted without bias in a truly scientific 
spirit. It is not the fact of criticism that we 
object to, but the unscientific methods of the 
radical school of Higlier Critics. 

If anyone should ask for a good exianiple of 
the scientific spirit in dealing wil'n written 
documents I would nMVr him to a considera- 
tion of the monumental work of the hile V. W . 
H. jNIyers upon "Tluinan I'ersonality and lis 
Survival of l.'>odi!y l^calh." In his Inaugural 
Address as jircsident of the Society for Psy- 
• chical Research Air. -Myers tells with a sini[)li- 
city that is touching that from his earliest 
childhood the desire that eclipsed every other 
wish and hope was the desire for "eternal 
life." After deriving mucli happiness from 
the Christian faith he came to the conclusion 
that the culminant instance of spirit return by 
which he means the Resurreclion, ^\•as not of 
itself adequate to justify conviction, and he 
adds, "I did honestly siu'render that great joy, 
although its loss was more grievous to me 
than anything which has happened to me in 
life." Then it was that he turned to his re 
searches into the region of Psychical Phenom- 
ena to seek for a positive pronf of man's sur- 
vival of death and of the existence of a spirit 
world.. His method uas the collection of an 
immense number of written statements of 
psychical phenomena : these were sid)jcctod to 
most rigid tests, anct to each was assigned its 
precise force and \'alu<:, and in no case was a 
higher explanation of a i)hcnoinenoii accepted 
W'hen a lower one could be made to serve until 
he came to facts which could be explained in 
no other way than that they were communica- 
tions- from human discarnate spirits. And by 
these means he regained his belief in the sur- 
\'i\'al of the personality after death and the 
tnitii of the spirit world. Personally I belic\-e 
that his conclusion is unsound owing to his 
credidity in accepting the statements the 
spirits gave of themselves; they professed to 
be human discarnate spirits, but I have no 
doubt that they were really Familiar spirits 
personating relations and friends of the enquir- 
ers. It is not, however, Mr. Myers' conclus- 
ions, but the means by which he arri\-cs at 
tlieni that 1 wish to comuKMul ; he alwa\'s 
huilfls on carcfullv attested facts and is rcadv 
to go wherexHM- his fads lead iiim ; be is will- 
ing, even ;iii:;ious to l)t'!ie\ e. l)nt his \ er\- 
anxiety makes him the more scrupidousK- 
careful lest he should be deceived: and he is 
always ready to welcome fresh facts and is 
prepared to modify his conclusions • in conse- 
quence, if need be. 

This I conceive to be the true scientific 
spirit. lUit when I turned from the study of 
this work of ]\Ir. Myers to the examination of 
the position of the Old Testament Critics, I 
was astonished to find myself in a totally dif- 
ferent atmos]3here and one the reverse of sci- 
entific. 

I found that upim llieir own confession 
these '"IligluT t'riiics" be^iii not with i,iri<, 
but with certain preci)ncei\ ed llu'(]ries: that 
instead of moulding their theories u[)iiii the 
facts, they manipulate the fuels to suit their 
theories; that when fresh facts are brought to 
their notice, they pooh-pooh or ignore thcrn ; 
and worst of all, that when their premises are 
pulverized they hold like grim death to their 
conclusions. 

But is it true that they do these things? 
IvCt us tak'e a few concrete exampdes. 

h'irst then, that they hc-iii with theories, 
and not with facts. The celebrated Dutch 
scholar, iJr. Kuenen, in In-^ hook- "The Reli- 
gion of Israel," entitles the oi)ening chapter, 
"Our Standpoint," and what is his standpoint? 
Is it to make a careful examination or facts 
and to follow wherever they will lead him? Is 
it to discover by an exact scrutiny of the data, 
wdiethcr the claim of the Mrophel> of Israel lo 
he the recipients of a divine revelation is true 
or false? .Xnihing of ihe kind. His "stand- 
])oint" is that "no di,-;t inci i.'in ran be admitted 
in res]ieci of urigin betwi-eii the redigioii of 
Israel and (jther i'elii;i( ms." "I''()r us," he sa\'s, 
"the Israelitish religion is one of those re- 
ligions, nothing less, but also nothing more." 
And this, please lo observe, is not the con- 
clusioi; at w Inch he arrives at the close of his 
argument, hut the premise with which he be- 
gins it. .His whole argument, therefore, can 
be nothing but a gigantic petilin prineipii. 
, And when he comes to speak of proplicev his 
"standpoint" is still the same. "Prophecy," he 
says, "is a human iilienomenon proceeding 
from Israel, directed to Israel." Xordoes Ktie- 
ncn stand alone in taking this point of view, 
orf the contrary, I am told that it is shared by 
AVelihausen, Smend, Gunkel, Vatke and all 
that school of critics. - 

Secondly, I found that these Higher Critics 
are accustomed to manipulate their facts to 



suit their preconceived theories ; if facts arc 
found- to differ, so much the worse for fsicts. 
For ihstancc, one of their preconceived theor- 
ies was that the Israelites, when they conquer- 
ed Canaan, Avefe a horde of illiterate Bedouin; 
and that among the great bulk of Israelites and 
Canaanites alike writing was practically un- 
known. But in their studies in the Book of 
judges they came acr<_iss a city called Kirjath- 
Sei)her; it was caiitured by Othniel, the ne- 
phew of Caleb, by which exploit he gained the 
hand of his cousin Achsah. Now, Kirjath- 
Sepher means, and can only mean "the City of 
Books," but as this did not fall in with the 
Critics' theory of tlic illiteracy of the people of 
that time th.ey coolly explained it away as a 
"corruption of the text." A little later in the 
same liook they found another inconveinent 
statement. It occurs in the Song of Deborah, 
the antiquity of wliich even the most sccjjtical 
of the critics is obligetl to acknowledge; where 
she is singing of the gathering of the tribes to 
do battle with Jabin, King of Haxor, the verse 
runs: "Out of Machir came down governors, 
anil out of Zelnilon they that handle 'the pen 
of the w riter.' " 'IMieir method of getting over 
this difficuliy was by mistranslating shavet 
sophcr as the 'marshal's Ijaton.' 

.\g:un it is to lie charged against the Cri- 
tics, th;it when fresh facts are brought to their 
niiiice which are in conflict with their tlieories 
instead of reconsidering their theories in this 
new light they pooh-pcoh or simply ignore the 
inconvenient facts. And when their premises 
are shewn to be untrustworthy they still re- 
tain their conclusions. The Critics have de- 
cided upon linguistic grounds that the "Song 
of Songs" was written after the return from 
the Mxilc, Kuenen assigned it lo the Creek 
period. Dr. Driver in his "Introduction to the 
Literature of the Old Testament" gives the 
reasuns for assigning it to tliis late date. They 
are the mention of Tiiy.ah, and the wordri'jxir- 
(las, a garden (our jiaradise), which is Persian, 
apirion, a litter couch, of wdiich he is uncer- 
tain whether it is Sanscrit or Greek, but the 
l.rincipal stress of the argument he lays upon 
the use of spin or shee, for asher, in the 
sense of "of." The mention of Tirzah he ac- 
knowledges is not "exactly decisive," and he 
confesses that the recollections of Solomon 
and the pomp of his court are "relatively 
fresh." Yet on the alleged [lost-er^ilic use of 
shee he builds his conclusion of the late date 
of tlic whole book against its acknowledged 
Solomonic atmosphere, and again.st the con- 
sistent Jewish tradition. "No iiian in Israel," 
said the celebrated Rabbi .'\kiba, "ever dou])t- 
ed the canonicity of the Song of Songs." 

Kow mark the sequel. A small, .haematite 
weight was found in the city of Samaria with 
the inscription, "a quarter of a quarter of a 
natsag" in characters recognized by Drs. Neu- 
bauer and Sayce to be of theSth Century B. C, 
and in this inscription the "of" is the Hebrew 
shee, the very word on account of which the 
Critics pronounced the Book of the "Song of 
Songs" to be post-exilic. What did they do 
when confronted with this new fad? Did thev 
re\ise their ilnu;y? .\ot a bit. Put they first 
denied tlie genuineness of the inscription; 
when this i)oini was settled they declared even 
before they had examined the original that the 
reading given by these great archaeologists 
was false, and then to crown the whole Pro- 
fessor kobertson Smith, "fresh from slicin"- 
the Peniateuch," says Professor Savce, 
"a\crred tluit lite two lines of inscri])tion" on 
this liny stone "were of different date." The 
wei.nht now lies in the Ashniolaean Alusetim' 
at Oxford for all to see, bui tlie Critics are 
silent about it : and still declare the Song of 
Songs to he post-exilic. 

This Dr. Sayce ileclares to Ijc; "a tv[)ical 
example of the 'critical' methods." It is then 
no wonder that the progress of archaeological 
di.scovcry has proved conclusion after con- 
clusion of the Critics to be fallacious. Here is 
a whole sheaf of them. The theory of the un- 
literary character of the age of the Exodus 
which was held to make the .Mosaic .'Vuthor- 
.^hip of the Pentateuch impossible was shatter- 
ed l)y the discoecM-y of the Tel-el-.\marna Tab- 
lets, which proved that the prevalence of learn- 
ing in Palestine at that time was at least as 
great as in Europe in the early part of last 
centur}'. 

The "I-Iigher Critics" used to maintain tli;it 
an Elamite or Babylonian invasion of Canaan 
in the time of Abraham was incredible; and 
that the Campaign of Chedor-lacmer and his 
allies was a "late reflexion of the Syrian Cam- 
paigns of a Tiglath-Pile/.er on a Sennacherib." 
Now we Icnow from the Tel-el- Amarna tablets 
that Syria and Palestine must have come mider 
the direct influence of iSabyion long before the 
I'.xoihis. .And more recent discoveries have 
l)roved tliat the Canaan to wdiich Abraliam mi- 
grated was actually a part of the Babylonian 
Empire and that the law of Babylonia was ob- 
served there. Moreover all the Confederate 
kings have been identified ; Amraphel being 
the great King Khammuralii himself, whose 
code of laws was found in.scribed on a block of 
black marble at Susa by Mr. de Morgan in 
1 OO 1 . 

Attain Ihe Story of Melchizedek the King of 
Salem, l'ri(>st of the Most High (iod, without 
father, without mother, wdiich was the laughing 
slock of the Higher Critics, has been most 
strikingly verified in every particular; for 
among the Tel-el-;Vmarna tablets there is a 
scrie;; of letters from Ebed-Teb King of "Uru- 
sftlem" (another mistake of the critics, who used 
~to tell us that the word "Jerusalem" was iiiri'^ 
known before the time of David) which means 



the "city of Salem," the God of Peace. He de- 
clares that he is u0t,.an<Egyptian governor, but 
a tributary ally of Pharaoh and that he received 

his royal power not by inheritance from his 
father or mother, but through the arin (or or- 
acle) of the "Mighty King" and as the "Mighty 
King" is di.stinguished from the "Great King" 
of Egypt he can only mean his God. He is in 
fact priest as well as king. Once more it used 
to be brought forv.'ard :is an argument for .the 
imtrustwortbinoss of the i'ook of Genesis that 
Avhereas in tlie story of Joseph the butler of 
Pharaoh was described as pressing grapes into 
Phsiraoh's cup, there were in fact no grapes in 
Egypt. Buj: it is the criticism and not the text 
that is untrustworthy ; for a few years a.go a dis- 
covery was made, I think by Sir ('iardiner Wil- 
kinson, of a number of tombs called the "Tombs 
of the Sheikh Abd-cd-Kurna" in the hills to 
the south west of Thebes, among them is Ihe 
tomb of Soiincfer the "Overseer of the Garden 
of the God Amen" the roof of which tomb is 
covered by a painting of a vine whose leaves 
and graceful tendrils spread in every direction. 
Instances of thi.s kind might be multiplied ten- 
fold, for its Professor Sayce says "The liternture 
of Higher Ci-ilicisni is strewn with the ahanduii- 
ed and falsiiied theories of the critics." .And 
only two years ago he wrote "While 1 h;i\c 
been struck with the iniinenst? atlvance of in our 
archaeological knowledge I have been equally 
struck with another fact. Every advance in 
archaeological knowledge has been in favor of 
tradition and against the subjective conclusions 
of the "higher criticism.' In no single case have 
the so-called 'critical' theori(>s hi^en confirmed; 
on the contrary, wherever I he)' could be test- 
ed by archaetjiogical discover)' they ha\'e been 
Ijroved lo be groundless," ( )iie wonders that 
with sucli a record behind them the Higher 
Critics have, not begun to have scjnie doubts of 
the vaUdity of the arguments which have led to 
such lame conclusions. Apparently not; for 
they gaily ^ repeat them in new editions and 
hooks without so far fls-f know the least hint of 
their proved imtntsl worthiness ; and it is by ar- 
guments of this calibre that Ihe faith of thou- 
sands is being every day undermined. 

Xow it may be interesting for those who are 
not higher critics lo know what are these ar- 
giimenls, on which these higher critics io\y. 
There are four priuciiuil arguments used by 
till? higher critics aiul they ai'e : i. 'Plie argu- 
ment from silence ; 2. The argument from dated 
words; 3. The argument from tendentious alter- 
ations and 4. The argu'nieht from the religious 
consciousness of the race. 

You will notice Unit theije arguments have all 
on e CO 1 nmon source of weakness ; they are, 
based upon whSit is cilll'^^ a 'single instance,' 
namely upon the internal evidence of the MSS. 
themselves. If 1 am not trying j'our patience 
too long I should like to say a word upon each 
of these. , 

The argument from silence is thus exjilaini-d 
by Professor Margolionth. tln^ Laudian Profes- 
sor of Arabic in the University (jf Oxford: "It 
rei)re.-:ents the following series of syllogism.s. 
Had P> e;-:isted in ilic time of an autlior .A.-'W 
must ha\'e known B. Had .\ kiK)\vn B. he iiui;-!' 
ha\'e mentioned nr cited 1!. Bin .A neither men- 
tions nor cites Pi. Therefore B tlid not r-iist in 
A's time. This argument is use<l lo discredit the 
Book of Daniel in Ihfs manner : The Book of 
Ecclesiasticus was written by one Jesus the son 
of Siruch in about the year 200 B. C. One of 
his best known passages, whii:h is read as the 
first lesson at most colleges on the occasion of 
Ihe Ccjmmemoratioii of Benefactors, is the 44th 
Chapter, which begins "Ld 11s now praise fam- 
ous men"; and thr \'irtnes of Xoali, .Aliralia 111, 
aiul all the princi])al Israelites are pr. iclaimed, 
down lo those of .Simon the Son of (',)ni;is. In 
this list of famous men the iiuine of Daniel 
not occur; but the son of Sirach had he known 
of the Book of Diim'cl, must have nicnliohed 
Daniel among his famous nn'ii : but sinci' he 
does not ineiui'm Daniel it is clear that he could 
not have known of his v.'orh.s. Therefor(.' the 
liook' of Daniid musl lia\'e berii writ ten after 
200 P.. (.'. 'Phis is the argument and Professor 
Margolionth shiwvs how wealc il is. lie notices 
first that l\zvn is omitted .'is well as Danicd ; next 
he proves b_\" an ingcnioir^ but CDiielusive argu- 
ment that the Son of Sirach knew -Daniel ami 
shows where he quotes him; and finally he 
comes to the conclusion that as Ezra and 
Daniel have this in common that their books 
are ]);irtly in .Aramaic and as Xelicmiah iir^isted 
on the Jew Kiieakdng llebrev.', the Son of .Sirach 
may have omilted llu'ir names v.iih Ihe idea of 
]nmishing Ihem for their unfaithfulness \o the 
sacred tongue. 

Another f(jrm of ihe argument from silence 
is the noii-aiipear;uice of ;i particular name in 
secular history. In this form also it is used lo 
discredit the Hook of Daniel. Daniel gives 
Belshazzar as the name of Ihe last King of 
Babylon, while secular history knows only the 
name of Nabonidus and there seems to be room 
for no other. Comparatively reccutl}^ it has 
been discovered "from inscriptions and contract 
tablets" thatNabonidus had a son who bore this 
name Belshazzar and who, to judge from the 
prominent place he has in the inscri])tions, was 
in some way ass(jciiited with his father in (he 
goveniment." Thus the argument from silenci; 
is iiot to be trusted. 

The second argument is that from "dated 
words"; that is from Ihe use or non-use of a 
particular word at a jiarticnlar lime; we have 
had one inslaiice of its weakness in the case of 
the word "shee," in the "Song of Songs." Ai\- 
other instance of its use is in connection with 
the Book of Daniel where the alleged presence 
of the names of Greek instruments in Nebu- 



chadnezzar's Band was held to be proof positive 
of .the Maccabean date of tlie Book; but this 
concUision" is' renderetl nugatory by the ."start- 
ling evidence that has come to light of the early 
date and wide diffusion of a high Greek civiliza- 
tion, and of the continuous intercourse of the 
Greeks with other countries from remote 
times." Thus an argument from "dated words" 
is liable at any time to be found to be mislead- 
ing- 

' The third argument from 'tendentious alter- 
ations" occupies a large space in' Biblical criti- 
cism. It is of this, nature: "It is found that the 
author of the Chronicles makes the pious Kings 
oI)S(>rve certain institutions which the author of 
the Kings makes them neglect; it is inferred 
that tjie i^urpose of the Chronicler is to inak'o 
these ))ious kings act in acordaiice with the por- 
tion of the Peniateuch called the "Priestly 
Code"; whence it follows (of is thought to fol- 
low) that the introduction of this code comes 
between the composition of the Kings and that 
of the Chronicles." I think it will be seen at 
once how precarious such an argument is de- 
pending as it does on the condition of mind of a 
man of whom we know nothing; and l^rofessor 
.Margolionth shows that the argument is un- 
t rustworlliy in a case which rests not on infer- 
ence Init on written .\lSS. 

'Phi' last argument is that by a certain date 
the religious consciousness of the race could not 
have risen to a certain height, and that there- 
fore the narrative in which this abnormal re- 
ligiousness is mentioned is relegated to a date 
when in the -opinion of the critics the tide of 
reHgious consciousness may be supposed to 
have risen to the recpiirod elevation. But this 
is an argument that as I said simply begs thi; 
(|uesiion. P'or if God did rc^veal himself to Abra- 
ham and speak to Moses "as a man speaketh to 
his friend," then it is absurd to talk about a low 
level of religious consciousness in respect of 
them as though they were dimly groping their 
way from polytheism upwards. 

These four main lines of argument are those 
that have been principally relied on by the pre- 
vailing school of Higher Critics ; and thoy jiave 
been tried by the certain discoveries of archae- 
ology and again and again and again have beftn 
found wanting, and both the arguments theili- 
selves and their rcstilts — the soi disant "certain 
results" of modern criticism — are alike being 
relegated to the' dust heap of abandoned theo- 
ries. "I'or the archaeologist," says Dr. Sayce, 
"the question is now closed. Just as 
anthropological science destroyed the 
lieautiful . picture of the primitive 
"Aryan" community "which the methods 
of literary philology had ' iinported into lin- 
guistic science, so the grammarians' picture of 
early Hebrew life, with its ignorance of writing 
tmd law, and its sijiritual development after the 
p;itli'rn of a twentieth-century European, has 
lieen swept awa\' by archaeological research. In 
another half-century Elchist and Yahvist, "P. 
and Q.," the Redactor, and all the other auto- 
mata of thei"Rainbow Bible" will haye been 
delegated by the OJd Teltament Scholar to that 
limbo of forgetfulness to which the archaeo- 
logisL^has a|rea'dv consigned them." Yes; and 
there' will conic^not the formation, it already 
exisTs, — bur the general acceptance of a new 
School of Biblical criticism, which is reven.'iit, 
not blatant, constructiN'e not destructive, based 
on facts iii't o\\ theories, truth-seeking iifjt 
trill h-evaiiing, which welcomes new light instead 
of ignoring it, whose "certain results" will bo 
found to be verified and not falsified by every 
fresh archaeological discovery. 

Such a criticism will find for us the true sourc- 
es of the Biblical narratives and will divide the 
Pentateuch not into the artificial divisions of 
J K, P. K, and D, and each one multiplied over 
and (.n'cr ag:un, hut into its f)ro])er elements, 
the- Babylonian Canaanite, P'doinite, l'*.gyi)tian , 
the .\lo^;iic Lawbook", the .Mosaic Ritual Poole, 
the .\Io-aic Recapitulation; each one giving a 
first-hand acci)init of the events it records, and 
aft(>r the oriental plan iticorporated by some edi- 
tor into a collection of- Books. Now there is 
nothing in a criticism of this kind that need 
militate against the supernatural origin of tin; 
religion of Israel, lint if il is triu', as we are 
told b)- Ciraf and the .Higher Critics generally, 
that the Pentateuchal Criticism is Ijound to re- 
main uncertain and \s'averiiig Ijll it has grnsp- 
i d the pi istexilic origin of the Levitical Legis- 
lalion; or if il is true that the Second Is.'iiah, 
w ho has hatl the profoundest religions influence 
upon men of every age, when he claimed as he 
did again and again to foretell future events; 
when he declared that his former predictions 
had come In pass; and that as a sign of his su- 
jieriority to the false prophets: when he dis- 
tinctly declared his fore-kno\vl(.'(lge of the name 
of L'}Tus to i)e ,1 tremendous inirach' wrought 
in order that the whole world from l'"ast lo 
West might know that ^'ahveli was the only 
God (Isaiah XIX. 4-6) was siini)ly an imposler 
who lived after the events which he pretended 
to predict, then it is idle to speak about the 
Bible being in any sense inspired of God ; for 
while the oriental custom of incorporating 
ancient docuinents into a narrative is by no 
means incompa'tible with inspirn lion, the exist- 
ence of forgeries, or pious frauds or gross aun- 
chronisnis is plainly incompatible with it. 

I'ov this is Ihe ultimate question — the only 
one that is of vital importance. "Whether," as 
Professor Orr says, "the Pli])lo is primarily a re- 
cord of man's thoughts of God or of what God 
has done and revealed of Idimsclf to man." 
"Whether its basis is 'thus and thus thinks 
man or thus and thus hath God said or done.'," 
Whether in fact there has ever been such a 
thing as a Revelatjc.h of God. 

And I wish t9i 'place on • record my earnest 



conviction that so far as my examination of the 
position- and: aijguments of the,»Higher -Critics 
have gone, I have found'no argtiment sufficient 
to shake my early belief that God did reveal 
himself to Noah, Abi-aham, jMoses and the 
Prophets, or that "Holy men of old spake as 
they were , moved by the Holy Ghost."

DRUDGERY OF MUSIC 

When an interviewei^'who had put to Kube- 
lic a question as to the number of hours a day 
he practiced, was ans^vereii, "Practically all rny 
waking hours," it is probable tliat the interro- 
gator, as well as others who heard the reply, 
thought the response a bit of artistic exaggera- 
tion. Yet there is much evidence to sustain Ku- 
belik's assertion. 

Paganini, the greatest of all violinists, was 
<;ompelIed by an avaricious father to practise, 
twelve or fourteen liours each day. So wearied 
did Paganini become of this drudgery that for 
several years he actually laid aside the instru- 
ment over which, lie had such consummate c m- 
trol and chwoted himself lo agricultural pur- 
suits. This period of musical disgust soon passed 
however, and the \'iolinist again turned to his 
hard work', and lo such good puriiose that there 
was nothing written for the violin, no matter 
what its technical difficulties might be, that he 
was not able to play. Late in his life Paganini 
gave over his practising, for the reason, .it is 
said, that he then played only his own compo- 
sitions. 

A saying of Ruheiistcin's indicates concisely 
the importance of unwearying practice, — "vShould 
1 not practice for a day, 1 know it : should I miss 
two days, iii}' friends know it; and should I miss 
three days even the public knows it." 

Joachim, another violinist, during his 
student days was an inmate of the 
house of his master, and it was 
largely due to the inexorable demands 
to practice that the teacher laid on him 
that Joachim was enabled lo attain his proud 
position. The room wherein the pupil practiced 
was without any window, but had a glass panel 
in the door. If the sound of Joachim's violin 
ceased for a moment during the 'hours set apart 
for practice, then could be seen the scowding 
face of the instructor peering through the pan(^l. 
Joachim practiced one composition — the diffi- 
cult Beethoven Concerto — for over sixty years. 

Mendelssohn has left an interesting obser- 
vation touching his arduous hours of practice. 
Speaking of certain recitals he was giving on the 
organ, he said. "I became so interested in rriy 
work that whole days passed like hours. I prac- 
tised pedal passages to such an extent that the 
act of walking along the street actually trans- 
formed itself into a fugue, so auljpmatic hadjiny 
movements become.' . 

With regard to his practising, Paderewski 
entertains some odd notions, one of which is a 
pencliant for a nocturnal runriing of the .SiCales. 
The great Pole has been known to spend the 
whole night in achieving perfection in one or 
two runs (Jf a composition he is studying. 

Paderewski has said that the greatest foe a 
musician has to fight is the feeling of satiety 
that is sure to oppress him should his work be 
not well apportioned. Each season the Pole finds 
that he must acquire some twenty new composi- 
tions. So hard docs he work at these that nt the 
conclusion of his short tour he cannot endure to 
hear a single bar of any of them. Like many 
other musicians, he is saved from inaction only 
by the acquirement of novelties. 



NEW DEPARTMENT AT A.-Y.-P. 

The Department of Exploitation of the Al- 
aska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition opened the De- 
piartment of E.ducation on Alonday, July I?th. 
'Phis is die first time such a department has 
been attempted l)y any exposition, and the 
early attendance gives promise of gratifying 
results. 

Miss Anna R. Miller, of the West Seattle 
school, and Miss Elizabeth Carey, formerly of 
the South Seattle .schools, were appointed 
teachers for the opening day. The attendance 
was so large that I\lr. Jas. A. A\'ootl found it 
necessary to name a third teacher to care for 
the school children presenting themselves tO 
lake advantage of the course of instruction. 

'Pile classes will be conducted daily, and 
are open to the jmpils of any schools of the 
Northwest There is no expense incurred 
other than the customary admission, and any 
pupils desiring to take advantage of the Oppor- 
tunity may do so by ])resentiug themselves at 
room 8 of the .Auditorium liefore lo a.m. 

l-'rom the .Xuditorium the children will be 
conducted to the various exhibits, and these 
will be studied under direction of the teachers 
ap]joinled. The different (lei)artments of the 
United States Government Builditig, the man}'- 
foreign, state, county, mineral and civic ex- 
hibits will all receive careful attention and 
study. A schedule has been arranged where- 
by many of the best, moving picture shows and 
all panoramas may b^ visited. Special demon- 
strations have hcenj.p|;ovjded by the manage- 
ment, and the officials ahdrCxhibitors arc co- 
operating with the movement and will make 
the classes as valuable and instructive as ' pos- 
sible. 

Children belonging to the educational 
classes wdll be given a button ba'.lge, and the 
classes wdll be dismissed at ^2.t,o. Many of 
the Pay Streak attractions having special edu- 
cational features wdll either admit the super- 
vised' classes free, or a small charge will be 
asked in some instances. 
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• "The sea, the sea, the open sea, the wide, the 
blue, the ever free." ' 

Tliesc words were graven on memory by 
frequent repetition in my first copylaook, now 
many years ago. iMucli has liappencd and 
mighty cliangcs, have taken phice ^\•ithin the 
long intervral, hut the wide waters remain, and 
must remain, "the ever free." It is often not 
realized that the seas constitute the protection, 
the stronghold, the encircling hond of British 
supremacy. Apart from other and vital consid- 
erations, the open sea must he maintained, if 
only for the sake of our own commerce anil the 
commerce of the world. In this fcspect the 
navy may lie regarded not as a mere instrument 
of war, hut as the marshalled police of the great 
waters, placed there to keep open passage for 
every peaceful sail, and to safeguard the vast 
industry and interest of the world's sea-traffic. 
Let .confusion or conflict intervene here, and 
commercial, nay, national ruin would be inevit- 
able. 

There is growing up a vigorous and whole- 
some conviction, to which impetus has recently 
been given by the actions and declarations of 
King and statesman, thai the navy shoidd he 
rigorously eliminated from the domam of parly 
politics, and tliat consistency and coiitinuity of 
policy should be absolutely assured. The 
strength of the empire, both in a commercial and 
military sense, lies mainly in our supreme sea- 
power, guarding our own interests, and making 
it plain to all others (that in this respect we are 
invincible, and also thereby reducing to a mini- 
mum the temptations to attack or invasion. 

It is well to perceive ck'arly at the outset the 
relative positions. liesides Dreadnoughts, of 
which Great Britain will possess by 1912 16 (or 
20) and Germany 13 (or 17), we have since 1893, 
launched 40 battleships with a tonnage of 598,- 
000, against Germany's 20 ships with a tonnage 
of 241,000. 

It has becji rightly said that it was not ships 
and guns which won the battle of Trafalgar, 
but the men who fought on the ships and man- 
ned the guns. Compared with the rival country 
:in men of all grades we have a two and a half 
power standard — 120,000 against about 50,000 
for Germany ; all trained from youth in the ser- 
vice to which their lives are devoted. Speaking 
in the house of commons twelv(! months ago, 
with ap]iroving response from all sides, our 
foreign minister used these words: "We have 
settled by agreements, which are known to the 
world, certain causes df dispute, removing pos- 
sibilities of friction between its and the powers," 
adding these assuring words : "Having made 
th(>m I am willing to give the utmost guarantees 
that we shall use them for mutual advantage 
of ourselves and the other countries with which 
we are concerned." Answering, the other night, 
a question, he reminded the house that tlie par- 
liament of this country exercised more constant 
control over foreign policy than was usual in 
foreign parliaments. A high military authority 
has thus summed all up: "It will be obvious to 
every one that in a scattered and oceanic empire 
united by the highway of the sea, this highway 
must be safe, for if it is not, neither goods nor 
troops can pass along it in security, and conse- 
quently neither commerce nor war cm he con- 
ducted with success." 

Beyond the naval provisions and in supiile- 
ment of them, we have a strong regular army; 
and we are reliably marching on to a terri- 
torial force of over 300.000, the very elite of 
Britisli industry, administered by the elite of 
county magnates, both sections devoting their 
time and ability to the service of King and 
country with loyal hearts and willing hands. At 
no distant date there will bo added a territorial 
reserve of 100,000; all free, yet mider strict mili- 
tary discipline, equiiijied and trained by the 
, state, prepared and preparing for home defence, 
a real citizen army. 

Our internal and exlernal — conmiercial and 
militar}' — supremacy iinist always be togetliei-; 
the interests arc so inlimatch- interwoven that 
they cannot be adei|iialely dcall witli ajiart. The 
magnitude of the \ alues invuh-eil inalses almi)>t 
unlhinkible e\-en tlieir temporar\- iiiterru]iti()n. 
The gross value of British imports from all 
countries for [908 was £593,000,000, the re-ex- 
])orts amounting to ,£79,000,000; on the other" 
side, the gross value of exports from Great 
Britain was £377,000,000; all largely consisting 
in exchange of materials, wliich form ilie back- 
bone of industri.'U prosperity. The most recent, 
statistics show that tlie total wihie of tlie trade 
of the em])ire for exports reachi'fl the huge smn, 
which the mind ran hardly grasp, of £1,520,- 
000,000, vastly larger than that of an_\- other 
country, a connnandiiig factor which gives us, 
in every sense, a dominant position. As deeply 
afTesting ourselves — as well as others — it has to 
be recalled that the trade of the empire with 
foreign countries is over 70 per cent, of its to- 
tal trade. 

To protect the imperial asset, we have to 
expend, on defensive forces between £qo,ooo- 
000 and £ 100,000,000 sterling, much more than 
any other single country expends upon its naval 
and military forces. In return for this exendi- 
ture we accept with e(|iianimity the absolute 
security which for nian\' \ears we have enjoyed. 

These impressive facts and tigiu'es are many- 
sided in their application and influence: thev 
ajjpeal to self-interest and affect both individual 
and, collective prosperity; they constitute the. 
commercial, lifcrblood of the countries concern- 
ed; -and .as the British contributions, both to 
and •from, arc .practically essential to the pros- 
perity and development of our countries, there 
is given to US' an overpowering supremacy 
which is everywhere recognized, and which can 



be regarded not only as an element of power, 
but also as a hond of peace. This economic 
factor is paramount ; the country is readily re- 
cognised abroad as the "big brother," with in- 
numerable and invaluable trade links, large and 
small contractual engagements between man 
and man or firm and firm ; between country and 
country. 

Our wide-extending and complex banking 
relations, and inexhaustible resources in sub- 
scribing to foreign loans and foreign enterpris- 
es — in a word, the magnitude of the monetary 
interests which ISritish capitalists control, all 
tend largely to extend our reputation and influ- 
ence with rivals, making them realize that the 
sustenance of their industries and the very ex- 
istence of their governments are in no small de- 
gree bound up in friendship with the readily re- 
cognized "big brother," 

This country may not always shine in deft 
dililomacy, hut recent international negotiations 
have been signally successful and have helped 
to restore our reputation in thai respect. l'"or all 
this, it is admitted on cverv hand that we are 
chiefly beholden to the foresight, judgment, and 
promptitude in action of Lulwarcl In this 

country the laws provide that all treaties have 
to be made by the king, who has played his part 
in momentous international transactions with 
rare tact and stn-])assing ability. Bchinfl or 
alongside the guiding hand, our statesmen have 
displayed their readiness and capacity in adjust- 
ing our own interimtional difficulties, and also 
the s(n-ious, sometimes threatening innecine dif- 
ficulties of others. 

There are few who fully comprehend what 
has been accomplished in this direction within 
recent years. A very tangible outcome of Brit- 
ish power is seen in the numerous alliances for 
specific purposes made by the foreign office — 
whose responsible function it is to carry out 
these delicate arrangements — on behalf of the 
government for the tune being with other gov- 
ernments. Going back for only three years, we 
find that formal agreements have been entered 
into for mutual benefit to the number of nearly 
twenty — such as the Algeciras agreement with 
regard to Morocco ; the Anglo-Russian agree- 
ment with regard to Persia; Thibet, and Afghan- 
istan : agrcenienis with the French government 
regarding the New Hebrides, with the German 
government as to our respective frontiers in tlie 
neighborhood of Lake Tchad and Lake Vic- 
toria Nyanza, with the Anglo-French boun- 
dary between Lake Tchad and the Niger, with 
the governments of Turkey and the Congo 
Slate as to the delimitation of frontiers in Egypt 
and the Anglo-Egyptian Soudan, witli Abys- 
sinia as to the delimitation of the frontier' of 
British East Africa and Uganda, with the Unit- 
ed States government as to the demaVcation of 
the Canadian frontier, with the governments of 
France and Spain as to the status quo in our 
own respective interests in that part of the 
jMcditerranean and Atlantic with the govern- 
ments of France, Germany, the Netherlands, 
Sweden and Denmark as to the status quo in 
our respective interests in the North Sea, with 
the governments of France, Germany, Portugal, 
Spain and the Congo Slate, putting further re- 
strictions on the importation of arms into Equa- 
torial Africa, with the French and Italian gov- 
ernments for the maintenance of the status quo 
in Abyssinia, and for the regulation of the traf- 
fic in arms on the Somali coast; the general ar- 
l)ilration convention between the United King- 
dom and the United States; the renewal of a 
fi'i-U^er jieriod of five years of the arbitration 
treaty with l'"ranee ; the conference at Brussels, 
to revise the regulations instituted under the 
Brnss(>ls act_ for the restriction of the liquor 
traffic in y\frica ; the conference on the opium 
traffic; commercial treaties with Servia and Bul- 
garia : and the renewal of the sugar convention, 
subject to the recovery of our freedom to import 
as much sugar as is sent to us from any other 
country whether a bounty is given or not. 

This is surely a record in imperial consolid- 
ation and lea(lershi[j which asserts our moral su- 
jjremacy, and which cannot be ignored or ovor- 
esti)ii;ited ; there is, besides, the compensation 
all or ne.arl)- all emamiteil from, or origiii- 
aterl with, our own siile, and were welcomed bv 
the other side. 

In this relation wliat may seem to be a small 
incident occurred the other day.- .Amidst an 
enormous crowd of all classes and grades, the 
king was seen, after a certain event, walking 
freely anmng the peo])le, who were cheering him 
vociferously, an indication of the confidence and 
of the devotion wdiich are, undoubtedly, a 
source of strength to the empire, as the world 
percei\-es that on every oppt)rtunity the peojile 
demons! rale thai they are in full sympathy with 
the actions of their ."-Sovereign. 

At times sections in this country, as in 
others, are temi)orarily struck with, panic; they 
sec, or say, that new international dangers and 
disasters are imminent; that the navy is neglect- 
ed and the army down ; and that w'e are unpre- 
pared to defend our shores. It jnay be that 
these outbursts serve some i)urpose in calling 
special attention to our national defences— or 
lack of them — ami thereby causing competent 
investigations to he made, with a view to any 
needful amendment. lint this giving to pos- 
sible enemies wh.al is always found to he a false 
or ex;igger;ited imi)ressi(ni as to otir allegi^l de- 
fencelessness, is, to put it mildly, scarcely gal- 
lant and may even be a lemiiiat'on to some ag- 
gressive rival to come oyer in the blind hope of 
possessing the land. But it can be fairly said 
that, generally, this country maintains' an atti- 
tude before the world at once calm, dignified 
and strong. ' 

VVe have the reassuring certainty that there 



is steadily growing up, in spit c of all that may 
be said or seen to the contra ry, a thoroughly 
sane imperialism — 'a purely democratic move- 

anent, a constructive policy working through the 
ordinary channels of politics Eii free communi- 
ties, essentially of the same ctiaracter as the 

' movements which in the past federated the 
American .States after the revolution, and which 
created the IDoniinion of Cannda forty years ago 
or the Australian Conmionwealtli in the last de- 
cade, or th(! movement for uniting South 
Africa.' (The Timer., :May 24, 1909^) 

Full of significance aj'e our fri<'ndly relations 
with the United States of Aincrica. There are 
some on both sides of the water who regard 
these with indifference and who in writing and 
speaking seem disposed to interrupt them and 
to create in their place mutual antagonism. At 
a recent meeting in connection -with National 
Defence an expert journalist and war-liistorian, 
referring to the old Two-powc^r Standard, said: 
"For every pound the allies put down we put 
down one guinea. For every ship they launch- 
ed we launcheil a biggm- and bclti.'r one. Do we 
enjoy the same ach'aiilages of g-rcater wealth and 
industrial strength over the powers that are 
coming to the front, and cleiuiy showing their 
ambition of contesting the command of the sea ? 
I mean of course Germany and the United 
States." Again — "In any case, no statesman 
has the right, whatever the drciimstances, to 
stake the existence of his coiLiitry on the hope 
that the friendship of a foreign country will con- 
tinue indefinif-cly." No dodbt since its war with 
Spain, America has taken a new and wider view 
of its own defences, but it caixiiot be either our 
inrtcetsf shrdl cmfwy etaoi shiul C^IFW shrdl 
interest or our duty to assume that the extend- 
ing of its national defences inA'olves hostility to 
the country with which it is 131 cordial alliance. 
To do or say that which might tend to awaken 
suspicion and hostility is assuredly unwise, un- 
necessary and unpatriotic. H^ippily, responsible 
leaders denounce and repudiate all such offens- 
ive insinuations. During the recent discussion 
in the house of connnons tho prime minister 
made it clear that the United States were not 
in his calculations, and at Icn-st one of his pro- 
minent colleagues has publidj declared that it 
is not the policy of the gdvermaeat to take the 
navy of the United States into consideration 
"because we do not bolieve that there is any 
reasonably probable,' nay, hiinianly conceiv- 
able combination against tliopc.icR and freedom 
of the British peoplii^' which voiilcl include the 
navy of the United States." Fjt our people ra- 
ther look at strengthening friendship with a 
race of one blood, one language, and over- 
whelmingly one faith.^ , No mean authority — the 
Scoto-American whose limitlesss public benefac- 
tions include the "Palace of Peace" — ^has de- 
clared that the two great English-speaking 
races, united for strictly defcn sive purposes and 
for the promotion of friendly alliances, could in 
the best sense dictate to the world. Speaking 
the other day to the diplomatic representatives 
of many countries. President Roosevelt said : 
"in the larger aspect, your i iiterests and ours 
are identical. Your problems and ours arc in a 
large part the same ; and as wc strive to settle 
them I pledge you herewith 011 the part of this 
nation the heartiest friendship and good will." 

It is, conclusively, the higjliest obligation of 
both countries to work togetlier in confidence 
and harmony, and for politicians, as well as the 
press, to zealously promote every agency calcu- 
lated to enhance the friendship and strengthen 
co-operation in all that miikcs for peace and 
the common ])ros])erity. Even more significant 
;ind authoritative is the declaration of Roosevelt 
in his first contribution as irssociale editor of 
the famous New York jouriiiLl, The Outlook. 
"The fact," he asserts before tilie world, "thai all 
really patriotic and far-sighted Americans insist 
that hand in hand with a policy of good-will to- 
ward foreign nations should go the policy of 
the upbuilding of our navy, is often interpreted 
by well-meaning but short-sig-lited men as being 
provocative of war. Of the two assumptions the 
first is utterly unwarranted, iincl the second is 
the direct reverse of the trittli." And, with 
cli.'iract eristic force, he adtls tins prisgnant ut- 
terance: ".'V strong navy is tlie surest guaran- 
tee of |)eace that .America ciiii ha\'e, and the 
ehea|)est insurance against wstr that L'ncle Sam 
can possibly i)ay." The res[^oasible .American 
press ridicules tiie handful of alarmists -on both 
sides, and while deeming any formal alliance, 
offensive or defensive, unnecessary, unanimous- 
ly endorses the continued unity and solidarity 
of the great Anglo-Americiia races. 

Two events of strangely siig-gestive import- 
ance take place in England this year. There is 
the first conference of the imperial press, in- 
tended to bring into active touch with the mo- 
ther country tho men who express, guide, in- 
spire or control public opinion in every part of 
llie P.ritish dominions. Wc have also the In- 
ternational press conference, which brings from 
over twenty different countries the chosen dele- 
gates of many thousands ol organized joiu'nal- 
ists in evoiy country of Europe, with representa- 
tive confreres from different iwrts of America. 
Such gatherings help directly b consolidate the 
empire and to strengthen feelings of fraternity 
and mutual concernment between the peoples of 
every civilized country. It liitsbcon the writer's 
]n-ivilego to take an active pari in promoting 
such intorcommunicntioi), an<!it can be confi- 
dently testified that the British elements 
have in general been cordiilly welcomed and 
have exercised amongst all tlic nationalities a 
binding and hcncficient .sway, The pioneer of 
all this organizing and bring-ing into active as- 
sociation and sympathy representatives of the 
^ress,. is' the Institute <if Journalists 



— wdiosc royal charter embraces every 
part of the empire and as bear- 
ing significantly on the theme herein 
discussed, a late prime.minister addressing one 
of the early meetings, made this frank admis- 
sion: "Whilst we statesmen have been talking 
imperial federation into the air, you journalists 
have gone and done it." 

f^he situation — imjjerial and international 
— is replete with interest and instruction. In 
national expansion, in war, in commerce, in 
finance, in sport, and in every sense which 
means true greatness, Britain occupies a place 
of supreme, indisputable and boundless influ- 
ence. But let us not forget that the highest 
statesmansiii]) and inilitary genius arc needed 
emphatically at the present time of widespread 
unresl and of testing questions the settlemicnt 
of wdiich demands a strong right hand. Can avc 
continue, with e\er ex[Kmding necessities, to 
maintain this unique and all-permeating su- 
premacy? Looking fairly and squarely at all 
the facts and conditions, there is no cause for 
anxiety; only need for clear outlook, constant 
\vatchfnlness, and making sure at every turn 
that we are abundantly prepared for all reason- 
able retjUirements and possible emergencies. 
There must also he amongst the people a true 
spirit of patriotism, union, loyalty and self- 
sacrifice. Thus armed, this country can face 
the future with confidence and courage. 

A wider view suggests itself. If we take 
the historical development since the middle 
ages, the outstanding feature of the situation 
in which England has found herself, and which 
her statesmen have grappled, is wdiat may be 
summed up as the division of peoples and ter- 
ritories into "nations." Academic discussions 
as to "universal empire" — a world-wide state 
or federation of states — have taken place, but 
this other side reveals that one fundamental 
fact remains, and that the fact is "nationalism." 
It may be asked — How do the statesmen of the 
nations maintain the identity and rights of 
their slate as such? The answer is — By adopt- 
ing as the guiding principle of their statecraft 
a revived interpretation of the policy of Mach- 
iavelli as expounded in The Prince, his immor- 
tal creation. Machiavelli, the ingenious and 
brilliant Florentine diplomatist of four cen- 
turies ago, was the chief exponent of the sep- 
arate exislence of nations, or it may be said 
now, "empires." His main doctrine may be 
thus stated: That in great historic develop- 
ments (as at the birth of nations or the elabor- 
ation of complex diplomatic situations, or, it 
might be, the readjustments after wars), the 
orclinary rules of morality cannot be held as 
binding. The sole duty of our national states- 
men, as argued, is first to secure the condi- 
tions, within his own state, in which civiliza- 



tion and morality can thrive. Outside that, 
whatever consequence ma}^ be involved, justice 
will sanction. The .extreme doctrine of the 
"nation first and always," and as the- ultimate 
aim of a statesman's policy, recognizes no ab- 
solute rule of mutual duties or obligations 
amongst the various states. Force must rule, 
but force, it is held, need not be mere brutality. 
Every act that tends to make a nation strong- 
its knowledge, its ntechanical skill, its ability 
to organize industry, its energy and capacity — 
will contribute to its force and power, the cry 
for. "efficiency" being intended to make the na- 
tion's force more effective. Applying this to 
modern conditions, the statesmen to wdiom the 
welfare of one nation is entrusted arc not war- 
ranted in spending its blood and treasure for 
any merely sentimental or idealistic purposes, 
no matter how inspiring it may all be ; tiie aims 
of statecraft must rather be, in logical sequence 
solely to further the real, vital national inter- 
ests of their own people ; and that, only where 
these interests are clearly to be advanced is a 
sacrifice of national resources justified. 

This policy has been often and vigorously 
controverted as narrow and self-seeking; it has 
been long discarded in theory, but too often 
acted upon when critical circumstances arise- 
in times of war and revolution. The opposite 
of such policy has been embodied in all Brit- 
ish inter-connnunications, arbitration treaties, 
and in the peace apliances formulated and fo- 
cussed at The Hague, But higher ideals are 
before us, and more effective efforts are per- 
sistently made to reduce them to action and to 
realize that love which casteth out fear. In 
South Africa our forces fought and crushed a 
brave race, and then" we hastened to give them 
back their country with a free self-controlling 
constitution. America captured distressed and 
oppressed Cuba, and speedily made it practic- 
ally an independent republic, as will be done 
with the Philippines in due season. In Turkey, 
the land of deepest darkness and direst tyran- 
ny, there is going triumpnantly forward a na- 
tional revolution for liberty and good govern- 
ment. Although all the extravagant expecta- 
tions may never be experienced, many subtle 
and dangerous misunderstandings have ' been , 
settled at the palace of peace, and many more 
will follow. There is, indeed, much to inspire 
fresh hope for the near ftiture ; the mills- of 
God grind slowly, but they do grind ; the morn- 
ing of full fruition may dawn amidst startled 
surprise ; in spite of the clouds, already we may- 
discern empires supreme because of their moral 
strength, their fair and honest intentions, thcir 
reverence for truth and right, theij- honorable 
aspirations after universal brotherhood, and . 
their transparent desire to maintain and extend 
everywhere th'e eternal principles of justice.* 



DECLINE OF READING ALOUD 

"The number of volumes of fresh poetry 
published is increasing year by year, and the old 
I)oets are sold in greater quantity, yet there is 
a general impression that there is less poetry 
read than there used to ho, that the younger 
generation does not have the love for it that 
their ciders had. This impression we believe to 
be correet, and we account for it largely by the 
deline in the habit of reading aloud," says the 
Independcnl. 

'T'or poetry is liascd on sound, and when no 
sound is heard poetry is merely a vexatiously 
audvward way of saying things. There are per- 
sons wdth such strong auditory imaginations 
that they can read a page of music and get the 
same enjoyment out of it as by hearing it play- 
ed, and there arc pcrsoijs of the same type who 
can read poetry silently with as much satisfac- 
tion as aloud, but such gifted individuals arc 
rare, and the}' are getting rarer as the auditory 
faculties are nowadays less developed. 

"The rlecay of the habit of reading aloud 
comes I renn the mnlti])licity of books ami lights. 
Tho fireplace was once literally the focus of the 
family. This was the ase of slor}- telling, of the 
saga. Old and young listened to the monologue, 
their eyes on the flickering flames. Next came 
the time when the lamp was made the centre of 
the circle, usually only a single readjng light 
and but one new book or magazine, therefore one 
reader to several listeners. It was the age of the 
leisurely novel, of the continued story. Some 
books are to be chewed, some are to be Flctch- 
erized to bring out the full llavor. This prac- 
tice of reading together for weeks and months 
the same book gave Ihe family a unity that it 
has since lost, for now the family has no focus. 

"Every member to the smallest reader has 
his individual reading matter as he has his 
individual butter and salt holders. Magazines 
arc cheap, and books can be had for nothing. 
Every rocnn is heatiMl and lighted, and every- 
body in the family is independent. If they all 
eat together once a day it is by a .special effort, 
and to read together is still rarer. Consequently 
there is no community of interest, no common 
theme of conversation. The}' read different 
things, think in different ways and speak in dif- 
ferent dialects. This reduces the imiting bond 
of the family to mutual affection alone, and 
that this is not sufficient to stand the strain 
of the centrifugal forces of the individualism of 
today is becoming increasingly manifest. The 
family needs a new focus."

POISONS MENTIONED BY BARD 

It is one of the penalties of Shakespeare's 
position as a great poet that his words are tak- 
en seriously, says the London Globe. A learn- 
ed doctor in a foreign scientific review has 
been holding an inquisition into the poisons 
mentioned by him. He points out that the 
"juice of c.nrsed hebenon" which Claudius is 
said to have poured into the ear of Hamlet's 
father, is incapable of piercing the tympanum 
of the ear, and, therefore, could not have pene- 
trated the body and poisoned the blood as the 
ghost alleges. 

Again, the narcotic which Friar Laurence 
administers to Juliet was probably either da- 
tura stramonium or mandragora root. The first 
is used by the convicts in New Caledonia wdien 
they wish to rob their companions, but its ef- 
fects do not last forty-two hours, nor anything 
like that time. A scientist wdio experimented 
on himself with mandragora found that intense 
sickness is caused on waking, and this did not 
happen to Jidiet. 

As for the poison which was given to Ro- 
meo, it was probably aconite, or one of those 
mixed poisons of the Borgias wdiich seem to 
have been composed of vegetable alkaloids and 
ptomaine, since it was so remarkably in its ef- 
fects. 

But that is the fault of too serious people; 
they will take everytliing seriously. Shake- 
speare probably knew nothing at all of poisons 
or of narcotics. He was a poet and not a 
chemist, and might, therefore, be allowed the 
usual poetic license.

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Let one who has for any length of time 
been recognized as a Victorian be tempted to 
leave this City o' Dreams, if only for long 
enough to visit tiic Seattle Exposition, and he 
is almost certain to be welcomed on his homc- 
\ coming with one inevitable question. The 
phrasing may vary, but the substance always is 
the same: 

"I suppose you've noticed how the town 
has been going ahead since you've been awa)'?" 
^ This contains no implied nncompliinentary 
IJcrsonal allusion, and you are not really ex- 
pected to answer, although it is quite the usual 
thing to gurgle an exclamatory affirmative 
■ carrying colors of civic pride, amazement, and 
unbounded admiration of Victoria's expansion, 

As you fall into your own little niche in 
the life and work of the city, the changes of 
recent months impress themselves in their re- 
lated significance with greater force, if less 
gushingly, than their enthusiastically admirmg 
advertisers. There is more rapid moveniont and 
greater animation on the business streets, and 
the passing throng therein is larger, more 
volatile and more gaily and strikingly aitired. 
Scurrying motor cars dash here, there and 
everywhere. Real estate agents or operators or 
brokers arc equally omnipresent. There are mul- 
tiplied evidences of building activity in the resi- 
dential quarters, and there has been significant 
expansion of the residence sections in nil of the 
■four directions of the compass. Handsome 
granolithic walks . and smoothly green, iree- 
' punctuated boulevards reach out mto what 
, but a few vears ago were peaceful country fields, 
the favorite basis of the city's dairymen and 
vegetable purvc\ors. There is now a markedly 
individual as well as artistic character in the 
hundreds upon hundreds of beautiful new 
homes, in which the bunjgalow type has some of 
its most charming adaptations on the i^irific 
coast. A hundred peculiarities and individuali- 
ties make the \'ictoria of today vastly different 
from the Victoria of twenty— of ten— or even of 
five years ago. 

For a different city it decidedly is. If it 
were not for the Son'ghecs reserve and the 
Songhees reserve" question, the waterworks and 
the waterworks question, the eccentric retention 
of the occasional one-story shacks of mqdiaeval 
architcctui-al type along the busiest part of Gov- 
ernment street, and n few other seemingly fixed 
features of the city and its life, one might easily 
imagine himself in a new and unfamiliar town — 
a town that is vastly different from the tranquil 
Victoria of a decade since, described as "quaint- 
ly and typically English, while charming in its 
full appreciation of the substantial comforts and 
consolations of. the simple life"— a town respect- 
ed far and wide for its conservatism, its Angli- 
can commercial solidity, and its irreproachable 
credit, wherein the people took life easily, the 
office day beginning at nine at the earliest, and 
golf, gardening, fi,shing, cricket, or a rubber of 
whist at the club being important items in the 
daily round. 

There is a .second c|uestion that is almost as 
certain as the first to greet the homecoming 
citizen. It presents ilselt naturally after he has 
admitted, as he is expected to, the marvel and 
the rapidity of civic change. This question No. 2 
is usually : 

"Well, and what is the greatest change you 
see in the old town?" 

The question might be answered by denial 
that it is "the old town" at all. l'"or is it not 
the passage of m11 that gave Victoria its in- 
dividualism in the bygone days that really con- 
stitutes this greatest change? Is it not tlu! won- 
(h.M-ful transfonnntion of "a typically English 
provincial city," unique and interest-exciting in 
this western world, into a jnore exuberant, 
excitement-seeking, slightly-hysterical Canadio- 
American minor city, in which the visitor from 
east or south within a thousand miles radius 
feels himself quite at home? 

Of course the cli;inge is one in which A'ic- 
torians inkv. pride. There is throughout Aiiicrica 
a sense <jf curiouslv nuense elation in the cein- 
ccntration of a few hundred or a few thousand 
more human beings wilhiti a specified iu'(,'n — 
together with the supplementary multiplication 
of buildings necessary for the housing or the 
employment of these units. But change, to make 
permanently and subslaiUially for the public 
good, should go a little further, compassing 
also growth of ccnnntisrcial, development and 
industrial strength both of the city and of the 
cDtmtrv of which it is a |)art, together with 
imgnieiUalion of the eomiort, education, re- 
iinenient and usefulness to the .State ruid to so- 
ciety of the citizens. Uesirabh' progress is not 
necessarily indicated in increase of population 
unless there is proportional expansion of legiti- 
mate industrial and commercial enterprise. It 
is not always progress that is attested in vastly 
.increased expenditures on handsome houses, 
''which in too many cases the occiiiiants are un- 
'able to afford, but buiUl oii long-tinic paymtmts 
. at usurious interest beciiuse others of llieir 
acr|uaintanco are doing the same. Tlie f)wner- 
ship aiul use of costly motor cars inul similar 
luxuries do not invariably proclaim a perman- 
ently forward civic movement; nor does a mark- 
ed tictivity in business that is distinctly specula- 
tive rather than productive. 
• V The rapid acquisition of fortune is npt always 
a*'gbod thing for the individual. And the same 
principles that make this true as to individuals 
make it equally true for cities or countries, when 
such principles arc given a wider application. 
•-Success in the building up of substantial for- 
tunes by industry, in trade, in exploitation of 
the natural resources of the coimtry, in manu- 
factures, in betterment of the facilities of coni- 
luumcation, is success not only for the pro- 
gressive individual but for^ l,hc country. The

duc^r, and_ thereby more capable of advan- 
tageously utilizing increased population, more 
capable of self-maintenance, more capable of 
])laying a worthy part in the larger world's af- 
fairs. Such success is invariably an excellent' 
practical object lesson, stimulative and inspir- 
ing. 

l-'or, interwoven with the story of such 
success, arc constantly appearing the threads of 
patience, industry, economy, observation, pro- 
bity, sustained application, self-reliance, and 
utilitarian inventiveness — attributes of worth in 
character building as well as in the making of 
notable business success. 

In these days of the New \'ictoria, we hear 
more of the fortunes won as the hazard of dar- 
ing in well-judged speculation than of those 
built up laboriously in the less alluring but 
more reliable highways of sober business. And 
is not the influence of the ne,w order capable 
of being infinitely harmful if not watched care- 
fully, notably in mistaken acceptance by the 
younger generation of the spirit of speculation 
lor the spirit of business? 

On every hand in this new A^ictoria one 
hears not only daily but almost hourly of for- 
tunes achieved by the capricious grace of Luck, 
and without labor or the exercise of special 
business cjuidities. One is told of so many to 
whom wealth has been brought without the 
c.Kcrcise of any of the sterling "business virtues" 
that is there not danger of the boys of today 
gaining the general impression that business, 
as old Victoria knew it, is much too slow and 
plodding for these times? They hear so much 
of fortune winning, and so little of fortune 
earning I 

Is there not a lesson worthy of emphasis in 
the fact that all the major fortunes in Victoria 
are hard-earned fortunes, not haphazard gifts 
of circumstances ? Tlie Dunsmuir millions were 
transmuted out of coal, and the Penibcrton 
fortiuic also to a largo extent. The Say ward 
dollars were made in the timber business, the 
foundations being laid with manifold pioneering 
hardships, met Ayith pioneer's fortitude. The 
Todd bonds and bullion represent long years 
of most strict attention to trade, with rigid 
frugality. The Porter fortune is reminiscent of 
three o'clock' in the morning risings and hard 
work until late at night. D. R. Ker's deserved 
prosperity is the earned reward of enterprise, 
industry and strict attention to specialized man- 
ufacture, advertising and marketing The 
Werlers' — John Arbuthnot's — A. C. Flumerfelt'is, 
— T. W. Patcrson's — W. J. Pendray's — 

But why e.xtend or nuiltiply illustrations?'" 
It is a significant fact that virtually all the 
major fortunes enjoyed in Victoria today rep- 
resent, primarilj', attention to business — 
the applied principles of solid, legitimate busi- 
ness, with hard work for the backbone. 

With the new order of business ethics came 
horseracing as a local industry. As a fine old 
sport, who hears races spoken of today? The 
racing is good or bad or tepidly indifferent, 
according to the betting results. What small 
percentage of returning racetrack habitue.-? 
recount with delight the features of the race 
itself — the speed or stamina of hluehlooded 
horse or the skill of jockey? Is not the bur- 
den of talk after the races invariably of the 
betting-ring results? 

"Father made $150 yesterday playing Ugly- 
and- Worst at 15-to-i," a little girl-student of 
stenography told me a few days since. "And I 
(iroppcfl $10 on Miss Innocence. I ought to 
have known better. I was going to get a new 
coat, too. The coat will have to wait awhile 
now !" 

One doi'sn't hcai- nuich of the many who 
every day lose; their ten or twenty or one or 
two hundred dollars. It's the winners who d(^ 
the shouting. An ambitious youth is inclined 
to be rebellious at the thought of working a 
whole monotonous month for just the siime 
money that might have come so pleasantly by 
simply cashing in a pool ticket after a pretty 
race. 

Modern race meetings are expensive propo- 



sitions — vorj'. Victoria's big race miieting is 
reported a thorough financial success. Whose 
money, in the final argument, makes it so? 

Over in Ati'stralia a few years ago horse 
racing was a national occupation rather than a 
sport. Everyone lived in and for racitig. And 
the betting ring flourished. Tattcrsall's Sweep 
became a marvellous institution, dividing ap- 
jjroximately $1,000,000 monthly — less commis- 
sion and.chargcs — on the blind pool system. The 
people of the land went wild on thi^ attractive 
fo^-m of gambling, until even school children 
of the primary grades clubbed their pennies to 
buy shilling tickets at the nearest broker's in 
the next monthly sweep. 1"hen some practical 
parliamentarian looked into the sweepstake 
business ;ind fotind that a (piarter of a million 
was approximately the connnissioti paid by 
Australians for their lottery idols. If this were 
all, no matter — it was their own money. But 
boys and girls grew up race-mad and betting- 
mad, and business and national development 
suffered. So Australia drove Tattersalls out, to 
find a refuge in Tasmanin, of which state the 
]iropriotors (George .-Vdams' family) are iho 
wealthiest residents, and jirovide the largest 
amiual contribution to the revenues of the J\ey- 
stone state — for what are baldly and plainly 
lottery privileges. 

The United Spates has tried not only the 
Louisiana State lottery, which was as fairly con- 
ducted an institution of the kind as ever was 
promoted, but also racetrack gani|3Hng of every 
sort and kind. And it has been found impera- 
tiV^e to d&s$ such speculation as injurious and 
to prohibit it as criminal in law, such prohibition 
being justified on the contention that gambling 
in all its forms is inimical to public morals and 
legitimate business. 

In what c.Kceptional and unique position is 
the now Victoria, that the experiences of Aus- 
tralia and of the United Stales do not apply? 

The arguments are shopworn that "King 
Edward and tlie best society of I^ngland are 
enthusiastic patrons of the turf" and that "race- 
track betting is recognized and sanctioned in 
British law." Just why a thing if found injurious 
to the country should be immune by favor of 
Royalty or of Fashion is not exactly clear. 
But English racing and betting on English rac- 
ing cannot be considered as parallels with 
American racing in its twentieth century de- 
velopment. In England the race is the thing — 
the horse, the horsemanship, the fashionable 
throng, the romance of history and association, 
and, but incidentally, th^'.'betting. Nowhere in 
England is racing established as a professional 
business proposition, such as a 60 days' meet- 
ing unquestionably is. The classics of the Brit- 
ish turf are one day events, most sensibly dis- 
tributed over various tracks and districts. In- 
variably it is the sport that is the magnet. The 
mass of British bettors lay wagers on their fa- 
\'oritcs to increase their interest in the race ; 
here, apparently, under the American system, 
the running of the horses is merely incidental 
and necessary to a decision of the money win- 
ner^ and losers. Who cares ibr the turning of 
the wheel? Dbes it fal! black or red? The horse 
race of today is poynilar' with its patrons prim- 
arily as a betting vehicle. / 

Nor will it profit one to try and reconcile 
the ])rocesses of reasoning by which a thought' 
ful man can at one and the .same tiine be a 
staunch and zealous champion of the racing 
and race gambling business as at present con- 
ducted and of the Y. M. C. A.'s comprehensive 
plans for the development of good business 
men and sterling citizens out of the boys of to- 
day. 

There is a striking peculiarity that is typic- 
ally that of the lusty West, where energy and 
action arc the watchwords of masterful, ad- 
venturing men: Enthusiasms arc so many, so 
sincere, so loyally supported, and yet so fre- 
quently .abortive. .Associations for the ]U-omo- 
tion of special civic interests, special philan- 
thropies, or special social crusades are born — 
endorsed with emphasi.s as destined to achieve 
incalculably benefici^l^ results— and quietly 
pass away! Too oftcn.'thcy are fads of well 



meaning visionaries for the pursuit of which 
there is no j'jractical justification but which 
obtain countenance primarily through the good 
nature of men of affairs who are themselves 
too busy to investigate the propaganda put 
before them. Too often, too, it is an absence 
of system and complete working information 
that prcdecate disaster. And there has in past 
years been much loss;, of energy^ — which is 
power — through local..'jfealousies, the cities and 
towns of what should be a united British Co- 
lumbia pulling one against another with petty 
denial of the truth all should rejoice in, that 
the country is big enough for all to grow in. 
The births and passing activities of these 
many associations .so typical of the new West 
may fairly be taken as mere ebullitions of na- 
tional youthfulness, in no way a total waste of 
time or money expended thereon, since all ex- 
perience teaches some little wisdom. 

The matter of regret is that all the energy 
expended on these and countless impracticable 
western projects of get-rich-qnick relationshij) 
is just so much lost horsepow^cr tliar might 
with great advantage have been utilized in 
the development of interests capable of mak- 
ing Victoria a great city in the fullest sense 
of the term, and the country back of it a great 
country. ■ • ^ 

The gentle strictures passed on real estate 
.speculation as Victoria knows it today, do not 
apply save in infinitesimal degree to such deal- 
ings as have made some scores of the city's 
old-timers well-to-do or better. 'J'heir dealings 
were not illustrative of the growing tendency 
toward specula,tion on margin, which is . the 
kind of speculation that goes ahead of panic, 
failures, and all the penalties of a deflated 
boom. They bought land and paid for it, to 
hold for the rise in values that their knowledge, 
of and faich in the city and country assured 
them would some day come. Their opera- 
tions \vere business; their rewards well earned. 
It is the gambling in realty on margins that 
may advisedly be specially considered with a 
view to civic as well as individual well-being. 
No matter how solid the town and its ultimate 
position, all speculative ventures must come 
tp the clearing house some time, and the most 
dashing operators then caught short on mar- 
gins arc the heaviest sufferers. 

The change in A^ictoria which impresses 
one most as subject for thought is, perhaps, 
that, rejoicing in rapidly and largely increased 
population and the active buying and selling 
of realty to which this has gvfsn zest, business 
has veered disproportionately toward specula- 
tion rather than sought to keep pace with — or 
■ rather lead — the augmentation of population 
by the development of Victoria's potentialities 
and the resources of the 'phenomenally dow- 
ered country tributary — the Island of Van- 
couver. It is one of the best signs of the 
times that the Development League appears 
to be working on the lines that make for 
solid development! rather than indiscriminate 
booming. So-lpng. as potatoes, vegetables of 
all sorts, dairy\ products, eggs, fruits, the hun- 
dred and one necessities which may be pro- 
duced at home, contimie to be imported from 
California, Oregon or the Eastern Canadian 
markets, an increased population continues to 
be of ultimate benefit to peoples somewhere 
else, when it naturally should benefit our own 
people and tend toward the adequate utiliza- 
tion of our own Island. Aiul so soon as the 
progressive spirit which has electrified thi.s 
once "sad city by the western sea." reaches 
and animates \''ictoria's business life to that 
extent that a full and fair proportion now ex- 
pended on purely speculative enterprises shall 
be divided to the scores upon scores of devel- 
opment and industrial enterprises required for 
the utilization of island resources and the real- 
ization of the Island's destiny, so soon will the 
pcrmaucnc}'- and solidity of Victoria's transfor- 
mation be completed, and this become a greater 
city than ever spe'ciilator dreamed of it becom- 
ing. 

To Victoria, it is true, conditions do not 
apply which would apply necessarily to the 
majority. of new cities.

The subject of speech fright has been dis- 
cussed by the British Medical Journal. Sir 
John Bycrs sends it some interestinff informa- 
tion on the matter. 

".Sir john Bycrs, in an address delivered by 
him to the members of Ihc Literary and Scien- 
tific Society of Belfast on. Jai;. 25, Kjof), and re- 
printed as a pamphlet, disctisses with keen ap- 
])reciation the qualities of the lat(\ Lord Duf- 
fcrin as ;i i)ublic sjioakcr. f'!(>ferring to an ad- 
dress delivered by LoitI Dufferin to the stuflcnts 
(jf Oiu>en's College, Belfast, Sir John Dyers 
gives some o.xtracts which betjr directly on 
speech fright. V\^e reproduce some of them 
here, in the hope that they may be useful to, 
those whose lot it falls to speak in public. 
Lord Duflferin's Experience'. 

"Lord Duflferin said: 'No great orator has 
ever lived who did not feel very nervous before 
rising to his feet. 1 have often seen the legs of 
one of the most elToctive and heart-stirring 
speakers in the House of Lords, to whom thai; 
assembly never failed to listen, shake like an 
aspen leaf during the delivery of the first few 
sentences of his speech (Lord Dufferin told Sir 
John this was Lord Derby); and should the 
young s|3cakcr feel his tongue grow twice too' 
_big,,in_. his jnouth,_ and _c^n'i itself inextricablj'

found one of his canine teeth, he may coiisole 
himself with the conviction that he possesses 
one at least of the characteristic qualities of a 
great speaker.' Lord Dufferin himself was al- 
ways nervous about speaking, and in his later 
yeai's the thought of having to speak lay heavy 
on his mind beforehand. In this respect he re- 
sembled John Bright, whose sistei-. Mi's. Lucas, 
told Sir John Byers that he was always nervous 
when rising to speak, and his friends knew be- 
forehand from his preocctipied manner when he 
was likely to deliver one of his great orations. 

Preparation Needed 
"Lord JJufteriu went on to insist that no 
very good speech was ever made without a cou- 
siderablc amount of preparation; at all events, 
, until long practice had so cnltiyatcd the speak- 
er's faculty as to render the art p{ thinking aloud 
with fervour and precision a second nature. 
Even so, he said, he had heard a I-ord Chan- 
cellor break down and a Prime Minister lose 
the thread of discourse. lie explained that by 
preparation he did not mean le;iriiing a speech 
off by heart, but tlu! saturation of the mind with 
;i knowledge of the subject and then the con- 
struction, not necessarily in writing, but in the 
. niind, of a well-knit skeleton of the argument or 
' exposition ; finally, when out walking, or in the 
"■solitude of one's own room, the lauguuge in 



which the ideas may most fitly be clothed should 
be considered. 

" 'A crowded street,' said Lord Dufferin, 'is 
not a bad arena for this exercise, as it accustoms 
you to abstract your thoughts from outward ob- 
jects, and will render you proof against the dis- 
couraging smile of an over-critical opponent. 
Slnuild you wish to go a step further, and cm- 
body in sound the thoughts that burn within 
you, you can always fall back upon the wander- 
ing stars for an audience. 

A Famous M.P.'s Method of Preparation 
".\ very distinguished member of the House 
of Commons conununicatcd to me years 
ago in the hunting field the plan which he 
adopted, and certainly in his case the result was 
extraordinarily effective. He said that when 
about to make aa important oration he used to 
write down what he intended to say as rapidly 
as he could on. successive sheets of paper, whicl^ 
he threw into the fire the moment they were 
filled, without reading them over. This pro- 
cess he repeated seven or eight titncs, and, as a 
consequence, he found when he repaired to the 
J-louse that, in no sense dependent;: uppl^ili^si 
memory for a sentence, these preliminary;; Ca^n^^^^^^^^^ 
tcrs over the ground to be traversed had sup- 
plied him with a lucidity of ideas to which 
otherwise he migh.t never 'have attained,'" 
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iicss as a place of resort for the well-fb.-do tour-.., 
ist and as a place of resideuce,;for those who 
i'.ave made their fortunes in Ife'ss favored en- 
vironment. Hence, expenditures on parks and 
boulevards, on flowers and promenades, band 
music in abundance, first-class facilities of en- 
tertainment, both indoor and out, . which in 
the majority of young cities might he classed 
cxtra\ agances, are here essential to business~ 
important features of the civic stock in trade. 
And, incidentally, a first-class opera house is 
everywhere admitted lo be a necessity. Whv 
not, then, adopt the Australian system, and 
have that opera house built, owned and con- 
ducted by the city? 'J'he initial expenditure 
niight tnorc economically be provided on the 
city's credit, with acquiescence of the property 
owners^ than. through private enterprise. The 
house, under lease or othjerwise, would be cer- 
tain to return more than sufficient for interest 
and sinking fund. And at the termination of 
the debenture period, the city wnnld have an- 
other valuable and profit-paying asset, which 
would also be a substantial ornament. Is it 
not "worth a thought? 

Because the observations here ramblinglv 
set down have suggested themselves out of 
that second stereotype stock question of the 
day, let it not be surmised that the writer is 
a pessimist or a knocker. He denies to any 
man possession of firmer faith in the future 
of Victoria or Vancouver Island, or fuller ap- 
]M-eciation of their dormant potentialities. Nor 
does he for one moment begrudge the fullest 
recognition, of that typically Western Ameri- 
can spirit of action that is the power of 
present Victoria activity. It is a great and 
an efficient working force. Let it be wisely 
controlled and used for best and permaneiit 
results. The tendency of the times and of 
rapid money-getting is somcAvhat coarsening. 
Men who live in fiercely competitive business 
and for. the dollars become too often soiled, 
sordid and incapable of enjoyment save in the 
feverish quest of yet more dollars. Their 
senses become distorted so that a greasy green- 
back is to them more beautiful than the wild- 
flowers, the blue sky, or the snow on the 
distant mountains; the jingle of a few coins 
seems to them more musical than 'the laughter 
of the mountain stream ; their talk with their 
fellow-man in office, street or drawing-room 
is all of options, turn-overs, mortgages or 
sales ; their reading'is confined to hasty perusal 
of the dailj' papers. Their papers, too often, 
grow slipshod, slangy, uninformative, hysteric- 
ally sensational,, devoid of dignity and • of 
blunted moral sense. The public standard of 
morality declines. People of influence have 
no taste for art or music or the other refine- 
ments of life — for the simple reason that they 
arc living out of touch with the ppet, the 
artist, the cool, clean air of . nature. The pur- 
suit of happiriess becomes ever the pursuit'bf 
excitement and new sensation, and siicceSs in 
such pursuit is usually dreariest diSajipdiht- 
mcnt. ^\'■hat does the Eastern poet say : ■ 

"When man forgets all else in chasing the 
butterfly. Pleasure, the gods are 'sometimes 
cruel enough to let him catch it!''

A Pathetic Note ^• 
There was one pathetic and striking figure 
whom I must not omit, for he attracted a'great 
deal oti th^ attention pf the gathering. ' In a 
corner and stretche'd on a 'long chair wris 'St. 
John Harmsworth. He is the youngest of the 
Harmsworth brothers, who a few years ago 
was almost smashed to bits in a motor acci- 
dent, and still remains helpless and unable to 
move.

'Orie of the really 
greatbusiness men of the House of Commons, 
founder -and chief proprietor of one of the big 
businesses of England, and of a business whicli 
had to be built up from a tiny foundation to 
the gigantic structure it now la, he remained 
for years an Under Secretary with all his vast 
abilities and restless energy and powerful per- 
sonalit}' oclipscd. 

At last he has been put in his proper place 
as a leader of men, and thexhief pf a gigantic 
and difficult task— -the chairmanship of the 
new Port of London Board. To restore order 
to chaos, to control hundreds of officials, to 
restore prosperity and efficiency to the great 
port of the greatest city in the world, and to 
pay a dividend on thirty-eight millions a year 
of capital — here is a labor pf Hercules which 
only a man of commanding character and per- 
sonality ,ppuld even face, and Hudson Kearley 
is the only man I know to whom, I think, such 
a task could be safely committed. And this 
is what a man like him ought to be doing. In 
our political system, where everything ex'cept 
actual capacity has so often to be considered, 
it is a relief to find the right man put in the 
right'' place. 

The World of Commerce 
And as we travelled home I found myself 
getting more closely acquainted with another 
great figure in our world of commerce. The 
"'Budget naturally cariie on for discussion. The 
debate was finally left between Mr. Lloyd, 
Mr. Donald, and Sir John Ellerman. Two 
were Liberals and ardent friends of the Bud- 
get, but the tough Tory was quite equal to 
fight his corner as an enemy of the Budget, 
with even such .strong opponents.

In the House of Commons 
The Prime Minister sat at one table. Sir 
Edward Grey at another. One journalist told 
' me beamingly that he "had sat opposite two 
such notable Imperial figures as Lord Curzon 
and Lord Cromer. And, of course, at the head 
•of the principal table was the Speaker. The 
speeches were few and brief; these poor Co- 
lonials are so occupied during every minute of 
the day that they had to weigh every second 
almost of their time. On such an occasion no 
one could make a happier speech than- the 
Speaker, with that sly humor which helps him 
. ip., his difficult position and so often brings the 
blessed relief of laughter to tense situations in 
the House of Commons. j\rr. Birrell's speech 
,was the success of the gathering. It was 
greeted at every sentence with bursts of de- 
lighted laughter. 

At Downing Street 
The ])roccedings of the next day began 
pretty early for even a Colonial, accustomed 
in his usualh' sunnier climate to early hours. 
Its opening was a breakfast to a large body of 
the-yjsitors at ii- Downing street, the official 
residence 'of Lloyd-George. I would not like 
to have the job, but I would like to have the 
present residence of Lloyd-George. In the 
very heart of London, within a very few yards 
of the Mouse of Commons, with all the thunder 
of the bus}' thoroughfare of Parliament street 
outside. No. ii Downing street is yet like a 
very oasis of perfect stillness in all the ai'id 
desert of noise. 

Its apartments are plain, but vastly 
spacious ;; it lopks out on the pleasant gireen 
and the little lake of St. James's !Park; it has 
a fair-sized garden of its own, and there is a 
beautiful terrace out.side, on which there have 
been many historic meetings of Cabinets, deal- 
in" with historic moments and solemn events. 
You hear, for instance, from the lips of Lloyd- 
George himself the story of one strange, 
checquered afternoon, when the members of 
the Cabinet of Mr. Gladstone; passed the time 
away on this very tcrrace'Hvaiting for the de- 
cision- of the. Geneva Arbitration Tribunal on 
the Alabama question. 

A Place of Memories \ 
There in the corner sat Lord Granville play- 
ing a game of chess, while Gladstone, with his 



disgtisted with it rliat she proposes to form a 
club or association of the red-haired where 
they may meet one another, and find peace.

human nature. But one cannot seriously ar- 
gue, he maintains, that dislike of a particular 
complexion is an innate idea. The fact that 
mankind has always objected to red hair 
should lead us to seek a cause or motive of 
general application. When found it riiay'pi;OVe- 
to I)e rather flattering on the whole. 

1 ne earnest peoples oi wnom we nave 

record were the Egyptiaiis'or the Accads. Of 
the latter there is nothing to -.be said in regard 
to the subject, but the abliprrehcje.of the Egyp- 
tians for red hair Avas almost' a ma,tiia'. Every 
book dealing with them must needs ' allude to 
the matter, for it had consequences. They 
themselves attribute ihcir horror to the fact 
that vSet, who murdered Osiris, had that com- 
plexion; but, surveying the world-wide preval- 
ence of the distaste, we may be tolerably sure 
that "it was -the other way :abput'~thex; gave 
Set rod hair because that was a hateful color. 
A Tainted Race 

The Laws of Meiia forbid a man of caste to 
many a red-haired girl. Ages before, a Vedic 
hymn prayed Jndra to destroy certain enemies 
who Avere "red-haired and uttered frightened 
yells." Chinamen have a shuddering detesta- 
tion of the tint. They used to call foreigners 
"Fan-Gui," red-haired, not ,so much because 
they are fair as because they arc abominable. 
But it Avill be noted that in India and China 
a red-haired native cannot be found, unless of 
foreign stock ; and in Egypt only the abhorred 
caste of shepherds offered samples.. A point 
to be remembered. 

Even Plutarch seldom names the complex- 
ion of his heroes, graver Avriters thought such 
a detail beneath the dignity of history. It is 
significant, therefore, that he mentions the 
red hair of Marius and Sylla, whom he de- 
scribes as most ruthless tyrants. Perhaps they 
were not very red. Giraldus Cambreti§is/Siys 
that Rufus Avas sp called, not becaus^'liis rair 
was rf d— it was flaxen— but because he was 



■ suiilr a thoroughrpaced''--Vi'llairi.; and "he\quotes 
a Latin fable 'which -'eifds, "Monet nos haec 

fabula rufos evitare." ' ' . 

So Judas Iscariot is ahvays represented 
with red hair. One Avould think that our own 
forefathers, when English blood was pure, ■ 
could not be prejudiced against a hue Avhich 
must have been so common. But Alfred him- 
self, most genial of mortals, Avrotc: "The red- 
haired m.an is a rogue, quarrelsome, a thief, the 
king of mischief.", There is a proverb current 
still in No.rth Germany— "Trust; npt a red- 
haired man nor a Swede." 

The objection crops up everywhere — in the 
most unexpected places. A mediaeval doctor 
prescribes "a considerable quantity of a 
healthy young man's blood" for epilepsy — but 
he must not be red-haired. On the other hand, 
the learned Crollius opines that an artificial 
mummy — to be taken in pOAvder^-^-should be 
made, if possible, froth' the .Qorpse of a red- 
haired youth. " • '-''\.*.^ ■■-y^"'-- a' wy' 

■What is the meaning of all thts ? Professor 
Boyle thinks it comes out clearly from the 
evidence cited — in fact, the German proverb, 
coupling a Swede Avith a red-haired man, tells 
the secret. That is the complexion of energy, 
daring, rash and desperate enterprise. .School- 
boys recognize it Avhcn they sa}^ "Ginger for^ 
pluck," But ill old times energy found vent" 
iii raids and quarrels and the "joy of . fight.!' 
The' red-haired led the Avay whenever ^ brave 
deeds were to be done. Legend always told 
that the skin of captured Danes Avere nailed 
on the doors of church?s; science has con- 
firmed the story, and in four cases at least, 
microscopic examination proves that the un- 
fortunates were red-haired. They Avould be 
fearless savages Avho ventured too far, seeking 
blood and plunder — for it can be shown that 
the color was not very frequent among the 
Vikings. But all Europe suffered from the 
Norseman ravages, and in earlier times, doubt- 
less prerliistoric, . fairrhaired barbarians Avere 
constantly 'raiding '^'southward — the red most 
terrible. 

So in Egypt. Of the last great grand forays 
by the Achaeaiis, Sardinians, .Philistines, and 
others avc have full account, and we know they 
Avere fair. Probably the Hyksos themselves 
Avere fair also, since they came fron-\ Syria- 
India Avas ahvays a prey to the fair-haired 
Northerners, and China to the Tatars, among 
whom red hair is comparatively common. 

If Prpfessor Boyle's theory be correct, the 
popular prejudice does not imply disgrace. It 
is a memory of the Avorld's terror for the red- 
haired. 

Many of the greatest men the world has ever 
seen have been of the red, or "ginger" :^haired 
type. Amongst many others might be cited 
Wallace, Bruce, Richard Goeur de Lion, Gen- 



eral Wolfe, MTarshal Ney (who Avas the 
' "bravest of the bra've"), Garibaldi, Sir David 
Wilkie, the great painter, the dashing General 
Custer, of America; Avhile the hair of even the 
great Napoleon himself Avas said to have been 
of ,3; -'reddish" brown color.

«ART AS A BOY ■ • 

Opportunity and luck have played a prom^t^ 
ent part in the success of many men; others 
have lifted themselves from the, ruck by sheer 
hard Avork and patience. To' the latter class be- 
longs Sir Robert Hart, "The Grand Old Man of 
China," who is just now enjoying a AA'ell-earned 
rest after half a century of diplomatic Avovk in 
the Far East. '•. . 

But Sir Robert always was a Avorker. As a boy 
At school he was nick-named "SteAvpot," for so 
great was his passion for study that he Avas in 
the habit of stealing fifteen mimites of his lunch 
hour to work at Hebrew. 

And he Avas ahvays a reasoner — never satis- 
fied until he kncAv the why and the Avherefore 
of matters in Avhich he was interested. .Says Ju- 
liet Brcdon, in her absorbing book on Sir Rob- 
ert Hart, "To the masters he must have been 
something of a trial. 

"One day, for instance, Avhen a certain ma iter 
spoke somewhat sourly and irritably to him. Sir 
Robert then and there took it upon himself to 
deliver him a lecture Avhich, in its calm reason- 
ing, AA'as most disconcerting. 'It is wonderful the 
Avay you treat us* boys,' he said; 'just as if you 
Avere not a little dust and water like the rest of 
us. One Avould think from your manners you 
were our master, whereas you are really our ser- 
vant. It is we Avho give you your livelihood — and 
yet you behave to us in this high-handed man- 
ner.' Naturally this tirade made a pretty row in ( 
the school." - 

All amusing story of Sir Robert's first school 
is also told by the authoress of this book, Avho, 
by the wny, is a niece of the great pro-consul. 
One day two visitors Avere announced, One was 
a stoutish man, Avitli sundy hair ; the other a 
very long person, like a knilting-ncodle. The 
stout man called the boy to him, passed his hand

You could see, as you fol- 
loAved his simple, restrained, terse sentences, ' 
the Avhole great, thrilling, dramatic story — 
from the days when a couple of English ex- 
plorers, with the daring, the unsatiable curi- 
osity and .the enterprise of their race, started 
out forithe unknoAvn lands of tlje East, to^hc 
hour Avheh' Ihdia'.has become one of the chief- , 
est possessipns^jof ; the country. It was all.i.y- 
done so sob^rlyf-arid yet it was so dramatic-^-f'"' 
so truly impressive. - ;' 

A Moving Episode 

And then came another and also striking., 
and moving episode. There advanced to the 
front of the great table at which the Lord 
Mayor sat a tall, spare figure Avith a long, keen, 
clear-cut face, and that extremely pale fair 
hair Avhich marks another race. In Avords that 
came somcAvhat' sloAvly, and in an accent that 
Avas evidently foreign, this man spoke of the 
intimate association betAveen South Africa and 
England.

The long, thin, severe Jtnd almost harsh face 
became w-reathed in scornful smiles, and when 
Lord jNfilner's turn-came, he replied by n veiled 
but quite clear appeal to arms and the sharpen- 
ing of swords. ]\Ir. Birrell made one of those 
rollicking speeches of his in which under the -"j 
joke and the smile there runs a real purpose. 
His plea was for, inipartiality in journalism, 
e.'jpecially in dealing With the.. individuals who 
plav the ])rominent parts in political Avarfare. 
And then W. L. Courtney, "of 'the 'Daily Tele- 
graph. Avhom I regard as now one of the best 
after-dinner speakers in England, made a brief, 
delightful, bcautifully-AVordcd little speech. .. 
After which I said a few words myself. 

And now as to our visitors themselves. I 
have not time"or space to single out those'whp 
struck me both from their public speeches and 
their , conversatipn,., for I found, so many of 
them interesting: - But I Avas veiy much in- 
terested by Mr. Kirv/an, a young Irishman set- 
tled in the golden regions of Western Aus- 
tralia, Avho made an excellen: speech at the 
Parliamentary lunch; by Mr. Cunningham, the 
editor of the Melbourne Argus; by Mr. Brier- 
Ic}^, proprietor of the Liberal organ in Mont- 
real ; and Mr. Lukin, a venerable figure Avho 
has left his mark on the jourhalism both of 
Australia and Ncav Zealand ; and by Mr. Ban- 
nerjee, the Indian journalist, Avhom I used to 
know -vvhen he Avas a young; student forty 
years ago, and walkecl the pavements of Fleet 
street ; by I\Ir. Kyffin Thomas, ()f the Register, 
yVdelaide, and i\Ir. J. A. j\lac.Oonald, of the y 
Globe, Toronto. I\Iore I may write of these re- v 
markable visitors of ours should, circumstances 
permit. ■,
